Proceedings  of  the  Convention. 


Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle,  June  5,  1878. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o*clock  in  the  morning, 
in  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  by  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  following  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stone  and  Mr.  Wm. 
E.  Cannon,  a  committee  to  receive  and  examine  the  cer- 
tificates of  Lay  Delegates.

The  Bishop  announced  the  next  business  to  be  the 
election  of  Secretary,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  B.  J.  Doug- 
lass and  Mr.  Grubb,  to  collect  the  votes. 

The  Rev.  J.  Leighton  McKim  nominated  Mr.  S.  M* 
Curtis.  The  Bishop  announced  as  the  result  of  the  ballot, 
that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  unanimously  elected,  and  that 
the  Convention  was  duly  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stone,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  appoint  an  Assistant,  and  he  gave  notice 
that  he  had  appointed  Mr.  E.  A.  Van  Trump. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats. 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  thi& 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

Under  this  invitation  there  were  present  the  Rev. 
Charles  H.  Mead  and  the  Rev.  Samnel  D.  Hall,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Schubert,  of 
the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 


Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
present  session. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  strike  out  Rule  6,  which  motion 
prevailed,  and  the  Rules  of  Order  as  amended  were 
adopted,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  the 
Bishop  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  them. 

RULES   OF   ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand  up  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  advan- 
cing, shall, with  due  respect, address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself,  strictly,  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across,  the  House,  or 
read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall,  ou  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested 
in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  determined 
on  before  any  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjourn- 
ment. 
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1 1.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before 
any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Sec- 
retary, under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. 
to  transact  business ;  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock  and  from  6  to  8 
o'clock  P.  M. 

Mr.  Chandler,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  pre- 
sented his  report,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Messrs.  E.  L. 
Martin  and  J.  P.  Armstrong  a  committee  to  audit  the 
same. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary 
for  his  ofHcial  expenses  the  past  year,  and  on  his  motion 
the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  for  divine  service. 

Morning  prayer  to  the  lessons  was  read  by  the  Rev.  L. 
W,  Gibson,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dover.  The  lessons 
by  the  Rev.  Wm.  McCaulley  Jeflferis,  Professor  in  Dela- 
ware College,  officiating  in  Grace  Church,  Brandywine 
Hundred.  The  Creed  and  prayers  following  with  the 
Litany,  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  Rector 
Emeritus  of  Church  of  Ascension,  Claymont. 

The  280th  hymn  was  sung  ;  the  Bishop  read  the  Com- 
mandments ;  the  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
S.  Spencer,  Rector  of  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle,  and 
the  Gospel  by  the  Bishop. 
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After  the  singing  of  the  202d  hymn,  the  Rev.  T. 
Gardener  Littell,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington, 
delivered  the  sermon,  taking  his  text  from  the  8th  and 
9th  verses  of  the  I22d  Psalm. 

The  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
in  the  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  who  also  read  the 
concluding  prayers.  The  Bishop  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction. 

The  Offertory  was  appropriated  to  the  fund  for  infirm 
and  disabled  Clergy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service,  the  Convention  re- 
sumed business. 

The  Bishop  directed  the  Secretary  to  call  the  names 
of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates  not  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  Convention,  and  the  following  answered 
to  their  names  : 

Rev.  Messrs.  Arnold,  Betticher,  Clemson,  Frost,  Gib- 
son and  Smith,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Cloud,  Casey, 
Dr.  Burr,  Lloyd,  Hallam,  Jones,  Conly,  Green,  Justis,  Dr. 
Pratt,  Lofland,  Moore,  Benj.  Burton,  Phillips,  Waples, 
Whiley  and  Orr,  of  the  Laity. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  till  3  o'clock. 


Immanual  Church,  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning  session ^ 
and  they  were  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  offered  the  following : 

Risolvedy  That  a  committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen 
be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  this  Convention^  if  there  are 
necessar)-  any  and  what  alterations  or  emendations  to  article  3  of  the 
Constitution,  and  to  the  2d  and  3d  sections  of  Canon  XI. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Frost  proposed  to  amend  the  resolution 
by  striking  out  the  limitations,  and  change  to  report  at 
next  Convention. 

After  discussion,  the  amendment  and  original  resolu* 
tion  were  both  withdrawn. 

Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  proposed  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution. 

Recent  circumstances  having  developed  the  great  insecurity  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  and  sad  instances  having  occurred  wherin 
Church  buildings  once  free  and  consecrated  to  God  have  been  encum- 
bered  with  debt  and  finally  lost  beyond  regain,  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  initiate  and  confirm  measures  by 
which  the  property  of  the  Church,  in  this  Diocese,  of  whatever  kind,  be 
rendered  absolutely  secure  from  pecuniary  encumbrance,  from  aliena- 
tion, from  diversion  from  its  original  purpose,  and  from  the  effects  of 
debt.  And  that  to  this  end  a  committee  be  appointed  who  shall  sug- 
gest some  wise  means  for  the  attainment  of  the  above  resolution,  and 
report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bates,  the  following  was  substituted 
in  place  of  Dr.  Clemson's  resolution. 

Resolved f  That  a  committee  of  ten  Clergyman  and  three  Laymen 
be  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  to  the  next  Convention,  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  title  is  held  to  church  property  in  this  Diocese,  and 
also  to  report  whether  any,  and  if  so,  what  legislation  is  necessary 
with  respect  to  the  subject. 

The  said  substitute  was  adopted  on  motion,  as  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev,  Dr.  Clemson,  Rev.  J. 
Leighton  McKim,  Messrs.  George  B.  Rodney,  George  H. 
Bates  and  Dr.  Burr,  as  the  committee  on  the  above  reso- 
lution. 
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The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address. 

Address  to  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Eighty- 
Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Brethren,  beloved  in  Christ : 

The  recognition  of  that  guiding,  sustaining  hand,  which  has  so 
often  been  our  duty  at  the  opening  of  successive  Conventions,  was  never 
more  appropriate  than  to-day.  We  have  been  favored  with  a  year  of 
unbroken  tranquility,  of  quiet  labor,  of  steady,  if  not  remarkable, 
growth.  Our  vacant  Parishes  have  been  nearly  all  supplied,  and  the 
field  allotted  to  us  has  had  uniform  and  diligent  culture.  If  the  in- 
crease has  not  been  in  all  places  such  as  to  meet  the  hopes  and 
expectations  of  the  earnest  tiller,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
it  will  come  in  due  season.  One  blessing  we  have  enjoyed  in  more 
than  usual  measure.  Death  has  made  no  void  in  our  clerical  ranks, 
neither  have  we  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  prominent  laymen. 
From  the  visitations  of  sickness  and  mortality  we  have  been  remark- 
ably exempt 

Remembering  that  thirty  years  ago  the  Convention  met  in  New 
Castle,  I  examined  the  Journal  of  1848  and  note  as  a  matter  for  encour- 
agement the  following  points  of  comparison.  The  Convention  consisted 
of  the  Bishop,  five  clerical  and  fifteen  lay  members.  The  clergy  list 
shows  the  total  working  force  at  that  time  to  have  been  seven,  besides 
the  Bishop.  There  were  twelve  parishes  supplied,  and  three  vacant. 
One  new  Parish,  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  was  received  into  union 
with  the  Convention.  The  whole  number  of  communicants  reported 
was  less  than  five  hundred.  Our  present  actively  employed  clergy  are, 
therefore,  three  to  one:  and  the  number  of  our  communicants  more 
than  four  to  one.  In  other  respects,  and  especially  in  the  amount  of 
money  raised  for  the  support  of  the  Church  and  for  Missionary  and 
charitable  purposes,  the  advance  is  no  less  marked.  After  such  a  com- 
parison, we  may  well  "thank  God  and  take  courage.'' 

On  the  fifth  day  of  September,  1877,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Clem- 
son  and  Frost,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Spencer,  Stone,  Betticher,  Latrobe 
and  Hanson,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  St.  James' 
Church,  Newport.  This  edifice  of  simple  beauty  and  convenience  is 
situated  on  the  old  Church  lot,  where  a  sanctuary  once  stood,  of  which 
very  little  is  now  known.  Tradition  reports  that  during  the  war  of  the 
Revolution,  when  the  British  Army  was  encamped  at  and  about  New- 
port, the  building  was  used  as  a  stable  for  the  horses  of  the  Cavalry* 
In  old  journals  there  is  but  one  record  of  representation  by  a  lay  dele- 
gate in  Convention ;  viz,  in  1 792.    The  church  is  said  to  fiave  been  of 
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brick,  never  wholly  finished.  I  have  been  informed  that  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Pryce,  Rector  of  Trinity  (Old  Swedes)  Church^  Wilmington,  oflficiated 
there  from  1800  to  1802.  Nothing  is  known  of  any  later  ministrations. 
The  old  Church  gradually  sank  into  ruins,  and  disappeared  with  the 
generation  that  once  worshipped  in  it.  Happily,  the  Church  lot  has 
been  preserved,  and  a  spacious  and  beautifully  situated  cemetery  has 
been  laid  out,  and  a  House  of  God  now  invites  to  prayer  and  hearing 
of  the  word.  The  present  Church  has  additional  interest  as  being  a 
memorial  of  that  noble-hearted  layman,  Franklin  Fell,  a  man  who  was 
always  devising  liberal  things  for  the  Church  which  he  loved,  and  to 
whose  munificence  and  wisdom  this  Diocese  owes  no  common  debt  of 
gratitude.  Services  are  regularly  sustained  in  St.  James'  Church,  with 
good  attendance,  and  the  first  fruits  of  the  work  were  presented  in  a 
Confirmation  class,  a  few  weeks  after  the  consecration. 

On  the  23rd  of  September,  1877,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Wilmington,  I 
ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  Mr.  Wm.  McCaulley  Jefferis,  Professor  in 
Delaware  College,  on  which  occasion  I  also  preached  the  Ordination 
sermon.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church, 
the  Rev.  W.  J.  Frost,  D.  D.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jefferis  has,  since  his 
ordination,  been  constantly  engaged  on  th§  Lord's  Day  in  ministerial 
duties,  and  has  recently  taken  charge  of  Grace  Church  and  Calvary 
Church  in  Brandywine  Hundred.  The  first  of  these  churches  had 
been  without  a  minister  since  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Calla- 
way, so  immediately  followed  by  his  lamented  death  ;  the  second  for  a 
considerably  16nger  period.  Mr.  Jefferis  has  entered  energetically  upon 
this  somewhat  discouraging  field,  and  it  is  hoped  will  not  toil  without 
success. 

October  3rd  to  25th  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  being  the  fourteenth  in 
which  I  have  participated.  It  was  a  Convention  memorable  for  the 
large  assemblage  of  eminent  men  from  the  different  parts  of  our  coun- 
try, and  for  the  strong  tendency  manifested  in  the  direction  of  christian 
work,  and  efforts  of  practical  benevolence.  The  mission  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  Master,  and  to  do  good  to  the 
bodies  and  souls  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men  was  emphatically 
asserted.  Great  prominence  was  given  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  a 
mutually  satisfactory  and  harmonious  adjustment  was  effected  between 
the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  the  American  Church  Missionary 
Society.  Inasmuch  as  artful  attempts  have  been  made  to  misrepresent 
that  Convention,  in  regard  to  certain  agitating  questions  of  the  day,  it 
is  important  to  notice  that  a  proposal  to  eliminate  the  word  **  Protes- 
tant" from  the  title  of  the  Church  was  defeated  in  each  house  by  major- 
ities so  overwhelming,  as  to  render  it  little  likely  to  be  soon  revived. 
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A  fitting  sequel  to  the  Convention  was  the  Consecration,  October  31st, 
in  Grace  Church,  New  York,  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Schereschewsky, 
Misssionary  Bishop  of  China,  in  which  service  I  had  the  privilege  of 
taking  part  The  immense  work  which  he  had  accomplished  in  the 
translation  of  the  whole  Bible  into  the  Mandarin  language  marked  him 
out  as  a  suitable  person  for  this  very  arduous  charge,  which  he  accepted 
with  extreme  reluctance.  Our  interest  in  this  important  Mission  will 
be  not  a  little  increased  by  the  fact  that  one  of  our  own  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders,  Mr.  Daniel  M.  Bates  Jr.,  intends  to  join  Bishop  Scheres- 
chewsky, and  devote  himself  to  the  work  of  Christ  in  that  populous 
empire.  Mr.  Bates  has  just  completed  his  preparatory  studies,  and, 
God  willing,  is  to  be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Wilmington,  on  Trinity  Sunday  next,  i6th  inst. 

There  has  been  about  the  average  growth  in  the  additions  to  the 
Church  by  confirmation.  As  there  have  'been  a  number  of  Pastoral 
changes,  several  of  the  new  Rectors  have  not  been  settled  sufficiently 
long  to  gather  yet  large  increase.    There  have  been

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CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

The  Rev.  William  C.  Butler,  whose  resignation  of  St  Anne's  Church, 
Appoquiniminky  was  announced  in  my  last  address,  took  letters  of  dis- 
mission from  this  Diocese  to  Maryland,  shortly  after  the  Convention. 
The  Rev.  William  G.  W.  Lewis,  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Pitts- 
burgh, August  22nd,  accepted  in  November  last,  a  call  to  the  Rector- 
ship of  St.  Anne's,  and  entered  upon  his  duties,  December  ist,  1877. 
The  Rev.  William  Murphy  resigned  the  position  of  Assistant  Minister 
of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  in  October,  1877,  and  removed  to 
Maryland.  Mr.  Murphy's  ministerial  diligence  and  fidelity,  and  un- 
obtrusive excellence  of  character,  had  given  him  a  high  place  in  the 
affection  stnd  esteem  of  those  who  knew  him,  and  especially  of  those 
among  whom  he  labored.  The  Rev.  Arthur  S.  Johns,  from  Virginia, 
accepted  a  call  to  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  was  received  into  the 
Diocese,  November  19th,  1877,  and  entered  at  once  upon  his  charge. 
The  Rev.  John  Linn  McKim  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  December  3d,  1877..  The  vacancy  has  not  yet  been 
filled. 

The  Rev.  James  H.  B.  Bro'^ks  tesigned,  January  7th,  1878,  the 
Rectorship  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Seaford,  and  Christ  Church,  Broad 
Creek,  where  his  labors  for  four  years  had  been  eminently  successful, 
and  has  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton.  The  union 
of  the  two  Parishes,  a  most  laborious  charge  for  a  single  minister,  no 
longer  continues,  and  from  this  separation  permanently  good  results 
may  be  expected.  Each  Church  has  been  since  supplied  with  a  resi- 
dent Rector;  Christ  Church,  including  St  Philip's  Chapel,  Laurel, 
by  the  call  of  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Mead,  from  Central  Pennsylvania, 
who  took  charge  April  ist,  1878;  St.  Luke's,  Seaford,  by  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Davidson  Hall,  from  Maryland,  who  entered  upon  his  duties, 
April  8th,  1878.  Regular  services  have  been  sustained  for  the  last 
year  in  old  Christ  Church,  and  some  tokens  of  revival  are  shown.  A 
class  of  five  persons  was  confirmed  there  on  my  recent  visitation.  The 
Church  building  commenced  at  Laurel  remains  in  the  same  state  as  at 
last  year's  report.  Of  the  diligent,  faithful  work  that  is  going  on 
throughout  the  Diocese,  I  would  express  to  my  clerical  brethren  my 
grateful  appreciation,  and  my  confident  hope  that  the  Lord  will  own 
and  reward  it.

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Brother, 

It  is  proposed  tb^  hold  a  Conference  of  Bishops  of  the  Anglican 
Communion,  at  this  place,  beginning  on  Tuesday,  the  Second  day 
of  July,  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
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The  Conference,  it  is  proposed,  shall  extend  over  four  weeks ;  the 
iirst  week,  of  Four  Sessions,  to  be  devoted  to  discussions,  in  Confer- 
ence, of  the  subjects  submitted  for  deliberation ;  the  second  and  third 
weeks  to  the  consideration  of  these  subjects  in  Committees ;  and  the 
fourth  week  to  final  discussions,  in  Conference,  and  to  the  close  of  the 
Meeting. 

The  subjects  selected  for  discussion  are  the  following : — 

1.  The  best  mode   of  maintaining  Union  among  the  various 

Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 

2.  Voluntary  Boards  of  Arbitration  for  Churches  to  which  such  an 

arrangement  may  be  applicable. 

3.  The  relations  to  each  other  of  Missionary  Bishops  and  of 

Missionaries,  in  various  branches  of  the  Anglican  Commu- 
nion, acting  in  the  same  country. 

4.  The  position  of  Anglican  Chaplains  and  Chaplaincies  on  the 

Continent  of  Europe  and  elsewhere. 

5.  Modem  forms  of  infidelity,  and  the  best  means  of  dealing 

with  them. 

6.  The  condition,  progress,  and  needs,  of  the  various  Churches 

of  the  Anglican  Commimion. 

I  shall  feel  greatly  obliged  if,  at  your  early  convenience,  you  will  in- 
form me  whether  we  may  have  the  pleasure  of  expecting  your  presence 
at  the  Conference.

At  the  time  when  this  communication  was  received  I  did  not  enter- 
tain a  thought  of  acceptance,  and  answered  the  Arch  Bishop  that  it 
was  not  at  all  probable  that  I  should  attend.  On  more  mature  reflec- 
tion I  have  come  to  a  different  conclusion,  and  not  without  reluctance 
have  decided,  God  willing,  to  be  one  of  the  Bishops  representing  our 
Church  at  that  Conference.  The  assemblage  will  not  possess  any 
legislative  authority,  and  can  pass  no  acts  binding  upon  our  Church, 
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but  it  is  easy  to  see  that  highly  important  and  beneficial  results  may 
flow  from  such  a  meeting,  composed  of  the  chief  Pastors  of  our  Re- 
formed Churches,  from  all  quarters  of  the  earth,  one  in  faith,  order  and 
fraternal  love. 

It  is  my  present  pUrpose  to  embark  from  Philadelphia  on  the  20th 
instant,  with  the  hope  of  returning,  if  so  it  please  God,  in  October.  I 
shall  appoint  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  during  my  absence.  I  ask  your  prayers  that  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  Confereace  may  be  guided  and  blessed  by  God,  and  affec- 
tionately desire  to  be  remembered,  together  with  my  son,  in  the  prayers 
of  the  congregations  of  this  Diocese,  on  the  Sunday  preceding  or 
following  the  day  of  embarkation. 

In  view  of  this  expected  absence,  longer  than  any  that  I  have  made 
since  entering  upon  my  office,  and  of  the  uncertainties  that  overhang 
the  future,  I  solmnly  reaffirm  the  counsels  and  teachings  which  I  have, 
from  time  to  time,  addressed  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese. 
I  desire  to  express  my  affectionate  regard  for  every  member  of  the  flock 
over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  me  overseer,  and  my  gratitude 
for  the  kind  consideration  which  I  have  ever  experienced  at  their 
hands.  Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  them  from  God 
our  Father  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

At  the 
same  meeting,  they  also  gave  their  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  George  W.  Peterkin,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  West 
Virginia. 

June  5th,  1878.  The  Standing  Committee  met  in  Immanuel  Church, 
New  Castle,  and  sirred  the  Testimonial  of  Daniel  M.  Bates,  Jr., 
recommending  him  for  Ordination  to  the  Order  of  Deacons.

The  Committee  were  also  without  the  help  of  a  small  balance  in  the 
Saving  Bank  of  which  they  availed  themselves  last  year.  In  conse- 
quence, there  has  been  difficulty  and  embarrassment  in  meeting  their 
payments,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  special  appeals.  The 
Committee  would  beg  leave  to  remark  that  this  is  the  work  of  the  Con. 
vention  and  not  of  the  Committee.  They  can  only  disburse  the 
funds  put  into  their  hands,  and  are  not  responsible  for  non-fulfill- 
ment of  pledges.  As  we  close  the  Conventional  year,  not  as  hereto- 
fore with  a  small  balance,  but  with  an  empty  Treasury,  it  is  very  evi- 
dent that  if  the  work  is  to  go  on,  there  must  be  some  increase  of  liber- 
ality and  promptness.     Can  the  Committee  be  informed  by  the  Rec- 
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tors  of  the  different  Churches,  beforehand,  how  so  much  they  would  be 
willing  to  pledge  to  this  object,  so  that  we  may  adjust  our  expenditures 
accordingly. 

If  we  turn  from  financial  difficulties  to  the  aspect  of  our  Missionary 
field,  we  find  abundant  encouragement  not  to  be  weary  in  well  doing. 
Faithful,  patient  effort  is  making  itself  felt.  Churches  have  been  built, 
Congregations  gathered,  Sunday  Schools  established,  ser\'ices  kept  up 
in  old  Churches,  new  openings  discovered,  and  the  Church  has  become 
progressive  where  it  had  for  years  been  retrograding.  Considering 
the  trifling  amount  expended  we  certainly  have  no  reason  to  complain. 

After  having  put  our  hand  to  the  plow,  shall  we  leave  it  in  the  furrow, 
or  even  look  back  ?  Your  Committee  believe  that  two  thousand  dollars 
would  be  by  no  means  an  excessive  amount  for  the  Diocese  to  raise  for 
this  important  cause.  Our  Missionaries  are  hard  at  work.  Their  labors 
are  welcomed.  Their  services  are  attended  by  increasing  numbers. 
All  that  we  need  under  the  divine  blessing,  which  will  not  fail  us,  is  to 
give  this  work  the  place  in  our  hearts  and  offerings  which  it  so  rightly 
merits.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  tendered  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Immanuel  Church,  and  to  the  citizens 
of  New  Castle,  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality,  and  that  the  usual 
compensation  be  paid  to  the  sexton  of  this  Church. 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  Fowler,  it  was  ' 

Resoti/edy  By  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese,  in  Convention 
assembled,  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  set  forth  a  form  of  prayer 
for  his  safety  and  welfare,  to  be  offered  in  the  public  services  of  the 
Church,  during  his  absence  from  the  country. 

Mr.  Chandler,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  appor- 
tion the  sum  of  $30,000  among  the  Parishes  of  the  Dio- 
cese, presented  the  following  report,  which  was  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

The  Committee  composed  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  who  were  request- 
ed to  apportion  the  sum  of  $30,000  among  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese 
as  a  Fund  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  respecfuUy  report, 
that  the  state  of  financial  depression  and  business  embarrassment,  which 
has  existed  during  the  past  year,  has  discouraged  them  from  attempting 
to  carry  out  the  Resolution  of  the  Convention.  It  was  very  evident 
that,  under  such  circumstances,  no  practical  result  would  ensue.  Should 
the  Convention  desire  to  continue  the  Committee  for  this  purpose  they 
will  give  the  matter  their  best  attention,  understanding  that  to  make 
such  assessment  equitable.  Parishes  that  have  heretofore  contributed 
will  be  credited  with  the  full  amount  of  such  contributions.

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  to  act 
as  tellers.

Sarde. 
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The  Bishop  annouhced  that  the  hour  for  taking  a  recess 
had  arrived. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  order  for  recess  was  sus- 
pended until  after  the  vote  then  being  taken  was  reported. 

The  tellers  reported,  and  the  Bishop  declared  that  the 
two  orders  concurred  in  electing  Hon.  E.  G.  Bradford, 
Messrs.  George  B.  Rodney,  George  D.  Armstrong,  George 
H.  Bates,  and  George  H.  Raymond. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess. 


Immanuel  Church,  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  to  attend  the  Missionary 
meeting. 

Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Betti- 
cher,  Douglass,  and  Hall. 

The  284th  hymn  was  sung ;  addresses  were  delivered 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  and  Mr.  Bates  ; 
the  usual  collection  was  made  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and 
after  the  singing  of  the  291st  hymn,  the  Bishop  closed 
with  prayers  and  the  benediction. 

The  House  resumed  business. 

Mr.  Sarde  moved  that  the  **  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,"  be  in- 
structed to  change  the  securities  now  held  by  them  for 
others  more  secure. 

Mr.  Bradford  moved  as  a  substitute,  that  the  Trustees 
be  authorized  to  change  the  investments,  if,  in  their 
judgment,  such  change  be  advantageous.

The  substitute  was  adopted,  and  the  question  being 
taken  upon  the  subject  thus  amended,  it  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Burr,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  to  ex- 
amine the  accounts  of  the  acting  Treasurer  of  the  **  Trus- 
tees," reported  that  they  had  examined  them  and  found 
them  correct. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stone  presented  and  read  the  following 
report :

best  wishes,  and  to  offer  our  earnest  prayers  for  the  continuance  of  his 
health  and  safety  during  his  absence,  and  that  a  kind  Providence  may 
return  him  to  us  and  to  his  Diocese,  in  renewed  health  and  vigor.

I  would  respectfully  report  as  a  Presbyter  of  your  Diocese,  that,  for 
the  last  year,  as  for  nine  years  past,  I  have  been  occupied  in  the  duties 
of  my  office,  as  Financial  Secretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church  Missionary  Society.

Tff  authorise  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State  to  raise  a 
fund  for  the  support  of  a  bishop^  and  to  aid  missionaries  and  ne- 
cessitous ministers  J  theiY  widows  and  children. 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met.  That  the  Hon. 
James  Booth,  Doctor  James  W.  Thompson,  William  T.  Read,  Esq. , 
Caleb  S.  Layton,  Esq.,  and  General  Richard  Mansfield,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
"  The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  diocese  of 
Delaware,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and 
may  purchase,  take  and  receive,  by  deed,  gift  or  otherwise,  any  prop- 
erty, real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  have  and  hold  the  same  ;  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  as 
natural  persons :  Provided  however^  that  the  property  of  the  said  cor- 
poration and  the  funds  thereof,  shall  never  be  applied  to  any  other  pur- 
pose than  for  the  support  and  comfortable  maintenance  of  a  Bishop  of 
said  church  within  said  diocese,  and  to  aid  the  missionaries,  and  ne- 
cessitous ministers  of  the  said  church,  their  widows  and  children. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees  shall  hold 
their  office  until  the  next  ensuing  annual  Convention  of  the  said 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  said  diocese  of  Delaware,  and  until 
their  successors  in  office  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified ;  at  which 
said  next  annual  convention,and  at  every  annual  Convention  thereafter, 
trustees  shall  be  appointed  pursuant  to  such  rules,  by-laws,  or  canons 
of  the  said  churchy  as  may  be  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  appoint- 
ment :  Provided,  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  thb  State. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  property  or  funds  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  never  be  sold,  alienated,  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  unless  for  the  purpose  of  reinvesting  the  proceeds  thereof,  or  appro- 
priating the  same  as  hereinafter  provided ;  which  the  said  annual  Con- 
vention may  authorize  and  require  said  trustees  to  do,  under  such 
rules,  limitations  and  restrictions  as  the  said  Convention  may  from  time 
to  time  adopt :  Provided,  that  the  clear  annual  income  and  profits  of 
the  said  corporation  arising  from  the  property,  or  funds  so  held  by  it, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Legislature  hereby  re- 
serves the  power  of  revoking,  altering  and  amending  this  act :  but 
such  revocation,  alteration  or  amendment  shall  in  no  case  divest  the 
property,  funds,  money  or  rights  acquired  under  its  provisions ;  nor  di- 
vert them  from  the  purposes  herein  expressed;  but  such  property, 
funds,  money  and  tights  of  said  corporation,  in  case  of  such  revo- 
cation, shall  enure  to  the  said  annual  Convention,  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  herein-before  mentioned.

Proceedings  of  the  Convention. 


CHkiST  Church,  Dover,  June  4,  1879. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  Christ  Church,  Dover. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  not  being  present, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  was 
elected  Secretary  pro  tempore^  and,  by  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  proceeded. to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese,  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  following  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  : 

Right  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.  Rev.  Geo  W.  Johnson, 
Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  "    Wm.  G.  W.  Lewis,

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKim  and  Mr. 
Fell,  a  committee  to  receive  and  examine  the  certificates 
of  Lay  Delegates. 
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Of  the  Lay  Delegates  reported  by  the  committee  as 
duly  elected,  the  following  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats,  viz  :

Thomas  Bracken,  Benjamin  J.  Moore. 
Wm.  Jenks  Fell, 

The  Bishop  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to  be 
the  election  of  Secretary,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  Lewis 
W.  Gibson  and  Dr.  Cummins,  to  collect  the  votes. 

Dr.  Burr  nominated  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Bates.  The  tellers, 
upon  counting  the  votes,  reported  that  twenty-two  votes 
had  been  cast,  of  which  Mr.  Bates  had  received  twenty- 
one,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jefferis  one. 

The  Bishop  announced,  as  the  result  of  the  ballot,  that 
Mr.  Bates  had  been  duly  elected,  and  the  Convention  was 
duly  organized  for  business. 

Mr.  Fell  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  pre- 
pare an  expression  of  the  appreciation,  by  the  Conven- 
tion, of  the  services  of  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis,  as  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  for  many  years,  which  motion  prevailed. 
The  Bishop  subsequently  appointed  ,as  such  committee 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Frost,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  and  Messrs. 
Fell  and  Cannon. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  appoint  an 
assistant. 

Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last 
Convention  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  pre- 
sent session. 


By  direction  of  the  Bishop  they  were  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, after  which  the  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Rules  of 
Order  as  read,  were  adopted,  as  follows,  viz  : 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand  up  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3*  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  advan- 
cing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confin- 
ing himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are 
parts, 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  House,  or 
read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interest- 
ed in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  determined 
on  before  anything  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjourn- 
ment. 

1 1.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  be- 
fore any  other,  and  without  debate. 
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12.  When  the  Hottse  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  l|ts 
seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Sec- 
retary, under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. , 
to  transact  business ;  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock  and  from  6  to  8 
o'clock  P.  M. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  it  was 

Ifesolvid^  That  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats. 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

Under  this  invitation  there  were  present  the  Rev.  R, 
Heber  Murphy  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Ware  of  the  Diocese 
of  Delaware,  and  the  Rev.  John  F.  Potter,  of  the  Diocese 
of  New  York. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  Mr.  George  D. 
Armstrong,  the  Treasurer  of  the  **  The  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware," 
and  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  audit  the 
same,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
as  such  committee  Messrs.  Isaac  S.  Elliott  and  Benjamin 
J.  Moore. 

Mr.  Chandler  also  presented  his  account  as  the  Treasur- 
er of  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Dr.  Burr  and 
Dr.  Cummins  a  committee  to  audit  the  same. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  for  divine  service. 


Morning  prayer  to  the  lessons  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Samuel  D.  Hall,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Seaford. 
The  lessons  by  the  Rev.  R.  Heber  Murphy,  of  Wilming- 
ton. The  Creed  and  prayers  following  with  the  Litany, 
by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  Rector  Emeritus  of  the 
Church  of  Ascension,  Claymont. 

The  1 28th  hymn  was  sung  ;  the  Commandments  were 
read  by  the  Bishop ;  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  Lewis  W. 
Gibson,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dover,  and  the  Gospel 
by  the  Bishop. 

After  the  singing  of  the  136th  hymn,  the  Bishop  deliv- 
ered his  ninth  Charge  to  the  Clergy. 

The  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
in  the  service  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  and  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Gibson  and  Murphy;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  offered 
the  concluding  prayers.  The  Bishop  pronounced  the 
benediction. 

The  Offertory  was  appropriated  to  the  Fund  for  infirm 
and  disabled  Clergy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service,  the  Convention  re- 
sumed business. 

The  Bishop  directed  the  Secretary  to  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates  not  present  at  the  opening 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  following  answered  to  their 
names : 

The  Rev.  Mzrssrs.  Mead,  Smith,  Douglass,  Ellis,  Gordon 
and  Kaye,  of  the  Clergy  ;  and  of  the  Laity,  Messrs.  Wilson, 
Lodge,  Smith,  Shaw,  Geo.  A.  Elliott,  Luke,  Leithead, 
Holcomb,  Justis,  Stevens,  Cavender,  Lofland,  Gilman, 
Benjamin  Burton,  Jacob  Moore,  Orr,  Frame,  O'Neill,  Can- 
non, Jones,  and  Wm.  C.  Burton. 

Dr.  Cummins,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  Convention,  reported 
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that  they  had  examined  the  same  and  found  them  cor« 
rect,  and  that  there  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of 
$167.65.     {For  report  see  appendix.^ 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  Convention,  for  his  official  expenses  for  the  past 
year,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $22.58,  and  on  his  motion 
the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  till  3  o'clock. 


Christ  Church,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning  session, 
and  they  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  the  Secretary  was 
directed   to  have   printed  the   Charge  delivered  by  the 

Bishop  this  morning. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Stone  presented  and  read  an  abstract  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  past 
year. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTE. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 
The  committee  holding  over  from  the  last  year  their  organization  con- 
tinued unchanged. 

Wilmington,  December  2d,  1878.— The  Secretary  presented  the 
Canonical  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  McCaulIey  JefTeris,  apply- 
ing for  admission  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests  On  motion,  voted, 
that  said  testimonials  be  signed  by  the  committee  ;  whereupon  they 
were  duly  signed. 
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New  Castle,  April  30th,  1879.— Regular  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
The  certificate  of  the  election  of  the  Right  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Wing^eld, 
D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Northern  California,  to  be  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Louisiana,  was  laid  before  the  committee.  On  motion, 
voted,  that  the  committee  confirm  the  election,  and  consent  to  the 
transfer  of  the  Right  Rev.  J.  H.  D.  Wingfield,  to  be  Bbhop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Louisiana.

Mr.  Alfred  A.  Curtis  appeared  as  an  alternate  from  St. 
Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  in  place  of  Mr.  Wm.  Cooch  re- 
ported as  a  delegate,  and  was  admitted  to  a  seat. 

Dr.  Clemson,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire 
into  and  report  upon  the  manner  in  which  title  to  Church 
property  is  held  in  this  Diocese,  made  a  verbal  report  of 
the  investigation  of  the  committee,  the  result  of  which,  he 
stated,  showed  much  irregularity  and  looseness  in  the 
manner  of  taking  title. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  Address. 

Address  to  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Eighty- 
ninth    Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Brethren  beloved  : 

At  our  last  Convention,  in  response  to  the  announcement  of  my  pur- 
pose to  be  present  at  the  Lambeth  Conference,  you  gave  me  your  hearty 
God-speed,  and  the  assurance  that  I  should  not  be  forgotten  in  your 
prayers.  Cheered  by  this  gratifying  expression  of  your  feelings  I  em- 
barked for  Europe,  June  30th,  1878.  Previously  to  this  date  I  held 
confirmations  in  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  and  Immanuel  Church 
Newcastle,  and  on  Trinity  Sunday,  June  i6th,  in  St  Andrew's  Church, 
WQmington,  ordained  Mr.  Daniel  M.  Bates,  Jr.  to  the  Diaconate. 
Mr.  Bates  as  you  were  previously  informed  had  offered  himself  to  our 
Foreign  Committee  as  a  Missionary  in  China,  and  had  been  so  appoint- 
ed. The  Rev.  Joshua  Kimber,  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Committee, 
took  part  in  the  Ordination  Service.  Mr.  Bates  left  this  country  for 
his  distant  field  in  August  last,  and  has  been  since  his  arrival  in  China 
engaged  in  those  studies  which  must  precede  the  active  work  of  the 
In  the  Providence  of  God  he  has  been  recently  called  to 
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mourn  for  a  venerated  fiither.  In  this  sore  grief  and  trial  Mr.  Bates  has 
our  sincerest  sympathy,  and  in  common  with  the  State  at  large^  we 
deplore  the  loss  of  a  most  estimable  citizen,  an  accomplished  jurist  and 
exemplary  Christian.  Our  Church  owes  him,  moreover,  a  large  debt 
of  gratitude  for  the  sacrifice  of  parental  feeling  which  he  made  in 
cheerfully  giving  up  his  son  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missionary,  and 
consenting  to  a  separation  which  might  well  be,  as  indeed  it  proved  to 
be,  final  in  this  world. 

On  the  13th  June,  1878,  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Philadelphia 
Divinity  School,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Stevens  of  Pennsylvania,  I 
ordained  Henry  Alexander  Field  Hoyt  to  the  Diaconate,  and  the  Rev. 
William  H.  Avery  to  the  Presbyterate,  both  of  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Before  my  departure,  I  appointed  the  Standing  Committee 
to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  during  my  ab- 
sence. 

Favored  with  a  pleasant  passage,  I  landed  in  Liverpool  on  the  first 
day  of  July  and  on  Wendesday,  3d,  took  my  seat  in  the  Conference 
which  had  opened  the  day  before.  Having  made  this  assemblage  the 
the  special  subject  of  address  it  is  unnecessary  to  dwell  upon  it  here.  My 
sojourn  in  England  was  not  only  delightful  in  itself,  but  gave  me  oppor- 
tunities of  observing  and  studying  that  great  national  Church,  and  of 
becoming  personally  acquainted  with  many  of  her  eminent  ministers 
and  scholars.  The  result  of  such  observation  was  to  elevate  my  con« 
viction  of  the  vigorous  spiritual  life  which  pulsates  in  the  body,  and  de- 
velops itself  in  so  many  noble  forms  of  Christian  work  and  charity. 
That  Church  seems  to  be  increasingly  awake  to  her  vast  responsibilities 
and  opportunities,  and  very  many  of  her  children  dbplay  a  zeal,  ener- 
gy and  self-sacrifice  which  we  may  well  admire  and  emulate.  One 
thing  which  I  regretted  was  that  I  was  not  privileged  to  listen  to  ma- 
ny of  her  eminent  preachers.  The  kind  reception  given  to  our  Bishops 
caused  them  to  be  constantly  invited  to  occupy  the  pulpit.  I  preached 
on  most  of  the  Sundays  while  abroad,  and  on  three  occasions  deliv- 
ered discourses  at  the  request  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel.  I  was  rejoiced  to  tell  English  congregations  what  good 
work  the  early  Missionaries  of  that  venerable  Society  had  done  in  Dela- 
ware, where  they  were  so  instrumental  in  laying  the  foundations  of  our 
Church.  It  was  a  happiness  to  do  something,  however  small,  in  re- 
payment of  our  debt  of  love. 

On  the  continent  of  Europe,  where  I  spent  a  few  weeks,  in  every 
place  where  I  was  on  the  Lord'b  day  I  found  English  chapels,  and 
preached  twice  in  Switzerland,  and  once  in  the  City  of  Paris.  Just  before 
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lesving  England  I  attended  a  most  interesting  meeting  of  the  Church 
Congress  at  Sheffield.  The  kind  attentions  of  many  Christian  friends 
are  deeply  impressed  on  my  mind  and  will  always  be  gratefully  re- 
membered. 

On  the  9th  Oct.  I  re-embarked  at  Liverpool,  and  arrived  on  the  aid. 
The  voyage,  so  far  as  the  weather  was  concerned,  was  quite  a  contrast 
to  the  passage  out,  being  protracted  by  storms  and  adverse  winds,  but 
through  the  divine  goodness  we  were  brought  safely  to  our  desired  ha- 
ven the  day  before  a  tempest  of  unusual  severity.  I  was  cheered  on  my 
way  with  the  anticipation  of  soon  meeting  the  many  dear  brethren  who 
who  had  shown  such  kind  interest  at  my  departure,and  doubted  not  that 
they  would  gladly  welcome  me  home.  Yet  I  was  quite  unprepared  for 
such  a  demonstration  from  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  as  greet- 
ed my  return.  Such  large  gatherings,  affectionate  congratulations 
and  expressions  of  attachment  quite  overcame  me.  I  could  not  then 
respond  to  them  as  I  would,  neither  can  I  now.  But  those  welcomes 
will  ever  be  among  my  most  cherished  recollections,  will  greatly  en- 
coarage  and  sustain  me  in  the  performince  of  official  duties  and 
increase  my  desire  to  repay  such  affection  by  whatever  service  I  can 
render. 

On  the  13th  December,  1878,  in  St.  Thorn  is'  Church,  Newark,  I 
ordained  the  Rev.  Wm.  McCauUey  Jefferis,  Professor  in  Delaware  Col- 
lege,  to  the  Priesthood.  Mr.  Jefferis  continues  in  charge  of  Grace  and 
Calvary  Churches,  Brandy  wine  Hundred,  where  he  is  laboring  with 
great  zeal  and  no  little  encouragement.  The  confirmation  service  on 
Whit-Sunday  was  an  occasion  of  unusual  interest,  and  the  number  of 
candidates  unprecedented  in  the  past  history  of  those  heretofore  feeble 
Parishes. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

These  have  somewhat  exceeded  the  average  number. 

The  Rev.  George  Hall  accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  June  30th,  1878.  He  was 
transferred  from- the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  November  5th.  The 
Rev.  Arthur  S.  Johns  resigned  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  July  8th, 
and  took  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Standing  Committee,  to  Vir- 
ginia. The  vacancy  was  filled,  in  August  following,  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam B.  Gordon,  received  officially  into  the  Diocese,  Sept.  2nd.  Under 
his  assiduous  Pastoral  care  the  Parish  seems  to  be  greatly  prospering. 
The  Rev.  Francis  £.  Arnold  resigned,  Sept.  7th,  1878,  the  office  of 
assistant  Minister  of  St  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington.     Louring  his 
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seven  years'  service  in  that  position,  his  fidelity  and  godliness  had  se* 
cured  the  high  and  affectionate  esteem  of  the  congregation.  The  Rev. 
J.  W.  Kaye,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  was  called  to  succeed 
Mr.  Arnold,  and  entered  .upon  his  duties,  October  6th.  The  Rev. 
Benjamin  W.  Latrobe  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Calvary  Church, 
Wilmington,  October,  1 878,  and  removed  to  Pennsylvania.  He  has 
been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Geo.  Ware,  who  took  charge  of  the 
Parish  at  Christmas,  1878.  The  Rev.  Elias  Weil,  who  had  suffered 
much  from  ill  health  and  loss  of  voice,  resigned  Christ  Church,  Del- 
aware City,  Nov.  24th,  1878  The  Rev.  Charles  £.  Betticher  resigned 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  Dec.  6th,  1878.  The  two  last 
named  Parishes  are  still  unsupplied.  The  Rev.  Benjamin  J.  Douglass 
resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's,  Georgetown,  Jan.  ist,  1879. 
Mr.  Douglass  continued  to  labor  as  a  Missionary,  in  Sussex  County, 
under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  At  the  urgent  and 
unanimous  request  of  the  Vestry,  he  has  recently  resumed  the  charge 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  without  giving  up  entirely  his  mission  services.

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In  the  Diocese  of  Elaston,  at  the  request  of  the  Right  Rev.  H.  C. 
Lay,  I  confirmed  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Salisbury,  Jan.  7th.  1879, 
fifteen  persons,  and  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Spring  Hill,  May  6th,  ten 
persons,  both  Churches  being  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brooks,  formerly  of  this  Diocese.  I  am  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
health  of  Bishop  Lay,  which  had  been  much  impaired  by  his  exhaust- 
ing labors,  has  been  restored  by  rest  and  change  of  climate. 


There  is  much  in  the  general  aspect  and  condition  of  the  Diocese  to  call 
for  our  thankfulness.  Our  Church  is  no  longer,  as  some  of  us  remember 
ity  a  feeble  remnant  struggling  for  bare  existence.  She  has  risen  from 
the  dust^and  is  wakening  to  the  responsibility  imposed  by  her  high  privi- 
leges, her  goodly  heritage  of  pure  Scriptural  doctrine,  primitive  order 
and  worship.  There  is  growing  courage,  zeal  and  hopefulness.  While 
her  numerical  strength,  although  still  small,  is  steadily  increasing,  and 
sanctuaries  once  deserted  are  now  filled  with  devout  congregations, 
her  power  for  good  is  developing  still  more  largely  and  rapidly.  The 
improvement  in  our  Mission  field  is  marked  and  gratifying,  and  there 
are  points  which  give  fair  promise  of  increase,  if  we  could  provide 
Churches,  as  well  as  ministrations.  I  would  name  as  one,  the  vicinity 
of  Collins'  School  House,  South  West  of  Laurel,  where  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Johnson  preaches  to  a  large  congregation,  and  where  a  modest  sanct- 
uary could  be  erected  at  a  very  small  cost.  In  Christ  Church,  Broad 
Creek,  I  had  the  gratification  of  holding  an  interesting  confirmation. 
During  the  last  winter,  service  has  been  kept  up  without  interruption 
by  the  self-denying  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mead,  with  the  prospect  of 
gathering  a  congregation  of  regular  worshippers. 

The  accessions  of  the  year,  although  not  the  most  numerous  I  have 
known,  have  amply  recompensed  our  efforts.  The  services,  throughout 
my  recent  visitation,  have  been  full  of  interest  and  encouragement. 
And  if  we  are  true  and  faithful  to  our  great  trust,  n  wider  and  more 
effectual  door,  we  may  well  believe,  will  be  opened  unto  us. 

In  this  connection  let  me  advert  for  a  moment  to  the  utterance  of  the 
Lambeth  Conference,  respecting  unhappy  disputes  on  questions  of 
Ritual,  whereby  divers  congregations,  in  the  Church  of  England  and 
elsewhere,  have  been  seriously  disquieted.  The  language  might  have 
been  very  much  stronger  and  more  emphatic.  Many  Dioceses  and 
congregations,  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  have  been  afflicted  with 
agitations  and  disputes  arising  from  this  source  And,  here,  where 
our  Church  is  comparatively  a  small  body,  not  only  is  the  peace  of  the 
Parish  or  Diocese  disturbed,  but  prejudices  against  our  communion 
excited  and  deepened.  The  hindrance  to  our  growth  and  extension 
from  this  source  cannot  be  fully  estimated,  but  it  is  to  my  mind  indu- 
bitable that  but  for  these  unhappy  innovations,  our  Church  would  have 
occupied  in  numbers  and  influence  a  far  more  enviable  position  at  the 
present  day.  The  responsibility  for  retarding  her  growth  and  impair- 
ing her  influence,  for  the  alienation  of  those  who  would  otherwise  have 
sought  her  foUl,  and  for  the  bitterness  and  unholy  feeling,  flowing  from 
strife  and  contention,  rests  upon  those,  who  to  gratify  their  own  fancy 
introduce  novel  usages.     Even  if  there  be  nought  objectionable  in  the 
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way  of  countenancing  error,  it  is  certainly  a  serious  question  for  a 
dergyman  to  consider,  whether,  for  matters  of  mere  taste,  he  shall 
break  up  the  harmony  of  his  Parish,  disturb  the  unity  of  his  Diocese, 
and  forfeit  the  affection  and  confidence  of  a  single  member  of  his  flock. 
Although  a  majority,  or  a  large  majority  of  his  parishioners  agree  with 
him  in  sentiment,  this  would  not  justify  such  changes  and  innovations. 
The  feelings  of  the  humblest  are  to  be  considered.  Remember  who 
hath  said,  '*  Take  heed  that  ye  offend  not  one  of  these  little  ones." 
Granting  for  argument's  sake,  that  those  who  are  caused  to  stumble  by 
what  3re  known  as  ritualistic  practices  are  weak  brethren,  we  learn 
from  St.  Paul,  that  to  sin  against  weak  brethren  may  be  to  sin  against 
Christ  But  I  cannot  but  think  chat  lack  of  spiritual  vigor  and  Christ- 
ian manliness  is  more  indicated  by  a  hankering  after  shewy  ornaments 
and  ceremonies,  than  by  clinging  to  the  simplicity  and  sobriety  of  our 
worship,  as  we  received  it  from  our  fathers.  Were  then  the  practices 
which  have  been  introduced  of  late  only  censurable  on  this  account,  it 
seems  to  be  reason  sufficient  to  eschew  them.  But  I  need  not  say  that 
their  dangerous  tendency  has  been  plainly  shewn.  One  ceremony 
paves  the  way  for  another.  Step  is  taken  after  step.  And  unscript- 
oral  errors,  and  corruptions  plainly  condemned  by  our  Articles  and 
standards,  h.ive  found  their  open  apologists  among  Clergymen,  who, 
at  their  ordination,  solemnly  professed  adherence  to  the  doctrine,  dis- 
dpHne  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  I  make 
these  remarks  the  more  freely,  inasmuch  as  I  do  not  entertain 
the  thought  that  there  is  among  the  Clergy  or  Laity  of  this 
Diocese,  any  want  of  loyalty  and  cordial  adherence  to  the  Protestant 
principles  of  our  Church.  But  we  cannot  be  blind  to  what  is  going 
on  around  us,  or  to  the  pernicious  tendency  of  the  fondness  for  shewy 
ceremonial,  which  is  one  of  the  fashions  of  the  day.  ^esthetics  are 
well  enough  in  their  place,  and  d.-light  in  the  beautiful  and  ornate. 
But  the  Mission  of  the  Church  of  Christ  is  not  to  amuse  the  fancy  and 
gratify  the  taste,  but  to  arouse  the  conscience,  sanctify  the  affections, 
and  save  the  soul.  *'  For  meat  destroy  not  the  work  of  God."  The  ap- 
petite grows  with  what  it  feeds  on,  mikes  ceremonial  and  parade  a  sub  • 
stitute  for  the  worship  of  Him,  who  is  a  Spirit,  in  spirit  and  in  truth,  and 
easily  degenerates  into  frivolity  or  insensibility  to  underlying  doctrinal 
errors.  For  the  most  part  the  things  which  captivate  our  Ritualists 
come  from  one  source.  They  are  borrowed  from  Rome.  They  cdhere 
together.  They  have  their  signifiance  in  her  usage,  although  many 
who  copy  them  may  not  be  aware  of  it.  And  they  have  proved  more  ef- 
fectual in  leading  persons  into  her  net  than  volumes  of  controversy.  Be 
on  your  guard,dear  brethren,  against  snares  in  which  so  many  have  been 
entangled,  and  those  not  always  the  unlearned  or  the  feeble-minded. 

« 
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Upon  points  connected  with  the  manner  of  conducting  public  worship 
I  should  be  very  reluctant  to  interpose  authoritatively.  I  think  the  less 
our  Bishops  act  upon  prerogative  the  better.  I  would  rely  upon  moral 
influence  and  paternal  counsel  rather  than  upon  law,  and  be  the  last 
to  encroach  upon  the  authority  of  the  Rector  in  the  Parish  where  he 
is  appointed  to  feed  the  flock  of  Christ.  But  I  desire  to  express  my- 
self frankly  upon  those  dangers  so  rife  and  disturbing  in  some  parts  of 
our  Churchy  and  if  in  any  particular  case  I  take  no  official  notice  of 
changes  and  innovations,  I  do  not  wish  my  silence  to  be  misconstrued 
into  approval.  Hoping,  dear  brethren,  that  we  may  all  in  our  several  po- 
sitions strive  together  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  study  the  things  which 
make  for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another,  I  invoke 
upon  your  present  dehberations  the  divine  blessing.

Resolved,  That  while  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of 
Him  **  Who  dojta  all  things  well,"  we  deeply  mourn  the  loss  which 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  sustained.  And  we  hereby  desire  to 
express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  his  worth  and  services  as  a  fellow 
worker  together  with  us ;  our  very  sincere  sympathy  for  his  grief- 
stricken  family :  and  our  profound  assurance,  that  to  him  it  was  given 
to  die  in  th  confidence  of  a  certain  faith,  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasona- 
ble, leligious  and  holy  hope,  in  favor  with  GOD  and  in  perfect  char* 
ity  with  the  world. 

Resolved^  That  this  preamble  and  resolutions  b^  placed  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Convention,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  the  preamble  and 
resolutions,  as  read,  were  unanimously  adopted  by  arising 
vote. 
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Mr.  Chandler,  of  the  Committee  to  apportion  the  sum 
of  $30,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  among 
the  parishes  of  this  diocese,  presented  a  report  from  the 
Committee,  which  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows, 
viz.: 


The  Committee  composed  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  who  were  /equested 
to  apportion  the  sum  of  $30,000  among  the  Parishes  oi  the  Diocese  as 
a  Fund  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate  and  who  were  continued 
at  the  last  Convention,  find  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  repeat- 
ing the  tenor  of  their  previous  report,  that  the  state  of  financial  depres- 
sion and  business  embarrassment,  still  continuing,  has  discourag  d 
them  from  attempting  to  carry  out  this  resolution.  The  Fund  now 
amounts  to  from  13,000  to  14,000  dollars,  leaving  more  than  half  the 
sum  named  still  to  be  raised.  The  present  Fund  has  been, mainly, con- 
tributed by  four  Parishes,  for  which  it  is  understood,  in  order  to  make 
the  assessment  equitable,  these  Parishes  are  to  be  credited. 

It  seems  very  evident  to  your  Committee  that  it  would  be  useless, 
and,  thertfore,  inexpedient  at  the  present  time,  to  call  upon  the  remain- 
ing churches,  a  number  of  which  are  not  self-sustaining, to  make  up  the 
large  balance  required.  Not  doubting  the  desire  and  good  will  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  complete  this  endowment, 
consideration  must  be  shown  for  the  actual  condition  of  things.  Your 
Committee  hope  that,  with  returning  prosperity  and  church  efowth, 
these  desires  may  be  accomplished,  and  that  the  Fund  will  be  steadily 
increased,  not  only  by  parochial  cdntributions,  but  by  donations  of  lib- 
eral churchmen  to  whom  God  hath  given  pecuniary  ability  and  by  testa- 
mentary bequests.  The  Committee  have  prepared  a  tabular  state- 
ment of  the  respective  amounts  contributed  to  this  Fund  by  the  sever- 
al Parishes,the  expediency  of  publishing  which,  as  an  appendix  to  this 
report,  they  leave  to  the  decision  of  the  Convention.  Seeing  no  imme- 
diate prospect  of  effecting  the  object  of  this  Resolution  the  Committee 
ask  to  be  discharged.

These  figures  show  a  falling  off  from  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year 
of  $67.86.  Compared  with  1877  there  is  a  diminution  of  $138.75.  We 
are  well  aware  that  some  of  the  churches  from  which  we  have  received 
but  little,  contribute  liberally  to  extra  Diocesan  objects,  and  we  have  no 
desire  to  lessen  such  donations.  But  should  not  the  home- field  have 
its  share  of  attention  ?  Are  our  own  waste  places  to  be  uncared  for  ? 
our  feebler  parishes  to  be  left  to  struggle  on  unaided,  and  promising 
openings  for  planting  our  Church  to  be  lost  for  want  of  means  to  enter 
in?  The  parishes  are  few  who  meet  a  moderate  and  reasonable 
requirement  for  our  Diocesan  work.  Leaving  out  of  consideration 
individual  subscriptions,  which  all  come  from  two  churches,  and  collec- 
tions at  general  -meetings,  our  Parochial  contributions  have  been 
$413-25,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  about  20  cents  for  each  communicant. 
But  of  this  amount  $359.72  came  from  six  churches  and  three  mission- 
stations,  which  report  791  communicants.  Deducting  this  sum  from 
$413.25,  and  also  deducting  791  from  2063 — the  whole  number  of  com- 
municants— there  remains  $53. 53  as  the  amount  given  by  churches  re- 
porting 1272  communicants,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  4X  cents  each. 
True,  some  of  these  are  not  more  able  than  others  which  receive  our 
assistance,  but  making  all  due  allowance  on  this  score,  still  the  exhibit 
made  by  the  figures  is,  to  say  the  least,  humiliating. 

Our  expenditures  have  been  lessened  by  the  reduction  of  the  salary 
of  our  Missionary  at  large,  from  $700  to  $500,  and  by  the  resignation 
of  the  Rev.  £.  Weil,  after  six  months'  service.  But  for  this,  instead  of 
reporting  a  small  balance  on  hand,  we  should  not  have  been  able  to 
meet  our  payments.  It  is  for  the  Convention  to  say  whether  this  im- 
portant cause  shall  be  allowed  to  languish  on  at  this  dying  rate,  or 
whether  it  shall  be  sustained  in  a  becoming  and  efficient  manner. 
Shall  we  go  backward  ?  or  shall  we  hold  our  own?  or  shall  we  go  for- 
ward ?  If  we  look  at  the  fruits  of  our  labors  and  expenditures,  we  have 
very  much  to  be  thankful  for.    The  prospect  wais  never  more  encourag- 
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ing.  The  services  of  our  Missionaries  are  more  fully  attended — new 
openings  are  presented — Sunday  Schools  have  increased — and  a  fair 
number  of  well  instructed  candidates  present  themselves  for  admission 
to  our  church.  The  committee  would  especially  appeal  to  the  Rectors 
of  Parishes  to  co-operate  earnestly  in  this  important  object,  and  urge 
them  to  give  their  people  the  opportunity  of  contributing,  and  the  in- 
formation which  will  incline  their  hearers  to  devise  liberal  things.

Proceedings  of  the  Convention 


St.  Philip's  Church,  Laurel,  June  2,  1880. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Laurel. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  Mr.  George  H.  Bates, 
by  direction  of  the  Bishop  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  fol- 
lowing answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

M.  Curtis  a  committee  to  receive  and  examine  the  certi- 
ficates of  Lay  Delegates.

The  Bishop  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to  be 
the  election  of  Secretary.  Mr.  Fell  nominated  Mr.  S.  M. 
Curtis,  and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous 
consent  a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Bishop  for  Mr.  Curtis,  and 
no  other  votes  having  been  cast,  the  Bishop  announced  as 
the  result  of  the  ballot  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  duly 
elected,  and  the  Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  as  his 
assistant,  Mr.  George  H.  Bates. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  present  session.  By  direction  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Rules  of  Order  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  viz : 

RULES    OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand  up  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 


3-     No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  ad- 
vancing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

3.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  .contain  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
arc  parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the 
House,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined on  before  anything  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for 
adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  be- 
fore any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and 
ten  copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stone,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats, 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this

Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  were  present  the  Rev.  D.  Howard 
and  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Phillips,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
to  transact  business ;  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock  and  from  6  to 
8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  accounts  of  Mr.  George  D. 
Armstrong,  the  Treasurer  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware," 
and  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  audit  the 
same,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
as  such  committee  Dr.  H.  Ridgely  and  Dr.  Horace  Burr. 

Mr.  Chandler  also  presented  his  account  as  the  Treasurer 
of  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Messrs.  Wm.  J. 
Fell  and  Wm.  C.  Burton,  a  committee  tO  audit  the  same. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stone  presented  and  read  an  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  past  year. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

June  ist,  1880. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report  of 
their  proceedings  during  the  past  year : 

New  Castle,  August  4th,  1879.— Regular  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  President  laid  before  the  Committee  the  proper  testimo- 
nials of  the  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Harris,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan.  On  motion,  voted  that  the  consent  of  the 
Committee  be  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  S. 
Harris,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan. 

New  Castle,  Dec.  8th,  1879. — Regular  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
The  Secretary  presented  the  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Al- 
fred Starkey,  Bishop  Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  New  Jersey. 
On  motion,  voted  that  the  consent  of  the  Committee  be  given  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Starkey,  as  Bishop  of  the 
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Diocese  of  Northern  New  Jersey.  The  Secretary  presented  the 
proper  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  John  N.  Gallaher,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana.  On  motion,  voted  that 
the  consent  of  the  Committee  be  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  John  N.  Gallaher,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Louisiana. 

New  Castle,  May  25th,  1880. — Regular  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
The  Secretary  presented  the  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  David  How- 
ard, Minister  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Laurel,  Delaware,  applying 
for  admission  to  the  Order  of  Priests.     On  motion,  voted,  that  said 
testimonials  be  signed  by  the  Committee.    At  the  same  meeting 
the  President  read  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  ref- 
erence to  certain  differences  between  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips, 
Rector,  and  the  Vestry  and  Choir  of  Christ  Church   Delaware 
City,  asking  the  advice  and  judgment  of  the  Committee,  in  the 
settlement  of  said  "  diiTerences.'*    After  hearing  written  statements 
of  all  parties  concerned,  and  after  careful  deliberation,  the  Com- 
mittee unanimously  passed  a  series  of  four  resolutions.     These 
were  sent  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  his  action  and  decision, 
by  the  Secretary.

^  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 
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The  Bishop  then  stated  that  he  had  a  copy  of  the  book 
referred  to,  which  he  would  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  the  thanks  of  the  Con- 
vention were  tendered  to  the  Bishop  for  his  generous 
offer. 

Mr.  Crcsson  offered  to  present  to  the  Convention  the 
similar  work  on  the  early  history  of  the  Church  in  Mary- 
land and  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass,  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention  were  tendered  to  Mr.  Cresson  for  the  same. 

Mr.  Fell,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  Convention,  reported  that 
they  had  examined  the  same  and  found  them  correct.  {For 
report  sec  appctidix) 

Rev.  Mr.  Murphy  offered  the  following  resolutions  and 
moved  their  adoption : 

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise  Providence, 
to  take  out  of  this  world  the  soul  of  our  friend  and  brother.  George 
Lodge,  of  Claymont,  who  for  many  years  was  a  member  of  this 
Convention ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  hereby  record  their  very  high 
esteem  for  the  great  worth  of  our  lamented  brother,  and  that  while 
we  bow,  in  humble  submission  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  we 
mourn  deeply  the  loss  of  one  who  was  everywhere  highly  esteemed 
as  a  citizen,  as  a  vestryman,  as  a  member  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  this  preamble  and  resolution  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Convention,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  for- 
warded to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

The  resolutions  were  seconded  by  Mr.  Wilson,  and 
after  remarks  by  Mr.  Wilson,  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  and  the 
Bishop,  they  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
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Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  election  of  Delegates  to 
the  General  Convention,  Standing  Committee,  and  other 
officers,  be  made  the  special  order  of  business  immediately 
after  the  delivery  of  the  Bishop's  annual  address,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

Dr.  Ridgcly,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  Mr.  George  D.  Armstrong,  Treasurer  of  "  The 
Trustees,"  reported  that  the  committee  had  examined  the 
accounts  and  found  the  same  correct. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  for  divine  service. 

Morning  prayer  to  the  lessons  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
B.  J.  Douglass,  Minister  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Georgetown ;  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  L,  VV.  Gibson, 
.Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dover ;  the  Creed  and  prayers 
followinjj  by  the  Rev.  T.  Gardiner  Littell,  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Wilmington. 

The  191st  hymn  was  sung;  and  the  Convention  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dudley  D.  Smith,  Rector  of 
•Christ  Church.  Christiana  Hundred,  taking  his  text  from 
the  15th  verse  of  the  i6th  chapter  of  the  gospel  according 
to  St.  Mark. 

After  the  singing  of  the  271st  hymn,  the  Bishop  pro- 
ceeded to  ordain  to  the  Order  of  the  Priesthood  the  Rev. 
David  Howard,  Deacon,  in  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Broad 
Creek,  and  St.  Philip's,  Laurel.  The  candidate  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Kaye,  Assistant  Minister  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington.  The  Bishop  was  assisted 
in  the  service  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
DuBoj^,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Spencer,  Smith  and  Kaye  also 
uniting  with  the  Bishop  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

In  the  Communion  service,  the  Bishop  was  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  C.  S.  Spencer,  and  in  the  distribution  of  the  Elc- 
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mcnts  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  Dr.  DuBois  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Spencer.     The  Bishop  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  Offertory  was  appropriated  to  the  fund  for  Infirm 
and  Disabled  Clergy. 

At  the  conclusion    of  the   service,  the    Convention    re- 
sumed business.     On  motion,  adjourned.

The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  Secretary,  by  direction  of  the  Bishop,  called  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  not  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  Convention,  and  the  following  answered  to 
their  names : — The  Rev.  Dr.  Frost,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Gordon,  Jefferis,  Johnson  and  Lewis,  of  the  Clerg}'-,  and  of 
the  Laity,  Messrs.  Grubb,  Charles  Jones,  Taylor,  Isaac  S. 
Elliott,  Conly,  Cooch,  Willits,  Cavender,  Martin,  Porter, 
Frame,  Cannon,  Joseph  T.  Jones,  Paynter,  Layton. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning  session, 
and  they  were  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  Address,  as  follows  : 

Address  to  the  Clerical  and   Lay   Members   of  the  Nine- 
tieth Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Dear  Brethren  : 

I  should  be  ungrateful  indeed  to  the  Author  of  all  mercies  if  I 
could  pen  this  address  without  deeply  feeling  that  goodness,  which 
h^s  sustained  me  during  another  year  of  official  duty,  and  permitted 
me  to  go  onward  in  my  work  without  interruption  or  failure.  Neither 
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can  I  meet  again  the  assembled  representatives  of  the  Diocese 
without  a  grateful  response  to  the  uniform  kindness  and  conside- 
ration received  at  their  hands.  In  my  endeavors  to  watch  over  and 
build  up  this  portion  of  the  Church  I  have  been  warmly  seconded 
and  assisted  by  their  cordial  co-operation.  For  the  measure  of 
success  which  has  been  enjoyed,  we  are  chiefly  indebted  to  the 
faithful  and  earnest  labors  of  my  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and 
where  the  manifest  fruit  has  not  abounded  according  to  our  hope, 
the  deficiency  is  not  attributable  to  any  remissness  or  neglect  of 
theirs.  The  impression  made  upon  my  mind,  by  the  review  of  the 
past  Conventional  year,  is  one  of  thankfulness  for  healthful,  steady 
improvement,  and  indications  beyond  what  we  have  deserved  of  the 
divine  blessing. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  June  8th,  1879,  ^  ^^^^  P^^  ^^  ^^^  i8ist  anni- 
versary of  the  Old  Swedes'  Church,  Wilmington,  on  which  occasion 
I  delivered  the  sermon  and  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty  persons. 

On  the  19th  June,  I  presided  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Divinity  School  and  addressed  the  graduating  class. 

On  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  June  24th,  1879,  ^^  ^^^  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh, assisted  by  the  Bishops  of  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Western  New 
York.  Pittsburgh,  and  Long  Island,  members  of  the  Mexican  Com- 
mission, and  the  Bishop  of  Western  Virginia,  I  consecrated  the  Rev. 
Henry  Riley,  D.  D.,  Bishop  elect  of  the  valley  of  Mexico,  to  that 
office.  This  highly  important  act  was  the  result  of  protracted  and 
earnest  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Commission.  Sensible  of 
the  weightiness  of  their  trust,  and  alive  to  the  great  principles 
involved  and  the  important  consequences  that  might  flow  from  their 
action,  they  have  proceeded  with  great  deliberation  and  entire 
unanimity.  Although  for  the  last  two  years  their  Chairman,  the  late 
Bishop  of  Maryland,  had  been  prevented  by  illness  from  attending 
their  meetings,  they  had  his  cordial  assent  and  concurrence  in  all 
their  measures,  and  emphatically  in  the  consecration  above  men- 
tioned. The  sermon  on  this  occasion,  of  great  clearness  and  force, 
was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York.  In  carrying 
out  the  stipulations  of  the  covenant  between  the  Bishops  of  our 
Church  and  the  Mexican  Branch  of  the  Catholic  Church,  many 
questions  of  delicacy  and  difficulty  were  to  l)e  adjusted,  especially 
in  connection  with  Liturgical  forms  and  offices.  This  work  has 
been  greatly  delayed  by  domestic  affiictions  under  which  Bishop> 
Riley  has  suffered,  and  by  his  visit  to  England  soon  after  his  conse- 
cration, from  which  he  has  not  yet  returned.  He  has  while  abroad 
complied  with   a  suggestion,  of  the  Lambeth   Conference  that  a 
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liishop,  when  consecrated  for  Mexico,  should  visit  certain  congre- 
gations in  Spain  and  Portugal,  which  had  been  organized  on  the 
basis  of  pure  faith  and  primitive  order,  and  made  application  to  the 
Conference  for  an  Episcopal  visit.  This  has  of  course  prolonged 
his  stay  and  deferred  that  Synodal  action  of  the  Mexican  Church 
which  awaits  his  return  to  that  country.  The  Commission  have  kept 
the  Church  informed  of  their  progress  as  far  as  was  practicable,  but 
obviously  could  not  publish  what  was  yet  incomplete  and  not  finally 
ratified. 

Within  four  months  after  this  service,  the  Mexican  Commission, 
in  common  with  the  whole  Church,  was  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of 
one,  whose  counsels  had  been  most  valued  and  important,  their 
associate  an'  Chairman,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Whittingham,  Bishop 
of  Maryland.  Upon  the  elevated  character  and  remarkable  intel- 
lectual gifts  and  learning  of  this  eminent  man  it  needs  not  that  I 
dwell.  He  was  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed,  not  only 
throughout  our  own  Church  in  which  his  influence  was  so  weighty, 
but  in  other  branches  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  On  the  21st  October, 
I  attended  his  funeral  at  Orange,  New  Jersey,  and  after  the  service 
was  called  to  preside  at  a  very  large  meeting  of  Bishops  and  Clergy, 
assembled  to  testify  their  sorrow  at  the  loss  sustained  by  his  removal, 
and  their  appreciation  of  his  great  attainments  and  noble  unselfish 
character. 

On  the  23d  September,  I  was  present  at  the  consecration  of  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Cecilton,  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton, 
and  at  his  request  delivered  the  sermon. 

CLERICAL    CHANGES. 

The  Rev.  R.  Heber  Murphy  accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  and  took  charge  July  ist, 
1879.  ^^^  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Alcorn,  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan, 
became  assistant  minister  of  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  Sept., 
1879.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Geo.  Ware,  resigned  Calvary  church,  Wil- 
mington, Nov.  I,  1879,  ^^^  ^^s  succeeded  in  the  Rectorship  by  the 
Rev.  Geo.  W.  DuBois,  D.  D.,  who  took  charge  the  first  Sunday  in 
Advent,  November  30th.  The  Rev.  John  Leighton  McKim  has  re- 
moved to  New  Jersey,  resigning  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Mil- 
ford,  after  Advent  Sunday,  1879,  ^^^  eighteenth  anniversary  of  his 
assuming  the  Rectorship,  in  which  charge  he  was  the  successor  of 
his  father.  Mr.  McKim*s  long  and  diligent  pastorate  had  greatly 
attached  to  him  his  parishioners,  and  his  zeal  and  energy  were  felt 
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beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  parish.    As  a  missionary  he  was  inde- 
fatigable, often  walking,  after  morning  service  in  his  church,  ten  or 
twelve  miles  to  meet  his  appointments.     He  takes  with  him  to  his 
new  and  important  educational  work  the  good  wishes  and  prayers  of 
bis  former  associates  in  this  Diocese.    The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Mead 
resigned  in  October  last  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek, 
and  St.  Philip's,  Laurel.     Mr.  Mead's  ministry  here  was  brief  in  du- 
ration, but  very  laborious  and  earnest.     He  has  been  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  David  Howard,  who  entered  upon  his  duties,  Feb.  ist,  1880. 
The.Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  from  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania, accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Delaware 
Cily,  and  took  charge  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  present  year.    Since 
leading  this'address  I  have  had  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  a  call 
to  Christ  Church,   Milford,  by  the  Rev.  Charles   E.  Milnor,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Easton.

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In  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  during  the  illness  of  Bishop 
Stevens,  I  confirmed  forty-one  persons. 

I  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report  the  services  carried  on  by  our 
Missionary  in  Sussex  Co.,  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Johnson,  at  Collins'  School 
House,  in  Little  Creek  Hundred ;  as  promising  good  results.  This 
promise  has  been  well  fulfilled.  A  modest  but  extremely  neat  and 
convenient  rural  church  has  been  recently  erected  at  an  exceedingly 
moderate  outlay.  The  land  and  materials  have  been  given  by  residents 
in  that  vicinity,  and  with  equal  freeness  the  labor  of  their  hands.  It 
has  cost  the  missionary  no  small  amount  of  exertion  and  self-denial, 
for  which  I  trust  he  will  be  compensated  by  seeing  a  good  congre- 
gation grow  up  and  flourish  there  under  his  ministry.  The  Church , 
designated  as  St.  Andrew's,  Ellis  Grove,  was  opened  for  divine  ser- 
vice on  the  1st  day  of  June-,  a  member  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
the  Diocese  being  in  attendance.  Its  formal  consecration  is  deferred 
on  account  of  some  remaining  indebtedness,  a  hindrance  which   I 
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trust  the  generous  sympathy  of  his  brethren  will  soon  enable  Mr. 
Johnson  to  remove. 

Of  the  advance  towards  completion  made  by  St.  Philip's  Churchy 
Laurel,  the  members  of  the  Convention  can  judge  with  their  own 
eyes,  as  well  as  of  the  beauty  and  convenience  of  the  edifice.  As  I 
hope,  if  spared  to  make  another  annual  address,  to  be  able  then  to 
record  its  consecration  to  the  worship  of  God,  I  will  reserve  further 
comment  for  that  occasion,  only  remarking  here  my  appreciation 
of  the  harmony  and  energy  with  which  the  work  has  been  prose- 
cuted, and  the  wise  determination  to  which  the  Vestry  have  adhered 
to  incur  no  debt. 

The  interest  attendant  upon  our  assembling  in  this  church  has 
been  much  enhanced  by  the  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  this  day  of 
the  newly  settled  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  David  Howard. 
Mr.  Howard  is  also  holding  services  in  the  old  Broad  Creek  Church 
with  encouraging  prospects.  No  other  Ordinations  have  been  held 
during  the  year. 

1  trust,  dear  brethren,  that  to  the  evidences  of  divine  favor  that 
should  fill  our  hearts  with  thankfulness  another  will  be  added  in  the 
large  heartedness   and  brotherly    kindness  animating  this  Con* 
vention,  and  that  the  God  of  love  and  peace  will  be  with  us.

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  being  first  ia 
order,  the  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  to  hold  the  same^ 
Rev.  Messrs.  Gordon  and  Hanson  of  the  Clergy,  Mn 
Grubb  and  Dr.  Cummins  of  the  Laity. 
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The  tellers  reported  the  ballot,  and  the  Bishop  an- 
nounced the  election  as  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, for  the  ensuing  year,  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Spencer  and 
Stone,  and  Mr.  Curtis  and  Dr.  Burr,  and  requested  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  to  prepare  ballots  for  one  clerical 
member  of  the  committee. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  tellers,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frost 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  draft  a 
Canon  providing  for  a  Permanent  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table 
for  the  present. 

The  tellers  reported  the  second  ballot,  and  the  Bishop 
declared  that  the  Rev.  Lewis  W.  Gibson  had  been  elected 
as  the  remaining  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
being  next  in  order,  the  Bishop  requested  the  Convention 
to  prepare  ballots  for  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Deputies, 
and  appointed  the  same  tellers. 

While  the  tellers  were  counting  the  ballots,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Clemson  presented  the  report  of  the  Missionary  and  Edu- 
cation Committee,  which  was  read,  as  follows :

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The  Committee  are  gratified  to  report  improvement  in  the  Paro- 
chial Contributions.  Last  year  twenty  churches  sent  them  for  gen- 
eral purposes,  I41 3.25,  this  year  eighteen  churches  contribute  $463.23 
for  general,  and  $196.00  for  special  objects.  Donations  from  in- 
dividuals fall  below  those  of  1879.  I'otal  receipts  exceed  those  of 
last  year,  $122.58. 

Of  the  good  effected  by  the  labors  of  our  Missionaries  we  have 
satisfactory  evidence.  Our  small  outlay  brings  rich  returns.  One 
substantial  proof  of  this  is  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  commodious 
Church  in  VtHe  Creek  Hundred,  Sussex  Co.,  at  a  point  where  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  had  been  holding  services,  and  keeping  up  a  Sun- 
day School.  This  result  is  due  to  the  diligent  and  unwearied  efforts 
of  the  Missionary,  leading  the  people  in  that  vicinity  not  only  by  ex- 
hortation, but  by  example,  to  give  the  labor  of  their  hands  as  well 
as  the  required  materials. 

The  house  of  prayer  thus  reared  in  a  very  short  space  of  time  wiU 
prove,  we  hope,  a  blessing  to  them  and  their  children.  This  edifice, 
designated  as  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  Ellis  Grove,  was  opened  fOr 
divine  worship  by  the  Bishop  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese,  on  Tuesday,  June  i,  1879,  a  large  congregation  being  gath- 
ered, and  showing  great  interest  in  the  solemn  and  appropriate  ser- 
vice. 

The  Committee  have  lost  the  efficient  services  of  their  oldest 
Missionary,  the  Rev.  John  Leighton  McKim,  by  his  removal  from 
the  Diocese.  Mr.  McKim's  zeal  and  energy  are  too  well  known  to 
need  a  word  of  eulogy  from  us.  He  has  left  behind  him  permanent 
tokens  of  his  missionary  work  in  the  Churches  which  he  was  in- 
strumental in  building  at  Milton  and  Harrington,  and  his  assistance 
was  always  freely  given  to  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  that  part 
of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resided. 

The  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  havihg  become  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Delaware  City,  was  placed  on  our  list  of  missionaries  from 
January  i,  1880. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Committee  to  continue  their  aid  to  the  field 
lately  occupied  by  Mr.  McKim,  and  also  to  extend  assistance  to  the 
southwestern  part  of  Sussex  County.  In  the  venerable  colonial 
church  at  Broad  Creek  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard  of  Laurel  continues 
the  labors  of  his  predecessor,  the  Rev.  Charles  Mead,  and  has  as- 
suredly the  sympathy  of  the  Diocese  in  his  exertions  for  gathering  a 
congregation  in  that  ancient  Sanctuary. 
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At  Bridgeville  and  vicinity  the  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Seaford,  it  is 
thought,  might  introduce  the  services  of  our  Church  with  advantage* 
The  Committee  have  felt  strongly  drawn  to  this  enlargement  of  their 
operations,  and  at  the  last  meeting  voted  $ioo  each  to  Milton,  Har- 
rington,  and  Broad  Creek,  and  $$o  to  Bridgeville.  The  responsi- 
bility of  redeeming  these  pledges  we  devolve  upon  the  churches  of 
the  Diocese.  If  they  all  respond  according  to  their  ability  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  doing  all  we  propose,  and  more.  Neither  let 
scanty  means  for  sustaining  their  own  pastoral  ministrations  keep 
back  any  parishes  from  taking  their  part  in  this  good  work.  What 
is  given  to  missions  is  not,  as  some  persons  seem  to  think,  so  much 
irithdrawn  from  the  resources  of  the  Parish.  Experience  shows  the 
contrary.  People  whose  hearts  are  opened  to  appeals  for  extending 
the  gospel  and  the  ministrations  of  Uie  Church  to  those  who  need 
them  will,  with  more  readiness  and  cheerfulness,  contribute  to  their 
own  parochial  calls.  Feeble  parishes  need  the  invigorating  stimu- 
lant of  Christian  benevolence.  Let  those  churches  which  are  strait- 
ened in  their  own  means  of  self-support  act  upon  the  Savior's  rule, 
"Give  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ;  good  measure,  pressed  down 
and  shaken  together  and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your 
bosom.'*

The  Convention  assembled  to  attend  the  Missionary 
meeting. 

After  the  singing  of  the  290th  hymn.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Kaye  and  Stone.  Addresses 
were  made  by  the  Bishop,  Rev.  Dr.  DuBois,  Dr.  Clemson* 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon. 

The  usual  offerings  were  made  for  Missions  in  the 
Diocese.  After  the  singing  of  the  Missionary  hymn,  the 
Bishop  closed  with  prayer  and  the  benediction. 

The  House  then  resumed  business. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  tendered  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  and  to  the 
citizens  of  Laurel,  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality,  and  further 
that  we  congratulate  the  members  of  this  congregation  upon  the 
near  completion  of  their  neat  and  commodious  Church. 
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On  the  further  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  it  was 

Rtu>!v€d,  That  the  usual  compensation  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  of 

this  Church. 

The  business  in  order  at  the  time  of  adjournment,  being 
the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  was 

resumed. 

The  Bishop  requested  the  members  of  the  Convention  to 
prepare  their  ballots  for  two  Clerical  Deputies. 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  ballots,  and  the 
Bishop  announced  that  both  orders  had  concurred  in  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith  and  Littell,  and  that 
the  number  of  Deputies  to  be  elected  was  complete.

Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  next  Convention  be  held 
in  Calvary  Church,  Wilmington.

The  Convention  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gordon, 
Alcorn  and  Ellis.  The  190th  hymn  was  sung  and  the 
Bishop  pronounced  the  benediction.  The  Convention  was 
called  to  order. 

The  roll  was  'called,. and  a  quorum  being  present,  the 
minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spen- 
cer was  nominated  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  exist  in 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  from 
this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Secretar>'  was  directed 
to  have  500  copies  of  the  Journal  printed,  and  the  Treas- 
urer was  authorized  to  pay  the  bill  for  the  same  when  cer- 
tified by  the  Secretary  to  be  correct. 

Rev.  Dr.  Frost  called  up  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
frame  a  Canon  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Standing 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  the  report 
was  accordingly  taken  up  for  consideration.

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  and  report  to  this  Convention  a 
Canon,  providing  for  a  standing  committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese,  respectfully  present  the  following,  and  ask 
the  action  of  the  Convention  upon  the  same  : 


CANON 


OF  THE  COMMITTEE  on  the  CONSTITUTION  and  CANONS. 

I.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  a  committee  of  five  persons, 
two  clei^men  and  three  laymen  of  this  diocese,  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  who  shall  constitute  a  permanent  com- 
mittee, to  whom  shall  be  referred   for  consideration   and  report 
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thereon  all  matters  having  relation  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  this  Diocese. 

II.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall  be  elected  on  the  nom- 
ination of  the  Bishop,  and  in  his  absence  of  the  President  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

III.  At  the  first  election  for  the  members  of  this  committee  they 
shall  be  designated  and  chosen  to  serve  for  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years  respectively;  and  at  each  annual  convention  thereafter 
one  member  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  five  years. 

IV.  This  committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  its  Body  between  the  meetings  of  Convention.

The  Canon  reported  by  the  Committee  was  adopted  by 
sections,  and  afterwards  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  presented  and  read  a  report  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Title  to  Church  Property,  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Committee  to  whom  has  been  entrusted  the  very  comprehen- 
sive and  important  subject  of  church  property  within  the  limits  of 
our  Diocese,  as  to  its  custody  and  security,  beg  leave  to  offer  their 
Second  report. 

The  subject  assumes  greater  magnitude  and  value  as  its  consider- 
ation and  examination  are  extended.  We  find,  too,  that  the  interest 
in  the  subject  is  not  confined  to  one  or  two  Dioceses,  but  is  becom- 
ing the  one  anxious  and  popular  topic  of  the  general  Church.  So 
that  it  has  been  the  subject  of  earnest  discussion  in  several  Dioceses ; 
and  while  the  necessity  of  a  particular  and  guarded  legislation  is  ac- 
knowledged, there  is  a  difficulty  in  determining  the  exact  kind  to  be 
provided,  and  to  harmonize  it  with  common  law,  usage  and  senti- 
ment. 

All  consideration  thus  far  seems  to  culminate  in  the  prominent 
idea  of  each  Diocese  having  some  corporate  body  within  its  juris- 
diction to  whom  all  matters  pertaining  to  church  property,  whether 
churches,  chapels,  school  houses,  glebes  or  bequests,  can  be  referred 
as  lawful  and  wise  custodians,  and  exercising  certain  supervisory 
and  protective  powers. 
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There  is  now  no  person  or  corporation  empowered  to  hold  funds 
for  this  Diocese  as  a  whole,  or  for  any  general  purpose  connected 
witl^it  As  the  Diocese  itself  is  not  incorporated,  in  order  to  hold 
property  for  any  specified  purpose,  some  special  trust  should  be 
created..  If  so,  shall  it  rest  in  the  Episcopal  Head  of  the  Diocese, 
in  the  standing  committee,  or  in  a  distinct  Trusteeship  capable  of 
acting  for  the  Diocese  at  large  ?  For  each  of  these  three  points 
there  may  be  something  expressed  pro  or  con.  Your  committee  would 
lean  rather  to  the  appointment  of  a  distinct  committee  with  corpor- 
ate powers,  its  material  being  mainly  selected  from  the  lay  member- 
ship of  the  Church. 

Long  experience  has  sadly  proven  that  the  vestries  of  churches 
are  not  proper  and  reliable  custodians,  owing  to  the  great  and  ever- 
present  temptation  of  encroaching  on  the  principal  of  any  funds  in 
possession  of  the  Parish  ;  and  from  the  difficulty  often  existing  of 
obtaining  persons  to  constitute  vestries  of  sufficient  intelligence  and 
capacity  to  manage  trust  funds.  A  body  of  Diocesan  Trustees, 
elected  by  the  Convention,  could  always  command  the  best  and 
most  reliable  talent  of  the  Diocese ;  and  its  members  would  have 
neither  the  power,  nor  be  subject  to  the  temptation,  of  using  the 
funds  under  their  control  for  any  other  purposes  than  those  for 
which  they  were  intended.  A  neighboring  Bishop  has  said  in  his 
convention  address,  "  Experience  has  taught  me  that  in  many  cases 
it  would  be  far  better  if  the  property  of  several  of  the  weaker 
parishes  could  be  held  by  a  board  of  Diocesan  Trustees,  specially 
intrusted  with  the  financial  oversight  over  them,  instead  of  being- 
under  the  control  of  vestries,  made  up,  perhaps,  of  irresponsible 
men,  ignorant  of  church  law,  careless  as  to  church  property,  and 
serving  only  personal  ends  by  becoming  officers  of  a  Parish."  Be- 
sides the  difficulty  often  of  finding  suitable  men,  men  of  intelli- 
gence, principle  and  character,  there  is  the  constant  temptation  ta 
mortgage  or  otherwise  encumber  the  Parish  property,  in  order  to 
meet  incidental  expenses,  or  make  often  unnecessary  or  extravagant 
improvements. 

The  knowledge  that  all  church  property  was  securely  guarded  by 
an  intelligent  and  independent  committee,  appointed  by  the  Con- 
vention, would  inspire  general  confidence,  and  parishes  and  institu- 
tions would,  we  doubt  not,  be  made  the  recipients  of  donations  and 
bequests  that  are  now  not  thought  of  or  prudentially  withheld. 

While  your  Committee  are  not  yet  prepared  to  make  a  recom- 
mendation with  respect  to  the  best  method  of  vesting  title  to  church 
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property  held  for  the  actual  uses  of  the  Parishes,  as  this  subject  is 
DOW  ondergoing  careful  consideration  throughout  the  church,  yet  it 
cannot  be  doubted  that  for  many  purposes  some  comprehensiv^in- 
corporation  either  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  Convention  or  of  some  Dio- 
cesan body  is  not  only  expedient,  but  necessary.  In  view  of  the 
foct  that  to  secure  such  incorporation,  action  will  be  necessary  by  a 
Legislature  to  sit  before  the  next  Convention,  we  recommend  that 
action  be  taken  for  securing  such  legislation,  either  by  amendment 
of  the  existing  charter  or  a  new  one,  and  that  such  corporation  be 
made  comprehensive  enough  to  serve  as  the  trustee  and  custodian 
of  any  kind  of  property  for  any  purposes,  either  diocesan  or 
parochial. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  a  corporation  be  created  by 
amendment  or  new  charter  of  trustees,  to  be  selected  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Convention,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  administer  all 
trusts  concerning  property  which  may  be  confided  to  it  for  the  gen- 
eral use  of  the  Diocese  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  parish  or 
institution  in  it.

On  motion'  of  Mr.  Fell,  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  apportionment  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  was  taken  up  for 
consideration.

KEPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE    APPOINTED  TO   MAKE  AN   APPORTION- 
MENT AMONG  THE  PARISHES  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OP  A  FUND 
FOR  THE  ENDOWMENT  OF  THE  EPISCOPATE. 


For  the  original  appointment  of  this  Committee  the  Convention 
is  referred  to  Journal  of  1875,  P^^^^  34»  ^^^  ^°^  further  action  to 
Journals  of  1878,  page  23,  and  of  1879,  P^S^  20.  In  1879  the  Com- 
mittee was  continued,  and  requested  to  proceed  at  once  to  make  the 
apportionment  and  publish  the  same  in  the  Journal. 

Your  Committee  found  it  impracticable  to  complete  the  duty 
assigned  to  them,  involving  no  small  degree  of  careful  deliberation, 
in  time  for  the  issue  of  the  last  Journal.  In  order,  however,  that  the 
results  at  which  they  arrived  might  be  fully  considered,  previously 
to  the  meeting  of  the  present  Convention,  copies  of  their  report  were 
distributed  some  time  before  the  day  of  assembling. 

In  the  original  and  subsequent  resolutions,  the  sum  of  $30,000 
was  named  as  the  basis  of  apportionment,  credit  to  be  given  to  each 
Parish  for  all  contributions  heretofore  made  to  the  Endowment  Fund 
by  the  Parish  or  its  members.  This  was  evidently  contemplated  as 
the  amount  of  the  proposed  endowment. 

To  our  Report  of  1879  ^^^  appended  a  list  of  previous  contribu- 
tions to  this  Fund.  In  compliance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  Mr. 
Wm.  J.  Fell,  the  Parishes  of  St.  James',  Stanton,  and  St  James', 
Newport,  were  credited  with  amounts  contributed  by  his  late  lament- 
ed father,  Mr.  Franklin  Fell,  including  his  life-insurance  legacy. 
The  sum  thus  credited,  $2,718.76,  much  exceeds  any  apportionment 
which  would  be  made  to  these  Parishes,  and  it'  has  seemed  to  your  ^ 
Committee  a  preferable  course  to  omit  them  from  the  assessment, 
and  to  deduct  the  above  named  sum  from  the  amount  to  be  raised. 
The  available  assets  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  fall  a  little  short  of 
$14,000,  a  portion  of  which  was  derived  from  rise  in  the  value  of 
investments.  Your  Committee  find  that  if  $25,000  is  apportioned 
among  the  Parishes,  omitting  Stanton  and  Newport,  and  the  paro- 
chial contributions,  less  $2,718.76,  deducted,  the  balance  will  a  little 
exceed  $16,000,  which  added  to  the  present  investments  will  make 
up  the  $30,000  required. 

•  A  schedule  of  apportionment  has  been  therefore  framed  upon 
this  basis.    Until  Parishes  fully  discharge  their  respective   quotas, 
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the  Committee  suggest  that  they  be  required  to  pay  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  balance  remaining  unpaid, 
and  that  other  methods  now  in  operation  for  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate, aside  from  interest  upon  investments,  be  dispensed  with. 
Thus  the  annual  income  of  the  Fund  will  be  secured,  and  as  each 
Parish  reduces  the  balance  of  its  indebtedness,  the  yearly  charge  will' 
be  proportionally  diminished.  The  Committee  scarcely  anticipate 
that  their  apportionment  will  give  universal  satisfaction,  but  they 
have  taken  much  pains  in  endeavoring  to  make  it  as  equitable  as 
possible,  leaving  it  to  the  Convention  to  amend  as  they  think  fit. 
The  balances  stated  as  due  are  put  in  round  numbers,  in  most  cases 
a  little  exceeding  the  precise  differences  between  the  apportionments 
and  credits. 

The  Committee  present  their  conclusions  for  consideration  by  the  - 
Convention  in  the  shape  of  the  following  resolutions. 

» 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  schedule  of  apportionment  upon  the 
Parishes  of  the  Diocese  for  completing  an  Episcopal  Endowment, 
herewith  published,  is  established  by  the  Convention. 

2.  Resolved,  That  until  the  respective  amounts  of  apportionment 
be  discharged  in  full,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
upon  the  balances  remaining  due,  be  paid  annually  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware. 

3.  Resolved,  That  such  accruing  interest,  together  with  the  in- 
come of  investments,  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
and  that  the  present  annual  assessment  for  that  purpose  included  in 
Diocesan  Charges  is  henceforth  discontinued. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Canon  X.  be  amended  in  conformity  with  the 
foregoing  resolution,  and  furthermore,  that  the  requirement  of  an  an- 
nual offering  for  this  Fund  (Journal  of  1875,  P^ig®  34»)  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Calvary  Church,  Wilmington,  June  ist,  1881. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela-* 
ware,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  Calvary  Church,  Wilmington. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  by  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  following  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

The  Bishop  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to 
be  the  election  of  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis, 
and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Bishop  for  Mr.  Curtis ;  and 
no  other  votes  having  been  cast,  the  Bishop  announced 
as  the  result  of  the  ballot  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  bten  duly 
elected,  and  the   Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Secretary  was  author- 
ized to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr. 
George  H.  Bates. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  present  session. 

By  direction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Rules  of  Order  were 
read  by  the  Secretary,  viz  : 


RULES    OF    ORDER. 


I.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.-  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  aiatter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House 

6  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are   parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house, 
or  read  any  book. 

8.'  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  sbaU,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly 
interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required, 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  determined 
on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjourn- 
ment. 

I I .  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13*  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  it  was 

Rtsolvidf  That  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  -seats, 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  were  present,  the  Rev.  George 
A.  Latimer  of  the  Diocese  of  Pa  ,  the  Rev.  R.  H.  McKim, 
D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  Rev.  Robert  T.  Roache, 
D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Rev.  E.  C. 
Alcorn,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock,  A. 
M.  to  transact  business ;  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock  and  from  6 
to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  his  account  as  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Messrs. 
James  Ponder,  and  J.  Poulson  Armstrong  a  committee  to 
audit  the  same. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stone  presented  and  read  an  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  past  year. 

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 


Newark,  Del,,  June  ist,  188 1. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  abstract 
of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

I.  The  Committee  have  held,  during  the  yean  six  meetings,  as 
follows:  A  regular  meeting  was  held  at  Wilmington,  Sept  9th,  1880. 
The  Committee  met  according  to  Canon  5,  to  aid  the  Bishop  in  pre- 
paring his  Triennial  Report  to  the  General  Convention,  on  the  **  Sute 
of  the  Church." 
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2.  A  special  meeting,  called  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  was  held  at  Wilmington,  Dec.  13th,  1880.  This  meeting 
was  called  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  acting  under  the  provisions  of 
Canon  4,  Title  II,  in  order  to  avail  himself  of  the  ''advice  and  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee,"  in  the  matter  of  certain  serious  differ- 
ences existing  between  the  Rector  and  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Wilmington. 

After  a  patient,  careful  and  full  consideration  of  the»several  written 
statements  made  by  the  Rector,  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Vestry  on 
the  other,  in  relation  to  said  differences,  the  following  resolutions  were 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  committee,  vis, 

1.  Rtsoh/ed^  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee,  that  the  Pastoral  connection  between  the  Rector,  Wm*  J.  Frost, 
D.  D.,  and  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  on,  or  before  Easter  Day  of  1881. 

2.  Risolved^  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
that  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Parish  pay  to  Wm.  J.  Frost,  D.  D.,  his 
salary  up  to  the  dose  of  the  present  year  of  his  incumbency,  in  June 
1881. 

3.  Special  meeting,  held  at  New  Castle,  March  7th,  1881.  This 
meeting  was  called  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  to  consult  with  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  reference  to  certain  differences  existing 
between  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  and  the  Vestry  and 
Congregation  of  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City.  At  this  meeting  of 
the  Committee,  three  members  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  came 
before  them,  and  made  full  and  explicit  statements  oh  the  part  of  the 
Parish,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  K.  J.  Stewart  also  came  before  the  Com- 
mittee, and  made  full  and  explicit  statements  on  behalf  of  the  Rector 
of  said  Church. 

• 

The  Standing  Committee  after  giving  the  whole  matter  a  patient 
hearing,  ^nd  after  careful  consultation,  did  not  take  any  formal  action 
or  vote,  but  in  the  interests  of  peace  and  harmony,  directed  their 
Secretary  to  make  to  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  the  following  propo- 
sition, as  a  matter  of  friendly  advice  and  suggestion  from  them  as  indi- 
ridual  members,  viz\  '*  That  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  reconsider 
and  withdraw  all  their  action,  formal  or  informal,  regular  or  irregular, 
in  reference  to  thje  resignation  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. "  At  the 
same  time,  and  for  the  same  reasons,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
make  to  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  following  proposition  as  a  mat- 
ter of  suggestion  and  advice,  vis :  That  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  PhiUips, 
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offer,  at  an  early  day,  his  resignation  of  the  Rectorship   of  Christ 
Church,  Delaware  City. 

4.  'An  adjourned  meeting  was  held,  by  the  Committee^  at  Wil- 
mington, March  21st,  188 1. 

This  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  further  action  in 
relation  to  the  differences  existing  between  the  Rector  and  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  Delaware  City.  After  hearing  additional  statements 
from  the  Vestry  and  congregation  of  Christ  Church  read,  and  after 
very  carefully  considering  the  same,  the  Committee  passed  ^n  appro- 
priate preamble,  and  the  following  resolutions,  acting  under  Canon  4, 
Title  II,  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  Church. 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
that  the  .Pastoral  connection  between  the  Rector  and  the  Parish  of 
Christ  Church  shall  cease  and  terminate,  on  Easter  Day,  April  17th, 
1881. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
that  the  salary  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  be  paid  in 
full,  up  to  Easter  Day,  he  (the  Rector)  to  account  for  all  moneys  re- 
ceived for  salary,  since  the  adoption  of  the  *'  Envelope  System.** 

Wilmington,  April  30th,  1881. 

5.  A  special  meeting,  called  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  for 
mutual  consultation  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  Church ; 
but  the  Committee  adjourned,  without  taking  any  formal  action. 

Wilmington,  May  i6th,  1881. 

6.  Special  meeting  of  the  Committee  called  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  to  call  their  attention  to  a  paper,  signed  and  sent  by  persons 
in  Delaware  City  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church,  and  purporting  to  be  a  presentment  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  After  careful  consid- 
eration of  the  matter,  the  Standing  Committee  passed  an  appropriate 
RESOLUTION,  and  directed  the  same  to  be  sent  to  the  presiding  Bishop.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  offered  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions,  and  on  his  motion  they  were  made  the 
order  of  the  day,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the 
Bishop's  address. 

Whereas  the  regular  support  and  endowment  of  the  Episcopate 
has  for  many  years  received  attention  from  this  Convention,  and  been 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  members  of  the  Church  in  the  diocese,  and 
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Whkreas  the  Convention  of  1880  apportioned  among  the  several 
parishes  the  sum  of  $30,000  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Con- 
vention of  1875,  and 

Whereas  a  considerable  sum  had  previously  been  contributed  by 
parishes  and  individuals  upon  the  express  condition  that  such  contri- 
butions be  credited  to  the  parishes  in  which  the  respective  donors 
worshipped,  as  a  paym'^nt  on  account  of  the  said  sum  so  to  be 
apportioned,  and 

Whereas  it  is  very  desirable  that  a  regular  support  be  given  to 
our  beloved  Bishop,  and  that  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate 
be  soon  completed ;  therefore,  be  it 

« 

1.  ResolvedyihdX  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  fixed 
at  fifteen  hundred  dollars  pex  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  to  him  by 
the  "Treasurerof  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
the  Diocese  of  Delaware,"  in  monthly  installments  of  $125. 

2.  Resotvedf  that  the  treasurer  of  the  ''Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware,"  is  hereby  instructed  to 
annually  append  to  his  report  to  the  Convention  a  list  of  all  the  parish- 
es, stating  the  amount  apportioned  to  each,  the  amount  paid  by  each, 
the  excess  or  deficiency  of  payments  by  each,  and  the  amount  of  assess- 
ment upon  each,  computed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.. 

3.  Resolved^  that  any  parish  which  has  or  may  hereafter  contribute, 
either  of  itself  or  by  its  members,  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate,  the  full  amount  apportioned  to  it  under  the  aforenamed 
resolution,  shall  thereafter  be  free  from  any  assessment  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  until  such  time  as  by  resolution  of  the  Convention 
$30,000  shall  have  been  declared  to  be  insufficient  as  an  Episcopal 
Endowment  Fund.  Any  parish  which  has  or  may  hereafter  contribute 
in  the  manner  aforesaid  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  sum  now  appor- 
tioned to  it,  such  excess  shall  remain  as  a  credit  to  such  parishes,  on 
account  of  any  future  apportionment. 

4.  Resolvedy  that  the  committee  provided  for  in  Canon  X,  be 
instructed  to  annually  assess  each  parish,  as  its  portion  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  a  sum  equal  to  5  per  cent,  on  the  balance  of  its 
apportionment //ir/^iVy  parishes  that  have  paid  their  apportionment 
in  full,  or  hereafter  when  they  have  done  so,  shall  be  exempt  from 
assessment  by  said  committee  for  the  Episcopal  fund. 

5.  Resolved^  that  the  future  assessments  under  Canon  X,  fo* 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
''  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Dela- 
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magrnitttde  of  our  work  opens  out  in  vast  proportions,  and  the  solemn 
grandeur  of  our  charge.  If  we  are  faithful  to  our  great  trust,  steadfast 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  alive  to  the  stirring 
calls  made  upon  us  hy  the  Providence  of  God,  zealous  of  good  works, 
and  aim  to  keep  abreast  of  the  progress  of  our  age  and  land,  no  limits 
can  be  assigned  to  the  salutary  and  beneficent  influences  our  church 
may  exert.  Wide  is  our  field  of  operation,  rich  our  resources,  price- 
less our  opportunity.  How  much  do  we  stand  in  need  of  the  wisdom 
that  is  from  above,  the  spirit  of  power  and  of  love  and  of  a  sound 
mind !  There  were  not  wanting  indications  at  the  recent  assemblage, 
gathered  from  all  parts  of  our  spreading  land,  that  the  Church  is 
awaking  to  a  truer  and  larger  conception  of  her  position  and  respon- 
sibilities. 

The  Convention  certainly  went  beyond  any  that  had  preceded  it  in 
the  missionary  spirit  by  which  it  was  animated.  The  joint  meeting 
of  the  two  houses  as  the  Board  of  Missions  greatly  promoted  this 
spirit,  and  justified  the  anticipations  of  those  who  had  advocated  this 
measure.  The  church  seemed  indeed  to  be  engaged  in  h^r  appointed 
work,  while  her  representatives  were  thus  consulting  how  most  effectually 
to  carry  out  her  Savior's  injunction  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature.  And  the  meeting  face  to  face  of  those  who 
are  actively  engaged  in  the  work  at  home  and  abroad,  and  the  appeals 
of  our  missionary  bishops  and  clergy,  did  much  to  enkindle  a  warmer 
flame  of  zeal  and  devotion. 

Several  measures  were  proposed  at  this  Convention,  which  I  present 
either  for  practical  action  or  mature  consideration,  as  may  seem  most 
advisable. 

One  was  a  plan  adopted  with  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  for  a  system 
of  weekly  or  monthly  subscriptions  to  foreign  and  domestic  missions 
to  be  gathered  by  collectors  in  the  several  parishes,  the  names  of 
subscribers  and  respective  amounts  to  be  reported  to  the  secretaries  of 
the  Board  and  published.  While  hoping  that  this  plan  will  accomplish 
all  that  its  advocates  anticipate,  I  was  not  entirely  convinced  by  the 
arguments  that  were  urged  with  much  zeal  and  eloquence.  There 
is  so  great  diversity  in  the  circumstances  of  our  parishes  that  the 
same  method  may  succeed  in  one  and  fail  in  another,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  collectors  who  will  give  time  and  labor  regularly 
and  persevezingly  to  such  efforts  has  been  seriously  felt  by  myself 
when  I  have  attempted  anything  of  this  kind. 

The  foreign  and  domestic  operations  of  our  General  Board,  more- 
over, important  as  they  are,  are  only  two  among  a  number  of  similar 
claims.      Diocesan  missions,  theological  education,  special  calls  and 
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appeals,  parochial,  diocesan,  domestic,  foreign,  all  press  their  urgent 
demands.  Each  missionary  bishop  calls  the  attention  of  the  church 
to  his  own  field  of  labor,  and  colleges,  scholarships,  hospitals,  solicit 
the  liberal  giver.  It  cannot  be  intended  that  any  of  these  excellent 
objects  shall  be  thrust  aside  by  this  plan  of  systematic  subscriptions 
to  the  two  specially  named,  and  yet  \  can  hardly  see  how  justice  is  to 
be  done  to  all. 

I  confess  myself,  dear  brethren,  to  have  been  somewhat  perplexed 
by  conflicting  considerations,  and  did  not,  therefore,  feel  ready  to 
comply  with  the  request  to  issue  a  pastoral  letter  recommending  the 
immediate  adoption  of  the  plan.  I  think  a  large  discretion  should 
be  left  to  rectors  of  parishes  as  to  the  most  effectual  method  of  draw- 
ing out  the  liberality  of  their  people,  and  shall  be  glad  to  learn  that 
the  plan  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Missions  has  proved  fully  suc- 
cessful. 

Another  measure  which  had  the  sanction  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion was  the  resolVe  to  raise  a  fund  of  $i,ooo,oc»  to  aid  in  building 
churches.  Some  of  the  larger  bodies  of  Christians  have  established  such 
funds  and  find  them,  I  believe,  operating  successfully.  According  to  our 
past  standard,  there  has  undoubtedly  been  a  much  larger  sum  annually 
given,  to  the  erection  of  churches  in  weak  parishes  and  missionary 
stations,  than  the  income  of  $1,000,000  at  the  present  rate  of  interest, 
and  the  circumstances  of  particular  enterprises  stimulate  zeal  and 
liberality.  A  considerable  donation  to  the  proposed  fund  would, 
I  suppose,  relieve  a  church  from  the  recurrence  of  such  applications  as 
have  been  heretofore  frequent.  Whether  this  would  prove  an  advan- 
tage remains  to  be  seen.  Deferring  to  the  wisdom  of  the  General 
Convention,  I  commend  to  you  this  important  project. 

While  there  is  room  for  difference  of  opinion  respecting  the  wisdom 
of  undertaking  to  provide  by  large  investments  for  the  erection  of 
houses  of  worship,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  desirableness  of  having 
adequate  permanent  provision  made  for  infirm  and  superannuated 
dergymen,  and  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen. 
The  operations  for  nine  years  past  of  the  Board  created  for  this  object 
by  the  General  Convention  has  made  it  clear  that  there  exists  in  the 
Church  a  large  degree  of  destitution  and  suffering,  little  suspected, 
and  unrelieved' by  the  diocesan  arrangements.  The  resources  at  the 
disposal  of  thb  Board  have  hitherto  been  very  limited,  being  largely 
derived  from  the  royalty  paid  by  publishers  of  the  Hymnal.  Probably 
no  equal  amount  has  done  more  good  during  this  period.  Thb  matter 
seemed  to  the  Bishops  so  urgent  that  they  asked  permission  for  a  depu- 
tation of  their  House  to  lay  the  subject  before  the  House  of  clerical  and 
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lay  deputies,  by   whom  it    was  cordially  welcomed  and  referred  to  a 

committee.     This  committee  has  issued  an  appeal  to  the  church  at 

large,  strongly  commending  the  wants  of  this  Board  to  the  efficient 

II  and  liberal  sympathy  of  our  people.     In  this  appeal  it  was  suggested 

that  a  proportion  of  the  communion  alms,  from  i  to  lo  per  cent,  be 
transmitted  by  parishes  to  the  treasurer  of  the  general  fund.  This 
seems  to  be  a  very  simple  expedient  and  one  which  if  generally  adopted 
would  materially  help  this  charitable  work.  At  the  same  time  such 
an  object  should  have  a  permanent  endowment  to  fall  back  upon, 
and  one-tenth  of  the  amount  asked  for  the  church-building  fund  would 
give  it  a  solid  foundation.  The  administration  of  this  trust  for  nine  years, 
during  which  time  hundreds  of  cases  have  been  relieved  and  important 
business  negotiations  conducted  with  publishing  firms,  has  been  wholly 
gratuitous. 
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In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  this  Convention 
appoint  a  committee  to  attend  to  making  collections  for  and  disbursing 
the  income  of  our  diocesan  fund  of  the  same  nature.  The  custody  of 
investments  has  been  confided  to  the  trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  diocese. 

A  measure  of  very  great  interest  was  the  appointment  of  a  commit- 
tee to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  General  Convention  whether  the 
changed  conditions  of  our  national  life  do  not  demand  certain  alterations 
in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  the  direction  of  Liturgical  enrichment 
and  greater  fiexibih'ty  of  use.  The  report  of  the  large  and  able  commit- 
tee created  under  this  resolution  will  be  looked  for  with  much  anxiety. 
Hitherto,  conservative  feelings,  affectionate  veneration  for  our  time- 
honored  and  beautiful  formularies,  and  unwillingness  to  enter  upon  a 
work  of  which  the  end  could  not  be  seen,  have  been  too  strong  and 
deep-rooted  to  allow  the  acceptance  of  such  a  proposal.  It  seemed, 
however,  when  brought  forward  at  the  last  Convention,  to  meet  with 
remarkable  favor.  At  any  rate,  the  Church  is  willing  to  consider  the 
the  subject  I  need  not  say  that  nothing  in  the  way  of  doctrinal 
change  or  serious  innovation  is  contemplated.  One  point  of  this  action 
strikes  me  as  an  exceptionable  and  unnecessary,  and  that  is  the  remould- 
ing of  *'  The  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,"  which 
has  come  next  after  the  title  page  since  1790.  So  venerable  a  land* 
mark  might  be  left  undisturbed. 

As  a  matter  of  general  interest  it  is  cause  for  gratitude  that  a  new 
movement  to  arrest  the  progress  of  intemperance,  with  its  attendant 
evils,  has  been  started  in  the  Church  of  England  with  marked  approval 
and  success.       Our  Diocesan  Convention  has  heretofore  expressed 
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itself  strongly  upon  this  subject.  In  1867  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  in  view  of  the  wide-spread  and  increasing 
influences  of  intemperance  in  our  country,  which  is  one  of  the  greatest 
evils  of  the  day,  destructive  of  morality  and  religion,  and  threatening 
alike  the  integrity  of  the  Church  and  State,  this  Convention  does 
hereby  respectfuUyand  earnestly  recommend  to  the  parish  clergymen 
of  this  diocese,  to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  annually  on  the  subject ; 
and  that  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  are  hereby  earnestly 
and  affectionately  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts,  as  well  by 
precept  as  by  example,  to  restrain  this  great  evil  and  promote  the 
cause  of  temperance  in  all  things. 

It  can  scarce  be  doubted  that  efforts  in  this  direction  have  often 
&iled  to  enlist  the  active  co-operation  of  sober  men  on  account  of  the 
denunciatory  and  fanatical  spirit  which  has  been  manifested.  The 
association  to  which  I  refer  embraces  persons  who  may  differ  in  some 
points  as  to  the  measures  to  be  adopted  and  the  pledges  required,  and 
yet  agree  in  their  wishes  to  promote  the  common  object.  I  cordially 
approve  of  the  Convention  giving  its  support  and  sanction  to  this  en- 
couraging movement. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Alcorn  resigned  the  ofifice  of  assistant  minis- 
ter of  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  Sept.  28,  1880. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Hall  i^igned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Luke's 
Churchy  Seaford,  November  nth,  1880,  and  removed  to  the  diocese  of 
Easton.  His  letter  dimissory  was  accepted  December  17th,  1880. 
The  Rev.  William  M.  Jefferis  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Calvary 
Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  on  Easter  last. 

Two  rectorships  have  been  terminated  by  the  action  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  diocese. 

The  sentiment  prevailing  in  our  church  has  been  always  strongly 
in  fiivor  of  permanent  pastoral  relations,  and  the  tendency  to  frequent 
changes  has  been  often  a  subject  of  resrret  in  the  conventional  address- 
es of  our  bishops.  The  bond  between  pastor  and  people  is  too  sacred 
to  be  lightly  and  capriciously  ruptured.  Years  of  affectionate  confi- 
dential intercourse  greatly  endear  the  shepherd  and  the  flock  to  each 
other,  and  give  the  faithful  minister  an  influence  that  is  otherwise  un- 
attainable. But  the  Church,  from  an  early  period,  has  recognized  that 
valid  reasons  may  exist  for  sundering  the  connection,  and  where  the 
parties  cannot  agree  upon  such  a  step,  has  provided  for  doing  this  by 
authority.     Without  a  minister  being  liable  to  presentment  for  any  ca- 
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nonical  ofiencey  his  usefulness  in  a  particular  parish  may  be  so  much 
impaired  that  his  remaining  can  only  be  disastrous  to  th«i  welfare  of 
the  church.  Hence  a  canon  for  this  purpose  was  enact.ed  in  i8o4i  and 
since  then  has  been  several  times  reviewed  and  remodeled.  In  1877 
when  it  was  proposed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to 
ifig  repeal  such  legislation,  the  House  of  Bishops  dissented,  for  the  reason 

that  such  repeal  would  remove  from  our  code  provisions  which  have 
formed  a  part  of  it  for  more  than  70  years. 

The  canon  was  put  in  its  present  shape  in  1877.  Canon  4  of  Title 
II,  "  Of  differences  between  ministers  and  their  congregations,  and  of 
the  dissolution  of  a  pastoral  connection."  It  provides  that  in  case  of 
urgent  reasons  occasioning  a  wish  in  a  rector  or  minister,  or  in  the 
parish  committed  to  his  charge,  to  bring  about  a  dissolution  of  all  pas- 
toral relation,  and  the  parties  not  being  agreed  in  respect  thereto,  notice 
tjl  of  such  desire  and  disagreement  m.y  be  given  by  either  party  to  the 

.;i||  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese  in  writing,  and,  in  case  of  the 

difference  not  being  satisfactorily  settled  by  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop 
alone,  or  which  he  may  decline  to  consider  without  counsel,  the  Bishop, 
acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
diocese,  shall  be  the  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.  Refusal  to  accept  and 
j  ]  ll  comply  with  such  arbitration  and  judgment  shall  subject  the  minister 

so  refusing  to  inhibition  by  the  Bishop  from  all  ministerial  offices  and 
^  functions  within  the  diocese,  and  such  refusal  on  the  part  of  a  parish 

shall  disqualify  it  for  representation  in  the  convention  of  the  diocese. 

This  canon  gives  a  large  discretion  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee,  confiding  to  them  the  examination  and  decision  of  the 
whole  matter,  as  to  a  disinterested  and  impartial  board  of  arbitration. 
But  nothing  like  a  trial  for  offence  or  misconduct  is  involved  in  their 
proceeding.  The  simple  question  before  them  is,  do  the  best  interests 
of  the  Church  and  the  permanent  welfare  of  the  parish  require  the 
pastoral  connection  to  be  dissolved  or  not  ? 

Having  been  notified  in  May,  1880,  by  the  vestry  of  Christ  Church, 
Delaware  City,  of  their  desire  for  severance  of  the  pastoral  connection 
of  the  parish  with  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  I  applied  to 
the  Standing  Committee  for  their  counsel  and  advice. 

The  committee,  at  a  meeting  held  May  26,  1880,  considered  and 
declared  that  the  whole  matter  of  conducting  the  services  of  the  church 
was  under  the  control  of  the  rector.  They  recommended  the  withdrawal 
of  the  letter  of  the  vestry  asking  for  Mr.  Phillips'  resignation,  and  that 
he  be  retained  in  the  rectorship ;  they  noticed  with  regret  the  dispute 
which  had  arisen,  and  the  too  great  readiness  to  set  forth  faults,  and 
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ascribe  wrong  motives  on  both  sides,  and  they  earnestly  recommended 
them  to  forget  the  past,  to  cultivate  harmony,  and  to  practice  the  dic- 
tates of  Christian  charity  one  toward  another. 

In  a  letter  dated  June  8^  1880,  conveying  my  judgment  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Phillipsi  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, I  wrote  as  follows  : 

"  While  justifying  your  claims  to  direct  the  public  services  of  the 
church,  and  sympathizing  with  your  view  of  rubrical  requirements,  I 
must  say  in  candor  that  some  of  your  reflections  upon  individuals  betray 
undue  asperity.  In  the  excitement  consequent  upon  what  seemed  an 
infringement  of  your  rights  you  may  have  given  way  to  angry  irritation, 
and  spoken  in  a  tone  contemptuous  and  stinging.  I  need  not  remind 
you  how  closely  the  temper  and  language  of  a  minister  are  scrutinized, 
nor  how  necessary  it  is  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  unholy  passion.  If 
in  this  respect  you  have  erred,  it  would  be,  in  my  judgment,  a  manly 
and  Christian  act  to  acknowledge  the  fault  I  would,  especially,  caution 
you  against  expressions  of  triumph,  as  if  you  had  gained  a  victory  over 
your  opponents.  And  remember,  that  if  you  are  to  continue  the 
shepherd  of  that  flock,  it  is  most  desirable  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church 
and  your  own  peace  and  usefulness, that  oil  be  poured  upon  the  troubled 
waters,  and  that  brothers  in  the  Church  of  Christ  dwell  together  in 
unity.  *' 

Such  incidents  were  brought  to  my  knowledge,  and  the  condition 
of  the  parish  was  so  unsatisfactory,  that  on  the  8th  of  December  I 
wrote  to  Mr.  Phillips  as  follows  : 

"  Wilmington,  Dec.  8,  1880. 

Rev.  H.  L.  Phillips  : 

My  Dkar  Sir  : — It  was  my  hope  after  the  decision  of  the  question 
in  dispute  between  the  vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  and 
yourself,  that  the  excited  feeling  would  gradually  subside  and  the  par- 
ish be  so  far  harmonized  as  to  give  prospect  of  better  times.  In  this 
hope  I  grieve  to  say  I  have  been  much  disappointed.  The  condition 
of  the  parish,  from  what  I  learn,  is  in  no  degree  improved,  and  the 
continuance  of  such  discord,  where  the  church  is  weak,  endangers  not 
only  its  prosperity  but  its  life.  In  conveying  to  you  the  resolutions  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  my  action  thereupon,  I  en- 
deavored to  impress  upon  you,  in  the  most  emphatic  manner,  the  in- 
dispensable necessity  of  pursuing  the  most  prudent  and  conciliatory 
course,  and  of  abstaining  from  any  asperity  or  expression  of  triumph 
over  those  who  had  opposed  you.  The  tone  of  your  letters  to  me  and 
the  way  in  which  you  spoke  of  individuals  made  me  exceedingly  appre- 
hensive that  you  might  in  this  way  prevent  the  healing  of  the  breach. 
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This  apprehension  proves  to  have  been  well-founded.  I  have  been  led 
to  the  conclusion  that  your  disposition  is  not  suited  to  the  circumstances 
in  which  you  are  now  placed,  and  that  it  would  be  for  your  own  peace 
of  mind  and  usefulness,  as  well  as  for  the  interests  of  the  parish,  that 
you  should  seek  another  place  for  the  exercise  of  your  ministry.  I 
have  wished  to  act  with  the  utmost  consideration  for  your  feelings  in 
this  matter,  but  I  am  bound  to  have  regard  also  to  the  welfare  of  that 
portion  of  the  field  committed  to  my  spiritual  oversigi*^t. 

Now  I  think  if  you  are  willing  to  come  into  an   arrangement  for 

this  purpose  it  may  be  effected  with  due   regard  to  your  feelings  and 

interests.     If,  for  instance,  you  will  offer  your  resignation  to  take  effect 

11  April  1st,  1881, 1  will  use  my  influence  to  obtain  from  the  vestry  the 

payment  of  your  salary,  at  the  original  rate,  up  to  that  date.  This 
would  give  you  a  reasonable  space  of  time  in  which  to  look  around  for 
another  situation.  The  removal  would  be  your  own  act  and  the  part- 
ing would  take  place  without  further  exasperation. 

As  a  friend,  as  well  as  your  Bishop,  I  urge  your  compliance  with 
this  proposal." 
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To  this  letter  I  received  no  answer. 


In  February  I  received  from  a  committee  of  the  vestry  a  paper 
signed  by  members  and  pewholders  of  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City, 
stating  their  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  the  church  would  be  pro- 
r  moted  by  dissolving  the  relation  now  existing  between  the  rector  and 

the  people. 

To  this  paper  were  affixed  the  names  of  the  Wardens  and  all  the 
vestrymen,  of  24  communicants,  the  whole  number  including  minors 
being  41,  and  of  24  pewholders  and  annual  subscribers,  the  signers 
being  all  adults. 

This  application  led  to  renewed  action  under  Canon  4,  Title  2,  upon 
grounds  entirely  distinct  from  that  of  May,  1880.  At  my  request  the 
Standing  Committee  met  for  consideration  of  this  new  matter  on  the 
7th  of  March,  1881,  and  heard  the  parties,  the  vestry  and  congrega- 
tion being  represented  by  a  committee  of  three  vestrymen,  and  the 
Rev.  H.  L.  Phillips  by  the  Rev.  K.  J.  Stewart,  claiming  to  be  his 
counsel.  After  the  hearing  it  seemed  very  desirable  to  the  Standing 
Committee  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips  should  be  induced,  by  friendly 
suggestions  on  their  part,  to  resign  his  rectorship,  and  thus  obviate  the 
necessity  of  their  acting  under  the  Canon.  The  secretary  accordingly, 
under  the  instruction  of  the  committee,  addressed  a  kind  and  courteous 
note  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips,  conveying  this  suggestion.  The  only 
answer  received  to  this  note  was  a  presentment  of  the  Rev.  Secretary 
for  trial,  under  charge  of  unlawful  intrusion  into  the  parish,  made   by 
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Rev.  H.  L.  Phillips  and  Rev.  K.  J.  Stewart.     Of  this  so  called  present- 
ment, no  notice  was  taken. 

The  Standing  Committee  met  by  adjournment,  March  ai,  1881, 
and  unanimously  gave  it  as  their  'advice  and  judgment,  that  the  pas- 
toral connection  between  the  rector  and  the  parish  of  Christ  Church, 
Delaware  City,  should  cease  and  terminate  on  Easter  day,  April  17, 
1 88 1.  Of  my  judgment  and  decision,  in  accordance  with  this  advice, 
the  parties  were  duly  notified. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips  refused  to  comply  with  the  judgment  thus 
pronounced,  and  assumed  to  act  as  rector  of  the  Church,  taking  the 
chair  at  the  parish  meeting  on  Easter  Monday,  and  conducting  divine 
service,  and,  under  the  provision  of  the  Canon,  was  inhibited  from  the 
performance  of  any  ministerial  offices  or  functions  in  the  Diocese. 

In  September,  1880, 1  received  from  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church, 
Wilmington,  an  application  for  the  dissolution  of  the  pastoral  connec- 
tion between  that  parish  and  the  Rev.  William  J.  Frost,  D.  D.,  rector, 
and  on  the  first  of  December  following,  I  received  the  written  answer 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frost,  These,  and  accompanying  documents,  were 
laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  at  a  meeting  held 
December  13,  1880.  After  full  and  careful  consideration,  the  Standing 
Committee,  acting  under  the  Canon  above  mentioned,  were  unanimous 
in  their  judgment  that  the  pastoral  connection  between  the  rector  and 
parish  of  Trinity  Church,  should  cease  and  terminate  on  or  before 
Easter  day,  April  17,  188 1.  I  gave  my  official  sentence  in  accordance 
with  this  advice  on  the  13th,  of  December,  1880,  and  notified 
the  parties  accordingly.  The  Vestry  complied  with  the  terms  of  the 
sentence.  The  Rev.  W.  J.  Frost,  D.  D.,  refusing  to  accept  and  com- 
ply with  such  canonical  judgment,  and  continuing  to  exercise  the 
authority  of  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  and  to  control  the  religious  ser- 
vices after  the  date  assigned  for  the  termination  of  his  rectorship,  was, 
on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1881,  inhibited  from  the  performance  of  all 
ministerial  functions  and  offices  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

I  may  add  to  this  statement  of  official  action,  that  the  charter  of 
Trinity  Church  contains  a  provision  giving  to  the  Vestry  authority  to 
dismiss  the  rector  at  three  months'  notice.  When  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frost 
was  informed  by  the  Vestry,  of  their  desire  that  the  connection  between 
himself  and  the  Church  should  be  severed,  he  sent  them  a  protest, 
dated  September  2,  1880,  against  any  proceedings  for  dismissal  they 
as  a  Vestry  might  adopt,  as  illegal  and  improper,  contending  that  a 
dissolution  of  the  pastoral  connection  could  only  be  effected  by  eccle- 
siastical authority,  and  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  Canon  4  of  Title 
II.    The  Vestry  having  the  option  of  two  courses  of  proceeding,  in  a 
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U  spirit  of  generous  forbearance  chose  that  marked  out  by  the  Canon 

Q  cited  by  Dr.  Frost,  giving  him  all  the  benefit  and  protection  which  the 

Church  had  extended  to  her  clergy,  and  confiding  the  decision  to  a 
board  of  which  his  clerical  brethren  constitute  a  majority. 

October  i,  1880,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson,  deacon,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut,  with  my  permission  began  to  officiate  in  St 
John  Baptist  Church,  Milton,  and  has  since  been  holding  regular  ser- 
;ir  vices.     The  improved  aspect  of  the  parish  is  very  gratifying. 
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On  the  15th  of  December,  1880,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  I  took  part  in  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Paddock, 
D.  D.,  to  the  missionary  episcopate  of  Washington  territory.     It  is  a 
t,f  cheering  token  when  men  ol  Dr.  Paddock's  charicter  and  position  are 

';|ij|  willing  to  relinquish  all  that  is  desirable  in  a  large  and  generous  city 

'"  parish  for  the  trials  and  difficulties  of  such  a  work  as  he  undertakes, 

in  a  region  so  remote  and  unsettled.     As  I  had  been  intimately  ac- 
I  quainted  with  him  from  his  early  years,  there  was  special  interest  to 

me  in  the  solemn  services  at  his  consecration.     In  the  unsearchable 

ways  of  Divine  Providence,  his  entrance  upon  his  new  field  has  been 

rii^  attended  with  a  most  painful  bereavement,  the  loss  of  one  who  would 

have  been  his  intimate  sharer  and  comforter  in  his  arduous  labors. 
^  How  often  is  it  God's  appointment  that  his  ministers  sow  in  tears  that 

\l  •  they  may  reap  in  joy. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Milnor  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Christ 
Church,  Milford,  his  resignation  to  take  effect  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
June,  1 88 1. 

No  letters  dimissory  from  other  Dioceses  have  been  accepted.

The  Secretary  presented  and  read  a  communication 
from  the  committee  on  expenses  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion relative  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention. 
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The  Secretary  also  presented  the  following  communi- 
cation from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention,  which  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon 
the  Journal,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The   General   Convention  of  the   Protestant   Episcopal 

Church. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  8,  of  the 
Constitution,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the  foUowing  proposed 
changes  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  adopted  by  the  General  Con- 
venrion  of  1880,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1883,  to  wit : — 

It  was,  by  concurrent  action  (vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp. 
1561  157-159,  161^  162,  181,  182,  185-187,  188,  225,  251,  263,  273, 
291,  292,  299,  30O9  303,  316,)  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1880, — 

Resolved^  That  the  ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  that  such  proposed  amendment 
be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General  Convention,  according  to  Article 
8  of  the  Constitution  : — 

the  ratification  of  the  book  of  common  prayer  by  the  bishops, 

THE  clergy,  and  THE  LAITY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  IN  GENERAL 
CONVENTION  ASSEMBLED. 


The  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  having  heretofore — to  wit, 
on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D,  1789 — set  forth  and  established 
a  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and 
other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  and  thereby  established 
the  said  book  and  declared  it  to  be  the  Liturgy  of  this  Church,  and  « 
required  that  it  be  received  as  such  by  all  the  members  of  the  same, 
and  be  in  use  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  A.  D,  1790 :  the 
same  book  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  ordered  to  be  the  use 
of  this  Church  from  this  time  forth. 

But  note,  however,  that  on  days  other  than  Sunday,  Christmas 
Day,  the  Epiphany,  Ash- Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  Ascension 
Day,  it  shall  suffice  if  the  Minister  begin  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer 
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at  the  General  Confession,  or  the  Lord's  Prayer,  preceded  by  one  or 
more  of  the  sentences  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  and  end  after  the  (Tollect  for  Grace,  or  the  Collect  for 
Aid  against  Perils,  with  2  Cor.  xiii.  14,  using  60  much  of  the  Lessons 
appointed  for  the  day,  and  so  much  of  the  Psalter,  as  he  shall  judge  to 
be  for  edification. 

And  note,  also,  that  on  any  day,  when  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  shall  have  been  duly  said,  or  are  to  be  said,  and  upon  days 
other  than  those  first  afore-mentioned,  it  shall  suffice,  when  need  may 
require,  if  a  Sermon  or  Lecture  be  preceded  by  at  least  the  Lord's 
Prayer  itnd  one  or  more  Collects  found  in  this  book.  Provided,  that 
no  prayers  not  set  forth  in  said  book,  or  otherwise  authorized  by  this 
Church,  shall  be  used  before  or  after  such  Sermon  or  Lecture, 

And  note  further,  also,  that  on  any  day  the  Morning  Prayer,  the 
Litany,  or  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  may 
be  used  as  a  separate  and  independent  service,  provided  that  no  one  of 
these  services  shall  be  disused  habitually.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  the  following 
minute  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Whereas,  The  present  session  of  the  Convention  marks  the 
,  lapse  of  forty  years  since  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D., 

i  LL.D.  to  the  Episcopate,  and  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Conven- 
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tion  there  will  occur  the  fortieth  Anniversary  of  his  consecration  :  The 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  in  Convention  assembled, 
I  desire,  on  this  occasion, to  place  upon  record  an  expression  of  their 

affection  for  the  venerable  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  their  congratu- 
lations to  him  upon  his  reaching,  in  good  health  and  strength,  the 
fortieth  year  of  his  Episcopate.  They  attest  with  much  pleasure  his 
fidelity  in  the  performance  of  the  varied  and  responsible  duties  of  his 
high  office,  and  the  uniform  kindness  and  impartiality  which  have 
always  characterized  his  official  relations  with  the  clergy  and  laity  of 
the  Diocese.  We  further  express  our  earnest  hope  that  our  Bishop 
may  be  spared  yet  many  years  to  come,  in  such  vigor  of  body  and 
mind,  as  to  afford  us  a  long  continuance  of  his  acceptable  service  and 
his  Godly  example. 

Dr.  Burr  presented  the  account  of  Mr.  George  D. 
Armstrong,  Treasurer  of  the  funds  for  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
Messrs.  E.  R.  Paynter  and  William  Luke,  a  committee  to 
audit  the  same.

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The  tellers  reported,  and  the  Bishop  announced  that 
the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Spencer,  the  Rev.  Lewis  W.  Gibson, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Stone,  Messrs.  S.  M.  Curtis  and  Dr. 
Horace  Burr,  had  been  duly  elected  by  a  vote  of  13  to  2 
of  the  clergy,  and  29  to  one  blank  by  the  laity. 

Mr.  Ponder,  from  the  Committee  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  reported  that  they 
had  examined  the  same,  and  found  them  correct. 

Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  next  Convention  be 
held  in  Christ  Church,  Milford. 

Mr.  Bates  moved  as  a  substitute,  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  recommend  a  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next 
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Convention,  to  report  on  the  following  morning,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson  and 
Gordon,  and  Mr  Ponder. 

Rev.  Mr.  Littell  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the 
Registrar. 

The  Registrar  reports  that  he  has  received  twenty-four  (24)  docu- 
ments during  the  past  year.  The  volume  of  "  Historical  Collections ^^^ 
by  the  Bishop  of  Inwa,  containing  letters  on  the  early  history  of  the 
Church  in  Delaware,  which  the  last  Convention  resolved  to  procure 
(Journal,  p.  9.,)  and  which  comprised,  also,  letters  relating  to  the 
Church  in  Maryland,  was  presented  by  William  P.  Cresson,  Esq. 
Another  volume  of  those  letters  relating  only  to  Delaware,  was  pre- 
sented by  Bishop  Lee. 

The  other  donors  have  been  the  Bishops  of  Kansas,  the  Rev. 
William  J.  Frost,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  the  Registrars  of  several  Dioceses.

Mr.  Bates  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  procure  from 
the  Legislature  a  charter,  or  amendment  to  the  existing 

charter,  providing  for  a  corporation  to  hold  Church  prop- 
erty. 

The  act  of  Incorporation  accompanying  the  report, 
jt\d  the  report,  were,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis, 
accepted  and  adopted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Convention 
tendered  the  Committee  for  their  labors,  and  the  Treas- 
urer directed  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  certified  copy. 

A  supplement  to  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  State  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a 
Bishop,  and  to  aid  Missionaries  and  necessitous  ministers,  their  widows 
and  children,  passed  at  Dover,  February.  6,  1845. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representative  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  '(two-thirds  of  each 
branch  thereof  concurring. ) 
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Section  i.  That  the  corporation  created  by  t^e  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  and  continued  for 
the  period  of  twenty  years  from  the  passage  hereof,  and  all  acts  and 
transactions  done  and  performed  by  the  Trustees  from  time  to  time 
elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act  since  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty  years  from  the  passage  thereof,  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  and  be  as  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  all  the 
powers  of  said  corporation  shall  and  may  be  exercised  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  said  corporation 
had  been  renewed  and  continued  in  existence  by  an  act  passed  before 
the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation.  All 
funds  and  securities,  choses  in  action  and  other  property  now  held  by 
the  said  Trustees  shall  continue  to  be  the  property  of  said  corporation 
and  shall  be  held  and  administered  under  the  powers  hereby  granted 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  purposes  to 
which  they  have  been  and  are  respectively  designated ;  and  so  much 
of  said  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary  as  is  included  in  the  proviso 
in  the  first  section  and  the  second  and  third  sections  thereof  is  hereby 

repealed. 

• 

Section  2.  The  number  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation  shall 
hereafter  be  seven  ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
ex-officio ;  the  remaining  six  shall  be  elected  by  the  annual  convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  as  follows  : 

At  the  next  ensuing  annual  convention  of  said  Diocese,  the  said 
six  trustees  shall  be  elected,  and  immediately  upon  their  election  their 
terms  shall  be  apportioned  by  lot  in  such  manner  as  said  convention 
may  .direct,  for  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six  years,  respectively, 
and  at  every  annual  convention,  hereafter,  one  trustee  shall  be  tlected 
for  the  term  of  six  years.  The  said  trustees  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  art  duly  elected,  and  any  vacancy  may  be  filled 
as  provided  by  the  Diocesan  Canons,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  provi- 
sion, by  the  said  annual  convention. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall,  hereafter,  have  power  to 
accept  and  administer  any  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  said  Diocese  or  any  parish  therein,  or  for  any 
religious,  eleemosynary,  charitable,  educational  or  benevolent  purpose 
within  the  limits  of  said  Diocese  or  any  parish  of  the  same.  And  to 
that  end  to  take  legal  titles  to  lands  which  may  be  purchased  or  other- 
wise legally  acquired  by  it  for  church  sites,  parsonages,  schools, 
hospitals,  asylums  or  other  purposes  within  the  scope  of  this  act ;  to 
accept  funds  to  btf  invested  in  lands  for  such  purposes,  and  also  to 
receive  funds  in  trust  to  hold  the  same,  and  from  time  to  time  to  rein- 
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vest  such  funds  in  interest-bearing  securities  and  apply  the  income 
thereof  to  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  like  purposes ;  and  in  all  such 
cases  to  manage  and  control  such  property  for  the  uses  declared  in 
the  instrument  of  such  gifts  or  conveyances  or  in  the  absence  of 
express  direction  as  shall  seem  best  to  said  corporation,  and  generally 
to  accept  and  administer  any  and  all  trusts  of  real  and  personal  property 
which  may  be  committed  to  it  by  individuals,  bodies  corporate  and 
politic,  by  any  court  or  by  the  convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  said  Diocese,  or  by  the  authorities  of  any  parish  therein. 
The  said  corporlLtion  shall  also  have  power  to  be  appointed  as  executor 
or  administrator  with  the  will  annexed,  and  when  so  appointed 
shall  not  be  required  to  give  security,  "except  in  such  case  and  in  such 
manner  and  amount  as  the  Register  of  wills  who  shall  grant  the  letters 
testamentary,  or  of  administration  therein  may  deem  necessary  to 
secure  the  payment  of  debts."  And  any  oath  or  affirmation  required 
by  law  to  be  taken  in  the  due  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted, 
may  be  made  or  taken  by  the  President  or  Treasurer  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  trust  contemplated  by  this  act,  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  donors  to  sell  and  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
the  said  property,  and  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  purchase,  or  other 
money  received  from  the  transfer  or  mortgage  of  the  same,  without  any 
liability  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser,  grantee  or  lessee  with  respect  to 
the  application  of  the  money  or  other  security  on  property*paid  or  de- 
livered to  said  corporation. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seat,  and  from  time  to  time  may  enact  by-laws  for  its  government,  and 
providing  for  all  necessary  details  in  the  management  of  its  business 
and  the  selection  of  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  same  may  alter, 
amend  or  repeal,  provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Skction  6  The  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  shall  hereafter 
be  read  and  construed  as  follows,  viz :  Section  one  thereof  shall  be  as 
heretofore  in  said  act  as  amended  in  section  one  of  this  act  except  that 
the  enacting  clause  shall  be  omitted  from  said  section  and  placed  before 
it  with  the  words,  **two  thirds  of  each  branch  thereof  concurring** 
added  thereto ;  sections  two,  three,  four  and  five  shall  be  the  same 
sections  of  this  act  with  the  same  numbers  respectively,  and  section 
four  of  said  act  shall  hereafter  be  numbered  section  six,  and  the  words 
^^  And  be  it  further  encuted*^  shall  be  omitted  at  the  beginning  there- 
of and  the  title  of  said  act  shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read,  an  act  to 
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incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Section  7.  This  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  public  act. 
Passed  at  Dover,  April  7,  1881.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Syle,  a  deaf  mute,  was  introduced  by 
the  Bishop,  and  through  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  addressed 
the  Convention. 

The  usual  offerings  were  made  for  Missions  in  the 
Diocese. 

The  meeting  was  closed  by  singing  the  126th  Hymn, 
and  the  Benediction. 


Calvary  Church,  June  2d,  1881. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Littell 
and  Stone. 

The  house  was  called  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
subject,  made  the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  suggest  names  for  persons  to  be 
voted  for  as  Trustees  of  the  **  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware,"  present  the  following  :  George  H.  Bates,  Geo. 
B.  Rodney,  George  D.  Armstrong,  Hon.  Edward  G.  Bradford,  Dr. 
Henry  Ridgely,  William  Jenks  Fell.  We  would  also  recommend  that 
the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  draw  the  lot  in  the  usual  mode,  the 
first  name  drawn  to  serve  for  six  years,  the  second  for  five  years,  and 
so  on  until  the  last  name  is  drawn. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted,  and  the 
Bishop  requested  the  Convention  to  prepare  their  ballots 
for  six  Trustees  of  the  **  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Delaware,"  and  appointed  as  tellers  for  the 
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At  Milton,  one  of  the  points  which  we  proposed  in  our  last  report, 
the  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut  has  been 
officiating  every  Sunday  since  October  i,  and  the  good  influence  of 
regular  ministrations  is  very  apparent  and  cheeiing. 

Mr.  Thompson,  having  not  yet  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese, 
could  not  be  appointed  a  regular  Missionary  of  the  Committee.  This 
hindrance  it  is  expected  will  be  soon  removed,  and  meanwhile  he  has 
received  the  same  compensation  for  his  servives. 

The  connection  with  your  Committee  of  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Phillips, 
missionary  of  Delaware  •  City  and  Kirkwood,  terminated  April  17, 
1881. 

The  Rev.  Chas.  £.  Milnor  having  sent  in  his  resignation  as  Rec- 
tor of  Christ  Church,  Milford,  will  no  longer  act  as  Missionary  at 
Harrington. 

As  to  the  importance  and  value  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  work 
we  think  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  considerations  so  often  urged  in 
our  previous  reports. 

In  the  removal  by  the  death  of  Jesse  Lane,  Esq. ,  of  St.  Andrew's 

Church,  Wilmington,  our  Diocesan  Missions  have  lost  a  most  constant 

friend  and  liberal  sustainer.

Resolved,  That  the  next  Convention  be  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Milford,  which  motion  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Douglass  proposed  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XTII  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
whole  of  said  Canon,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following : 

CANON  XIII. 

At  each  Annual  Convention,  one  Trustee  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  shall  be  elected  by  concur- 
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rent  ballot  ^  both  orders,  to  continue  hi  office  for  the  term  ot  six 
years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected.  In  case  of  a  vackn^, 
by  death  or  otherwise,  (if  the  Convention  be  not  in  session,)  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  notify  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Com- 
mittee to  supply  such  vacancy,  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  knowledge  of 
the  same,  by  such  notice,  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Douglass,  the  proposed  Canon  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Curtis,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be 
requested  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  Convention,  what  changes, 
if  any,  are  necessary  to  be  made  in  Canon  XI. 

The  tellers  reported,  and  the  Bishop  declared,  that 
George  H.  Bates,  Wm.  Jenks  Fell,  Edward  G.  Bradford, 
George  B.  Rodney,  George  D.  Armstrong,  and  Dr.  Henry 
Ridgely,  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each 
Order,  were  duly  elected  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass,  from  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  reported  back  the  proposed  amend- 
ment of  Canon  XIII,  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
pass.  Upon  a  vote  being  taken,  it  appeared  that  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  and  the  Bishop  declared  the  amended  Canoh 
adopted. 

Mr.  Holcomb  offered  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  hearty  approv- 
al and  endorsement  of  the  course  pursued  by  our  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  extraordinary  and  embar- 
rassing difficulties  that  they  have  been  called  upon  to  meet  during  the 
past  year. 

Which,  on  his  motion,  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Paynter,  from  the  Committee  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Epi^- 
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copal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  in  account 
with  the  Endowment  Fund  and  Disabled  Clergy  Fund, 
reported  that  they  had  examined  the  same  and  found 
them  correct.     (For  reports  see  appendix ) 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary 
for  his  official  expenses  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the  Rec- 
tor, Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Calvary  and  St  Andrew's  Churches,  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Wilmington  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality,  and  that 
the  usual  compensation  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  of  this  Church. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  to  determine  by  lot  the 
terms  of  the  Trustees  elected,  viz :  Dr.  Henry  Ridgely,  six 
years  ;  George  H.  Bates,  five  years  ;  Hon.  E.  G.  Bradford, 
four  years ;  George  D.  Armstrong,  three  years  ;  George 
B.  Rodney,  two  years  ;  William  J.  Fell,  one  year. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  he  nominated  for  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  Rev,  William 
G.  W.  Lewis,  for  four  years,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Frost,  and  Dr.  Henry  Ridgely  to  succeed  him- 
self, for  the  term  of  five  years. 

A  ballot  was  ordered  upon  the  confirmation  of  the 
nominations,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gib- 
son and  Dr.  Fowler,  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported,  and  the  Bishop  declared  that 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  had  been  elected  for  four  years,  and 
Dr.  Ridgely,  for  five  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fell,  the  resolution  appointing  a 
Committee  of  five  to  consider  the  plan  recommended  for 
endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  and  report  to  the  next 
Convention,  was  reconsidered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fell,  the  Convention  then  ap- 
pointed the  Trustees  just  elected,  as  the  Committee  for 
the  above  purpose. 
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With  the  consent  of  the  Convention,  the  Bishop  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Messrs.  Littell,  Douglass  and  Jeflferis,  a 
Committee  to  direct  the  distribution  of  the  income  of 
the  fund  for  Disabled  Clergy,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  was  duly  authorized  to  pay  the  same,  upon  their 
joint  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Mcretary  was  direct- 
ed to  have  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  printed,  and 
the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the  account  for  the 
same,  when  certified  b)'  the  Secretary  to  be  correct. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stone, 

Resolved f  That  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  prayers,  the 
House  adjourn  Sine  die. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

After  the  singing  of  the  31 5th  Hymn,  the  Bishop 
made  a  brief  address,  offered  the  closing  prayers,  and  pro- 
nounced the  benediction.

Shortly  after  the  first  of  June  1880,  and  when  the  report  for  thb 
year  begins  I  had  an  attack  of  malarial  fever,  which  disabled  me  from 
active  work  during  the  most  of  the  summer.  In  September  I  returned 
from  my  vacation  and  resumed  my  duties  at  Georgetown  and  its  vicini- 
ty. In  October  I  attended  as  Delegate,  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention.  In  November  I  resumed  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  work  of  repairing  the  old  edifice  should 
be  vigorously  prosecuted.  This  undertaking  has  awakened  new 
energy,  and  the  builders  are  now  actively  at  work  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  with  God's  blessing  this  beautifully  remodeled  building  will 
be  ready  for  us  to  worship  in  early  in  the  Fall. 

The  mission  work  in  the  county  has  been  kept  up  faithfully  during 
the  year  with  an  encouraging  attendance  at  the  several  school  houses 
where  I  hold  service^  not  without  visible  results. 

As  we  were  without  a  place  to  worship  in  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Bishop's  visitation  at  Georgetown,  we  have  obtained  from  the  Bishop 
an  assurance  of  his  willingness  to  be  with  us  early  in  the  Fal]  for  con- 
firmation and  for  the  opening  service  in  the  new  church.  Together 
with  the  new  and  beautiful  edifice  rapidly  approaching  completion, 
ground  has  been  purchased  and  given  for  a  chapel  to  be  used  also  for 
Sunday  school  purposes.  The  Burial  ground  connected  with  the  church 
has  been  enlarged  by  the  donation  of  the  town  lot  adjoining.  Owing 
to  the  heavy  claims  for  repairs  &c.,  our  contributions  for  extra  paro- 
chial objects  have  fallen  below  the  amount  collected  in  former  year.

My  field  of  labor  is  still  very  much  extended.  I  am  able  to  get  to 
my  different  appointments  but  twice  a  month.

Altogether,  the  parish  seems  to  be  looking  up.  For  all  the  success  we 
have  had  and  for  future  prospects,  God's  holy  name  be  praised.

TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TRUSTEES  OF    THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  OP  THE  DIOCESE  OF  DELAWARE. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met,  (two-thirds  of  each  branch 
thereof  concurring) : 

Section  i.  That  the  Hon.  James  Booth,  Doctor  James  W. 
Thompson,  William  T.  Read,  Esq.,  Caleb  S.  Layton,  Esq.,  and  Gen- 
eral Richard  Mnnsfield,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,"  and  by  tha:  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  may  purchase,  take  and  receive, 
by  deed,  gift  or  otherwise,  any  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and 
have  and  hold  the  same ;  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  as  natural  persons. 

Section  2.  The  number  of  Trustees  of  said  corporation  shall 

hereafter  be  seven,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 

ix  officio  s  the  remaining  six  shall  be  elected  by  the  annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  as  follows : 

At  the  next  ensuing  annual  Convention  of  said  Diocese,  the  said 
six  Trustees  shall  be  elected ;  and  immediately  upon  their  election  their 
terms  shall  be  apportioned  by  lot  m  such  manner  as  said  Convention 
may  direct  for  one,  two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  years  respectively, 
and  at  every  annual  Convention  thereafter  one  Trustee  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  six  years.  The  said  Trustees  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected,  and  any  vacancy  may  be  filled  as 
provided  by  the  Diocesan  Canons,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  provisions 
by  the  said  annual  Convention. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall,  hereafter,  have  power  to 
accept  and  administer  any  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  said  Diocese  or  of  any  parish  therein,  or  for  any 
religious,  eleemosynary,  charitable,  educational  or  benevolent  purpose 
'within  the  limit  of  said  Diocese  or  any  parish  of  the  same,  and  ti>' 
that  end  to  take  legal  titl6  to  lands  which  may  be  purchased  or  other- 
wise legally  acquired  by  it  for  Church  sites,  parsonages,  schools,  hospt^ 
tals,  asylums  or  other  purposes  within  the  scope  of  this  act ;  to  accept 
funds  fo  be  invested  in  lands  for  such  purposes,  and  also  to  receive  funds 
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in  trust,  to  hold  the  same  and  from  time  to  time,  to  reinvest  such  funds 
in  interest  bearing  securities  and  apply  the  income  thereof  to  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  for  the  like  purposes ;  and  in  all  such  cases  to  manage 
and  control  such  property  for  the  uses  declared  in  the  instrument  of 
such  gifts  or  conveyances,  or  in  the  absence  of  express  direction  as 
shall  seem  best  to  said  corporation,  and  generally  to  accept  and  admin- 
ister any  and  all  trusts  of  real  and  personal  property  which  may  be 
committed  to  it  by  individuals,  bodies  corporate  and  politic,  by  any 
court,  or  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
said  Diocese,  or  by  the  authorities  of  any  parish  therein.  The  said 
corporation  shall  also  have  power  to  be  appointed  as  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator with  the  will  annexed,  and  when  so  appointed  shall  not  be 
required  to  give  security,  except  in  such  case  and  in  such  manner  and 
amount  as  the  register  of  wills  who  shall  grant  the  letters  testamentary, 
or  of  administration  therein  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  debts,  and  any  oath  or  affirmation  required  by  law  to  be  taken 
in  the  due  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted,  may  be  made  or 
taken  by  the  president  or  treasurer  of  said  corporation. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  trusts  contemplated  by  this  act,  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  donors,  to  sell  and  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  said  property,  and  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  purchase,  or 
other,  money  received  from  the  transfer  or  mortgage  of  the  same,  with- 
out any  liability  on  the  part  of  any  purchaser,  grantee  or  lessee  with 
respect  to  the  application  of  the  money  or  other  security  or  property 
paid  or  delivered  to  said  corporation. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  from  time  to  time  may  enact  by-laws  for  its  government  and 
providing  for  all  necessary  details  in  the  management  of  its  business 
and  the  selection  of  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  same  may  alter, 
amend  or  repeal,  provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant  'to  the  constitu- 
tion or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Section  6.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  of 
revoking,  altering  and  amending  this  act :  but  such  revocation,  alter- 
ation or  amendment  shall  in  no  case  divert  the  property,  funds,  money 
or  rights  acquired  under  its  provisions ;  nor  divest  them  from  the  pur- 
poses herein  expressed ;  but  such  property,  funds,  money  and  rights 
of  said  corporation,  in  case  of  such  revocation,  shall  enure  to  the  said  ' 
annual  Convention,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  before  men- 
tioned. 

Passed  Feb.  6,  1845.     Renewed  and  amended  April  7,  1881.

Proceedings  of  the  Convention, 


Christ  Church,  Milford,  June  7.  1882. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  Christ  Church,  Milford. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  by  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  proceeded  to  call  the  natnes  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  following  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  S.  M. 
Curtis  and  Dr.  Cummins,  a  committee  to  receive  and 
examine  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates.

The  Bishop  announced  the  next  business  in  order  to 
be  the  election  of  Secretary,  and  appointed  Rev.  Mr. 
Lewis  and  Mr.  Chandler  tellers  to  conduct  the  election. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis, 
and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Bishop  for  Mr.  Curtis  ;  and 
no  other  votes  having  been  cast,  the  Bishop  announced 
as  the  result  of  the  ballot  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  duly 
elected,  and  the  Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  the  Secretary  was  author- 
ized to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Bates. 

Dr.  Cummins  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
present  session. 

Mr.  Fell  moved  that  the  Rules  of  Order  as  proposed 
should  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  an  additional  rule  to 
be  numbered  15,  as  follows. 


The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  calendar  of  business,  on 
which  reports  from  Committees,  resolutions  which  lie 
over,  and  other  matters  undisposed  of  shall  be  placed  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  presented,  and  each  item  shall 
be  acted  upon  in  the  order  in  which  it  appears  on  the 
calendar,. unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Convention. 

The  motion  lor  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  was 
lost,  and  the  rules  as  proposed  were  adopted  as  follows. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house, 
or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly 
interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 
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10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for 
adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  diocese. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cummins,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  srats, 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  ot  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  was  present  the  Rev.  Thomas 
McClintock  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Mr.  Curtis  presented  a  printed  memorial  from  the 
Rev.  WilHatn  J.  Frost  D.  D.  which,  he  stated,  had  been 
handed  to  him  with  the  request  that  he  should  present 
the  same  to  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Curtis  it  was  ordered  that  the 
memorial  should  be  referred,  without  being  read,  (it  being 
in  print,)  to  a  Special  Committee. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Douglas  and  Smith  and  Mr.  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  it  was 

Resolved y  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock,  A.

Mr.  Fell,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  acting  as 
a  committee  of  the  Convention,  to  which  was  referred,  by 
the  last  Convention  certain  resolutions  proposed  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  submitted  the  following  report  : 

Mr.  Fell  moved  that  the  report  be  made  the  special 
order  for  the  afternoon,  to  be  taken  up  for  consideration 
immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Bishop's  address, 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr,  Chandler  presented  his  account  as  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Messrs. 
William  P.  Cresson  and  Dr.  Martin  a  committee  to  audit 
the  same. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary 
for  his  official  expenses  during  the  past  year,  amounting 
to  $9.42,  and  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the 
same. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  the  House  then 
took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  G.  W. 
Lewis,  Rector  of  St.  Anne's  Church,  Middletown,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Howard,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dela- 
ware City.  The  Litany  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  Rector 
Emeritus  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension. 

The  138th  Hymn  was  sung.  The  ante-Communion 
service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBois,  Rector  of 
Calvary  Church,  Wilmington,  who  also  read  the  Epistle 
and  Gospel.  After  the  singing  of  the  290th  Hymn,  the 
Bishop  proceeded  to  deliver  an  historical  discourse  on 
the  early  settlement  of  the  Church  in  Delaware. 

In  the  Communion  service,  the  Bishop  was  assisted 

by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  and  in  the  distribution  of  the 

elements,  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  DuBois  and  Clemson. 
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The  Offertory  was  appropriated  towards  the  re-build- 
ing  of  St.  Anne's  Church,  Middletown. 

At  the  the  conclusion  of  the  services,  the  Convention 
resumed  business. 

The  names  of  delegates  who  had  not  previously 
been  present  were  called,  and  the  following  who  were  not 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  answered  to  their 
names  :  Messrs.  Wm.

The  hour  for  recess  having  arrived,  the  Bishop  de- 
clared the  House  adjourned  until  3  o'clock.

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  Address. 

Address  to  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Ninety- 
Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  rendering  of  our  annual  statements  of  work 
performed  in  the  Church  of  God,  professedly  in  his  service  and  for  the 
honor  of  his  great  name,  may  well  remind  us  of  the  great  final  audit 
when  ''  every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God. ''  Under 
this  constant  solemn  impression  should  we  live  and  labour.  May  our 
feeble  endeavors  abide  the  scrutiny  of  that  day  '*  when  the  fire  shall 
try  every  man's  work  of  what  sort  it  is."    We,  dear  brethren  of  the 
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ministry,  under  the  consciousness  of  manifold  imperfections  and  short 
coinings,  find  nought  to  glory  in,  much  to  lament.  Our  trust  must  be  in 
the  meritb  of  Him  in  whom  alone  we  have  righteousness  and  strength. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES; 

since  the  time  of  our  last  Convention,  have  been  as  follows. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Knye  resigned  his  position  as  Assistant  Minis- 
ter of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  October  i,  1881.  He  has  been 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Murray,  from  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania, who  entered  upon  his  duties,  November  i3th,  following. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson  resigned,  Nov.  15,  1881,  the 
charge  as  Missionary  of  St.  John  Baptist  Church,  Milton,  and  trans- 
ferred his  flourishing  school  for  boys  to  Faulkland,  New  Castle  Co.  I 
visited  the  school  on  the  15th  March  last,  and  administered  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  to  an  interesting  class,  five  of  whom  were  pupils  of  the 
school. 

The  Rev.  Henry  B.  Martin,  M.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Mary- 
land, accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilming- 
ton, and  took  charge  of  the  same  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  Nov. 
27th,  188 1. 

The  Rev.  David  Howard  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Christ 
Church,  Broad  Creek,  and  St.  Philips'  Laurel,  from  and  after  Christ- 
mas day,  1 88 1.     He  accepted  a  call  from  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church, 

Delaware  City,  March  loth,  1882,  and  began  his  services  there  on  the 
the  next  Sunday. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Jackson  of  North  Carolina,  was  called  to  the 
Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Milford,  and  took  charge  of  the  same, 
Nov.  27th,  1 88 1.  The  Parish  had  remained  vacant  since  the  removal 
of  the  Rev.  Charles  £.  Milnor,  June  ist,  preceding. 

The  Rev.  George  Hall  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  from  and  after  December  31st,  188 1.  He  has  been 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  McClintock,  who  entered  upon  his 
duties  June  4,  1882.

EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS. 

Rev.  Joseph  A.  Stone,  Rev.  Charles  S.  Spencer,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
Benj.  J.  Douglass. 

On  the  23rd  June,  I  assisted  in  the  services  at  the  consecration, 
by  Bishop  Whittle,  of  the  newly-erected  chapel  of  the  Virginia  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

On  the  25th  June,  I  consulted  with  the  Standing  Committee  in 
reference  to  an  application  made  by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church, 
Wilmington,  for  my  consent  to  the  sale  and  alienation  of  the  Chapel 
and  Rectory  belonging  to  said  church.  Very  strong  reasons  were 
urged  by  the  Vestry  to  show  that  such  a  sale  was  indispensable  to  the 
future  prosperity  of  the  Church,  and  assurance  was  given  that  the 
property  would  not  be  conveyed  for  any  unseemly  use  and  purpose. 
After  receiving  from  the  Standing  Committee  their  advice  and  con- 
sent to  such  a  step,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  24,  Sec.  3  of  Title 
I,  I  notified  the  Vestry  of  my  consent  to  the  sale  and  alienation 
requested. 

The  Church  has  already  commenced  the  erection  of  a  new  house 
of  worship,  which  the  congregation  hope  to  occupy  soon  after  they 
are  required  to  vacate  the  present  chapel.  The  regular  ministrations 
of  a  settled  Rector  have  given  a  new  impulse  and  activity  to  paro- 
chial work.  Services  have  been  resumed  in  the  Old  Swedes  Church, 
with  encouraging  attendance,  where  the  Rector  has  been  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  L  R.  Lewis  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  A  very  inter- 
esting class  was  confirmed  thereon  the  nth  May,  when  fifteen  per- 
sons were  presented  for  the  apostolic  rite  ;  one  invalid  was  afterwards 
confirmed  privately. 

A  dreadful  shock  startled  and  saddened  our  whole  country  on  the 
2nd  July,  1881,  when  the  President  of  the  United  States  was  stricken 
down  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin,  in  the  meridian  of  his  strength, 
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and  in  the  height  of  his  honor  and  usefulness.  For  more  than  two 
months  following,  the  land  was  agitated  by  alternations  of  hope  and 
fear,  as  the  condition  of  the  sufferer  appeared  favorable  or  discourag- 
ing, until  he  breathed  his  last  on  the  19th  of  September.  The  anx- 
iety and  grief  occasioned  by  this  tragical  event  pervaded  all  classes  of 
his  fellow  citizens,  and  were  not  confined  to  his  own  country.  Remark- 
able manifestations  of  s>mpathy  came  fiom  abroad,  and  especially 
from  the  sovereign  and  people  of  the  country  to  which  we  are  united 
by  so  many  ties  of  kindred,  language  and  faith.  For  the  expression 
in  our  public  worship  of  the  feelings  of  devotion  called  forth  by  this 
calamity,  I  issued  special  forms  of  prayer  and  supplication,  particu- 
larly for  September  13th,  recommended  by  the  Governor  of  the  btate 
as  a  day  of  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  President,  and  for  September  26, 
appointed  as  a  day  of  National  fasting  and  mourning  on  account  of 
the  fatal  termination  of  his  injuries.  Both  these  mournful  occasions 
were  generally  and  reverently  observed.  I  also  appointed  a  special 
service  for  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  21,  widely  observed 
throughout  our  church  as  a  day  of  intercession  for  missions  and  the 
progress  of  Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  world. 

On  the  13th  November,  I  preached  the  sermon  at  the  opening  of 
the  renewed  Church,  of  St.  Paurs,  Georgetown,  While  this  was  a 
rebuilding  of  (he  church  upon  the  old  fc  undations  it  is  difficult  to 
recognize  the  former  dilapidated,  unsightly  building  in  the  present 
new  and  beautiful  edifice,  one  of  the  most  attractive  in  the  Diocese. 
The  alteration  was  made  none  too  soon  for  the  safety,  as  well  as  the 
comfort,  of  the  worshippers.  For  this  very  great  improveiiient,  as 
well  as  for  a  neat  and  convenient  chapel,  the  congregation  and  Diocese 
are  largely  indebted  to  the  persevering  efforts  and  liberality  of  the 
energetic  Rector. 

On  the  1 6th  of  April,  1882,  I  visited  and  administered  the  rite  of 
confirmation  in  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  from  which  church  I, 
as  well  as  the  congregation,  had  been  excluded  for  more  than  nine 
months  on  account  of  the  forcible  seizure  and  occupation  of  the  con- 
secrated house.  Under  this  grievous  invasion  of  its  rights,  the  Par- 
ish was  constrained  to  apply  to  the  civil  tribunals  lor  relief.  After 
being  subjected  to  great  expense  and  vexatious  delays,  as  well  as  to 
the  loss  of  their  religious  privileges,  the  case  came  on  for  trial  at  the 
February  session  of  the  Superior  Court  in  New  Castle  Country,  when 
it  was  determined,  as  the  result  of  the  trial,  that  the  pretended  elec- 
tion on  which  the  attempt  to  wrest  the  church  from  its  lawful  custo- 
dians was  based,  was  null  and  void.  Upon  the  recovery  of  their  build- 
ing immediate  steps  were  taken  by  the  Vestry  to  obtain  the  services  of 
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a  Pastor,  and  the  Rev.  D.  Howard  was  called,  as  above  mentioned,  to 
the  Rectorship.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  Mr.  Howard's  services 
are  highly  acceptable,  and  that  the  prospects  of  this  singularly  and 
sorely  afflicted  Parish  are  now  cheering. 

On  the  7th  of  May,  I  officiated,  the  first  time  since  1871,  in  old 
St.  Anne's  Church,  near  Middletown,  and  confirmed  5  persons.  Our 
assemblage  in  this  venerable  edifice,  filled  as  it  was  with  a  large  con- 
gregation, would  of  itself  have  been  interesting  and  pleasant,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  recent  calamity  which  occasioned  it.  On  the  2nd  of 
May,  the  beautiful  Church  in  the  village,  one  of  the  finest  of  our  con- 
secrated buildings,  erected  and  set  apart  for  the  worship  of  God  ten 
years  since,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  To  a  devout  member  of  the 
Church,  it  is  as  painful  to  see  the  house  of  God  consumed,  as  to  be- 
hold his  own  dwelling  in  flames.  The  congregation  intend  without 
delay  to  set  about  the  work  of  re-building,  and  while  taxing  themselves 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  will  be  glad  to  be  aided  by  the  liberality 
of  their  fellow  churchmen.  If  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members 
suffer  with  it. 

The  Rev.  R.  H.  Murphy,  in  addition  to  his  parochial  charge, 
has  been  acting  as  Missionary  at  Calvary  Church,  Brandy  wine 
Hundred,  since  December  ist,  1881. 

Severe  rain  storms  occasioned  a  small  attendance  at  St.  George's, 
Indian  River,  and  Chapel  of  the  Comforter,  and  prevented  any  service 
being  held  at  St.  John's,  Greenville.  Our  laborious  Missionaries,  Rev. 
Messrs.  Johnson  and  Ellis,  were  thereby  deprived  of  the  satisfaction 
of  presenting  some  of  their  candidates  for  Confirmation. 

The  chapels  at  Long  Neck,  and  Ellis  Grove,  have  been  much 
improved  in  appearance  and  convenience.  The  proposed  new  Church 
at  Greenville  has  not  yet  been  commenced,  but  I  hope  will  not  be 
much  longer  delayed. 

The  only  vacant  Parishes  are  St.  John  Baptist,  Milton,  St 
Luke's,  Seaford,  which  has  been  without  a  Rector  for  eighteen  months, 
and  St.  Philip's,  Laurel,  resigned  as  above  mentioned  by  the  Rev. 
D.  Howard  after  Christmas.  The  Church  at  Seaford  needs,  and  is 
about  to  receive,  considerable  repairs,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  it  may 
soon  be  re-occupied  by  the  congregation  with  the  ministrations  of  a 
settled  Pastor.  The  kind  assistance  of  their  brethren  would  be  highly 
gratifying  and  helpful  to  the  Parish.

We  mourn  the  loss  of  some  of  our  excellent  and  faithful  Laymen, 
who  have  departed  this  life  since  our  last  Convention,  and  I  deeply 
regret  to  mention  the  names  of  Mr.  B.  Simmons,  the  Treasurer  of 
our  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee,  and  of  Mr.  Manlove  R.  Carlisle, 
late  Senior  Warden  of  the  Church  in  which  we  are  now  convened.  No 
vacancy  has  been  occasioned  by  death  in  the  number  of  our  Clergy, 
an  exemption  with  which  we  have  been  favored  for  the  last  five  years. 
In  the  Church  at  large  some  of  the  most  eminent  and  honored  of  our 
Ministers  have  been  called  during  the  year  from  labor  to  rest.  This 
mortuary  record  embraces  such  acknowledged  leaders  as  Vinton, 
Washburn,  Cotton  Smith  and  others,  widely  known  and  honored. 
The  Rt  Rev.  John  Barrett  Kerfoot,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pitts- 
burgh, will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  general  counsels  of  our  Church, 
as  well  as  in  his  own  Diocese.  His  scholarship  and  attainments  were 
oi  a  high  order.  He  was  most  exemplary  in  his  life,  and  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  sacred  office.  The  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  his  lamented  death,  on  the  loth  of  July  last,  has  been  sup- 
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plied  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Cortlandt  Whitehead,  to  whose 
consecration  I  gave  my  assent  on  the  13th  of  December,  1881. 

In  closing  my  41st  annual  address  I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge, 
gratefully,  the  many  tokens  of  confidence  and  affection  received  froro 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  and  devoutly  to  own  the  help- 
ing, sustaining  hand  of  an  ever  gracious  God.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  above 
named f  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  them  careful  considera- 
tion and  heartily  approve  of  the  same. 

The  fourth  resolution  ^  we  think ^  would  be  improved  by  a  modi- 
fication making  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  on  balances  this 
year y  four  per  cent.,  with  an  annual  increase  of  one  half  of  one  per 
cent ,  until  legal  interest  is  reached^instead  of  the  rate  proposed  in  the 
ori^nal  resolution. 

We  have^accordingly^amended  the  resolutions  in  this  particular 
and  submit  them  to  you ^  herewith^  in  which  form  we  recommend  them 
to  you  for  your  adoption. 
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}^e  append  a  list  of  the  respective  parishes y  showing  the  ap- 
portionment assigned  to  each ^  the  amounts  paid  on  such  apportion- 
mentSy  the  balances  unpaid  by  the  respective  parishes^  the  assessment 
this  year  under  the  proposed  resolutions  ^  the  assessment  last  year  and 
the  increase  or  decrease  the  change  will  effect  in  the  assessment  on  each 
parish.  From  this  table  a  clear  understanding  can  be  had  of  the 
effect  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  we  recommend.

Whereas,  a  considerable  sum  had  previously  been  contributed  by 
parishes  and  individuals  upon  the  express  condition  that  such 
contributions  be  credited  to  the  parishes  in  which  the  respective 
donors  worshipped,  as  a  payment  on  account  of  the  said  sum  so 
to  be  apportioned,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  very  desirable  that  a  regular  support  be  given  to  our 
beloved  Bishop,  and  that  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  be 
soon  completed ;  therefore,  be  it 

1.  Resolved  J  that  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  be  fixed  at 

fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  to  him  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware,"  in  monthly  installments  of 
$125. 

2.  Resolved f   that  the  treasurer  of  the  * 'Trustees  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church,  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware,"  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  annually  append  to  his  report  to  the  Convention,  a 
list  of  all  the  parishes,  stating  the  amount  apportioned  to  each, 
the  amount  paid  by  each,  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  payments 
by  each,  and  the  amount  of  assessment  upon  each,  computed  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
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3.  Resolved^  that  any  parish  which  has  or  may  hereafter  contribute, 

either  of  itself  or  by  its  members,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Epis- 
copate, the  full  amount  apportioned  to  it  under  the  aforenamed 
resolution  shall,  thereafter,  be  free  from  any  assessment  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  until  such  time  as,  by  resolution  of  the 
Convention,  $30,000  shall  have  been  declared  to  be  insufficient 
as  an  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund.  Any  parish  which  has  or  may 
hereafter  contribute,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  an  amount  in  excess 
of  the  sum  now  apportioned  to  it,  such  excess  shall  remain  as  a 
credit  to  it  on  account  of  any  future  apportionment. 

4.  Resolved  J  that  the  committee  provided    for  in  Canon  X,  be  in- 

structed to  assess  each  parish,  as  its  portion  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  for  the  coming  year,  a  sum  equal  to  four  per  cent  on 
the  balance  of  its  apportionment  unpaid,  and  for  each  succeeding 
year,  increase  the  sum  so  assessed  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  upon 
the  remaining  balance  until  the  sum  assessed  upon  each  parish 
for  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  be  equal  to  six  per  cent,  upon  the 
balance  of  its  apportionment  remaining  unpaid,  after  which  the 
assessment  shall  continue  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  upon  such 
unpaid  balance.  Parishes  thai  have  paid  their  apportionment  in 
full,  or  hereafter  when  they  have  done  so,  shall  be  exempt  from 
assessment  for  the  Episcopal  fund  by  said  committee,  except  in 
the  manner  provided  for  in  the  preceding  resolution. 

5.  Resolved^  that  in  the  future,  assessments  under  Canon  X  for  the 

support  of  the  Episcopate,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
''Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,"  and  shall  become  due,one*half  within  thirty  days  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  the  remainder,  six 
months  thereafter. 

6.  Resolved^  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to 

enquire  whether  any  amendment  of  Canons  X  and  XIII  is 
necessary  in  order  to  give  permanence  to  the  above  resolutions, 
and  to  report  such  alterations,  if  any,  as  they  may  consider  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose. 

7.  Resolved^  that  the  respective  parishes  are  earnestly  urged,  as  an 

act  of  duty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  terms  of  the  above  resolu- 
tions, to  contribute  to  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  the  balances  remaining  unpaid  upon  the  appor- 
tionment made  upon  them,  respectively. 
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Before  the  report  was  taken  up,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, the  Rev.  J.  A.  Stone  presented  and  read  an  abstract 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the 
past  year,  as  follows  : — 

The  Standing  Committee  would  report  the  following  as  an  ab- 
stract of  their  proceedings  durii:g  the  past  year.  The  committee 
have  held  but  three  meetings,  as  follows  : — 

1st  meeting  held  at  Wilmington,  June  25th,  1881. 

At  this  meeting  a  petition  was  laid  before  the  committee,  asking 
their  consent  to  the  sale  of  Church  property  belonging  to  Trinity 
Parish,  Wilmington. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  said  petition,  by  the  committee, 
their  consent  was  given  tu  said  sale. 

Also  at  the  same  meeting  the  committee  signed  the  proper  testi- 
monials of  Mr.  Martin  B.  Dunlap,  applying  to  become  a  candidate 
for  the  "Holy  Order  of  Deacons." 

2d  meeting,  held  at  Newcastle,  November  28th,  1881. 

Regular  meeting,  at  which  the  consent  of  the  committee  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Cortlandt  Whitehead,  D.  D.. 
as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

3d  meeting,  Milford,  Del.,  June  6th,  1882. 

At  this  meeting  the  Secretary  read  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  committee  during  the  past  year.  The  committee  also  gave 
their  consent  to  the  sale  of  Grace  Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  to 
Mr.  Wm.  P.  Cresson  (a  new  church  having  been  built  for  the  Parish) 
who  desires  to  preserve  said  church  from  unhallowed  u?es.

The  order  of  the  day  being  under  consideration.  Rev. 
Mr.  Jefferis  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved^  That  the  report  of  the  committee  be  referred  back  to 
the  same  committee  with  directions  and  power  to  change  the  paro- 
chial assessment,  after  consultation  with  those  in  authority  in  the 
several  parishes,  so  that  the  said  parishes'  assessment  shall  be  more 
equitable. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bates,  the  resolutions  under  consideration  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  immediate  consideration, 
and 
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On  his  further  motion,  the  House  went  into  Committee  of  the 
whole,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  of  the  whole,  through  its  chairman,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Lewis,  reported  back  the  resolutions  referred  to  it  with  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  same  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  an  additianal 
resolution,  as  follows : — 

Resolved,  That  the  apportionment  of  the  Episcopal  fund  among 
the  several  parishes  is  hereby  amended  so.  that  the  apportionments  of 
certain  parishes  may  be  increased,and  those  of  certain  others  decreased, 

as  follows :

The  foregoing  changes  having  been  voluntarily  proposed  by  the  par- 
ishes concerned,  and  the  other  parishes  having  agreed  to  the  existing 
assessments,  the  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  resolutions  as 
amended  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Martin,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  reported 
that  they  had  examined  the  same  and  found  them  cor- 
rect.

Dr.  Burr  presented  the  account  of  Mr.  Geo.  D. 
Armstrong,  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  ;  and  the 
Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Holcomb  and  Cooch  a  committee 
to  examine  the  same. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Murphy,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  due  to  the 
Bishop  for  his  very  valuable  historical  sermon  of  this  morning,  and 
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that  a  copy  of  the  whole  sermon  be  requested  for  publication,  under 
Rule  14,  and  that  2000  copies  of  the  same  be  published  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Murray,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  after  the  provisions  of  Rule  of  Order,  number  14, 
are  complied  with,  and  250  copies  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop, 
Secretary,  and  Registrar,  the  remaining  copies  of  the  Bishop's  sermon 
be  distributed  among  the  several  parishes  of  the  Diocese  in  propor- 
tion to  their  respective  assessments  to  the  Convention  Fund. 

Mr.  Littell  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the 
Registrar. 

The  Registrar  reports  that,  during  the  past  year,  he  has  received 
twenty-six  donations,  from  the  Registrars  of  several  Dioceses,  the 
Rev.  S.  F.  Hotchkin,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Frost,  and  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Murphy.

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The  fin.incial  statement  exhibits  the  operations  of  the  past  year. 
The  committee  would  have  gladly  extended  them,  but  as  will  be  per- 
ceived by  comparison  of  their  receipts  with  those  reported  at  the  last 
Convention,  while  there  has  been  improvement  in  Parochial  contri- 
butions, there  has  been  some  falling  off  in  the  total  amount,  owing  to 
the  loss  of  some  of  our  individual  contributors.  The  amount  from 
the.  churches  is  an  advance  of  about  $100,  but  a  special  appeal  was 
needed  to  obtain  what  was  received.  To  the  list  of  our  deceased 
benefactors,  we  are  truly  grieved  to  add  the  name  of  Bauduy  Sim- 
mons, our  esteemed  and  excellent  associate,  who  departed  this  life, 
Feb.  2,  1882.  For  several  years  he  had  served  as  our  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  always  evinced  deep  interest  in  our  work,  and  freely  ex- 
tended his  assistance.  Will  none  of  our  liberal  laymen  come  forward 
and  make  good  the  voids  in  the  roll  of  individual  donors  ?    The  urgent

The  Memorial  of  the  undersigned,  William  J.  Frost,  show- 

ETH: — 

1.  That  your  Memorialist,  is  a  presbyter  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America,  ordained  deacon,  and 
priest  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  RoUinson  Whittingham,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

That  having  served  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Church  during  twenty 
years  in  the  dioceses  of  New  York,  Maryland,  and  New  Jersey  he 
was  received  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  into  the 
diocese  of  Delaware,  in  the  year  1870,  and  became  Rector  of  the 
Swedes  Lutheran  Church,  known  as  *'  Trinity  Church,"  Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

2.  That  the  said  "Trinity  Church"  is  duly  represented,  by  its 
Clergy  and  Lay  delegates  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  Delaware. 

That  your  Memorialist  accordingly  sat,  as  a  member,  in  said 
Convention,  from  the  year  1870,  to  the  year  1881. 

3.  That  on  the  first  day  of  June  1881,  at  the  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  held  in  Calvary  Church  in  the  city  of  Wilmington, 
your  Memorialist  was  excluded  from  his  seat  in  said  Convention  by 
the  Rt.  Rev  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  presiding  officer. 
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That  upon  your  Memorialist  claiming  his  seat  in  the  Convention, 
attempting  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  papers  and 
documents  sustaining  and  proving  his  claim  he  was  refused  a  hearing 
and  denied  the  exercise  of  his  right  to  have  his  title  to  a  seat  passed 
upon  by  the  Convention  ;  a  right  guaranteed  by  Canon  i.  Section  2, 
of  the  "  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  Delaware,"  in  the  words. — **The  right  of  any  clergy- 
man of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be 
determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted 
in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted." 

4.  That  this  second  section  of  the  Canon  had  been  followed  alway 
in  this  Diocese,  notably  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson, 
D.  D.y  and  of  the  Rev.  Kensey  Johns  Stewart,  D.  D.,  in  the  Annual 
Convention  of  1876,  when  the  names  of  the  said  Reverend  gentleman 
having  been  omitted  from  the  list  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention  the  said  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  and  the  said  Rev. 
Kensey  Johns  Stewart,  D.  D.,  appeared  and  claimed  their  seats,  and 
the  Convention  promptly  appointed  a  committee  to  hear  the  statement 
of  the  claimants,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  the  Conven- 
tion admitted  both  the  Reverend  gentlemen  to  their  seats  despite 
the  Bishop's  omission  of  their  names  from  the  list  of  Clergy  entitled 
to  seats. 

5.  That  in  the  Convention  of  June  1881,  after  the  exclusion  of  your 
Memorialist  from  his  seat,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee.  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
speaking  in  his  Annual  Address  did  bring  the  relations  of  your 
Memorialist  to  his  parish  and  the  diocese  before  the  Convention  in 
statements  unsupported  by  any  proof,  and  prejudicial  to  your  Memor- 
ialist's interest  and  rights. 

That  the  said  statements  were  unaccompanied  by  the  papers 
and  documents  to  which  the  Bishop  refers  in  his  Address,  and  on 
which  he  based  his  assertions  regarding  your  Memorialist. 

That  your  Memorialist  was  denied,  by  the  Bishop  excluding  him 
from  bis  seat,  the  right  and  privilege  of  answering  and  confuting  the 
Bishop's  statements. 

6.  That  in  the  said  Convention,  of  June  1881,  ''  the  Bishop 
announced  that  he  nominated  for  the  committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  Rev.  William  G.  W.  Lewis,  for  four  years,  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Rev.  Dr.  Frost."— Journal  1881,  p.  36. 
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That  no  such  vacancy  existed,  your  memoralist  being  at  the  time 
both  legally  and  canonically  a  member  of  said  committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  fully  qualified  and  entitled  to  continue  in  the 
duties  of  a  member  of  said  committee,  to  which  he  was  elected,  for 
a  term  of  fivt  years,  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  A.  D.  1880. — 
Journal  1880,  p.  32. 

That  the  aforesaid  action  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  LL.D. 
in  nominating  the  said  Rev.  William  G.  W.  Lewis  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  your  Memorialist  on  said  Committee  was  in  violation  of 
the  Canon  entitled, — *' Of  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,"  passed  Wednesday  June  2,  1880,  Journal  pp.  24,  25,  as 
follows : 

"  I.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  a  committee  of  five  persons, 
two  clergymen  and  three  laymen  of  this  diocese,  membeis  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  who  shall  constitute  a  permanent  Com- 
mittee to  whom  shall  be  referred  fqr  consideration  and  report  thereon 
all  matters  having  relation  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Diocese. " 

7.  That  in  the  same  Convention  of  June  1881,  ''On  motion  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  was  nominated  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  as  a  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
from  this  Diocese." 

That  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  and  while  the 
Journal  was  passing  into  print,  and  without  any  authority  from  the 
Convention,  the  name  of  your  Memorialist  was  removed  from  the  list 
of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  of  the 
Rev.  William .G.  W,  Lewis  substituted  to  the  injury  of  your  Memor- 
ialist's fair  fame  among  his  brethren  both  clerical  and  lay  throughout 
the  Church. 

Your  Memorialist  claims: — 

That  the  Rt  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.  erred  in  exclud- 
ing your  Memorialist  from  his  seat  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
188  r,  the  said  exclusion  being  in  violation  of  "Canon  i.  Section  2. 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in 
the  State  of  Delaware." 

That  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1 881  erred  in  not  calling  for 
and  examining  the  papers  and  documents  referred  to  in  the  Bishop's 
Annual  Address  as  laid  before  the  standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 


in  the  ''Trinity  Church  "  Case,  and  discovering  the  facts  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  voting  intelligently  on  the  resolution  approving  and  endorsing 
the  course  pursued  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee 
toward  your  Memorialist. 

That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.  erred  in  nominat- 
ing the  Rev.  William  G.  W.  Lewis  for  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  diocese  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  your 
Memorialist,  your  Memorialist  not  having  ceased  to  be  a  nr.  ember  of 
said  Committee,  and  fully  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Canon, 
was  entitled  to  continued  membership  in  virtue  of  his  election  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  in  June  1880  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee  D.  D.  LL.  D.  erred  in  removing 
the  name  of  your  Memorialist  from  the  list  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  and  substituting  the  name  of  the  Rev. 
William  G.  W.  Lewis,  nominated  by  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  to  the  General 
Convention  of  1883,  as  a  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
the  said  Rev.  W.  G.  W.  Lewis  being  a  nominee  only  and  not  yet 
elected  and  in  no  sense,  a  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary. 

In  view  of  the  importar.t  matters  thus  briefly  stated  your  Memor- 
ialist respectfully  prays  the  Convention  to  take  such  action  as  will  put 
the  Church  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  and  provide  a  meet  remedy  in 
the  premises.

Beport  of  Committee  on  the  Memorial. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  assembled  at  Christ  Church,  Milford,  June  7,  1882,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  Memorial  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Frost,  D.  D. 
LL.  D.,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report,  that  upon  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  statements  contained  in  the  Memorial,  they  find  them- 
selves unable  to  assent  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  for  the  following 
reasons: — 

While  they  do  not  assume  the  function  of  examining  into  the 
action  of  the  Convention  of  1881,  with  reference  to  the  qualifications 
oi  those  who  were  entitled  to  seats  in  that  Convention,  they  deem  it 
bat  just  and  proper  to  state  that  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention  in 
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i88i  your  Memorialist  was  not  denied  .the  right  of  presenting  a 
paper  or  petition  setting  forth  his  claims  as  he  has  now  done  In  this 
Convention,  but,  th^t  his  right  to  speak  on  the  floor  at  the  Conven- 
tion, of  which  he  was  not  a  member,  was  denied  him  by  the  presiding 
officer,  as  is  usual  in  all  parliamentary  bodies.  The  Memorial  does 
not  purport  to  be  an  application  for  a  seat  in  this  Convention,  but  if 
it  be  so  intended,  your  committee  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  and  find,  therefrom,  that  it  was  offici- 
ally communicated  to  that  body,  both  by  the  Bishop  in  his  address, 
and  by  the  Standing  Committee  in  their  report,  that  the  pastoral  con- 
nection between  the  Memorialist  and  Trinity  Church,  of  which  he 
had  been  formerly  Rector,  had  been  canonically  disolved,  upon 
Easter  day,  April  17,  1881. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  right  of  the  Memorialist  to  a  seat 
in  the  Convention  terminated  on  that  day.  The  name  of  the  Memor- 
ialist was,  therefore,  properly  left  off  the  list  of  the  clergy  entitled  to 
seats  at  the  last  Convention.  The  action  of  the  Bishop  was  clearly 
approved  of  by  the  Convention,  by  its  acquiescence  as  a  body  in  the 
list  made  out  by  the  Bishop,  the  failure  of  any  member  to  question  it 
by  moving  the  admission  of  the  Memorialist  to  a  seat,  and  afterwards 
by  express  resolution  (p.  35)  approving  the  course  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  in  the  matter,  which  resulted  in  the  loss  of  his 
seat. 

It  is  perfectly  true  that  the  Convention  can,  if  they  see  fit  in 
ordinary  circumstances,  overrule  the  action  of  the  Bishop,  and  that  as 
stated  by  your  Memorialist,  the  ri^ht  of  a  clergyman  to  a  seat  shall,  if 
disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  third  article  of  the  Consti- 
tution, but  we  fail  to  discover  that  your  Memorialist  comes  within  any 
of  the  classes  set  forth  in  that  Canon,  as  entitling  clergymen  to  seats. 

The  references  to  the  two  clergymen  who  were  admitted  to  the 
Convention  of  1876  does  not  furnish  a  fair  parallel,  for  both  of  these 
gentlemen  pleaded  the  ground  of  disabilitv,  and  we  do  not  under- 
stand that  such  is  the  plea  put  forth  by  your  Memorialist,  neither 
were  these  Clergymen  at  the  time  of  application  under  inhibition 
from  all  ministerial  office  and  functions  within  the  Diocese. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  tiiat  it  was  not  the  duty  of  the 
Convention,  nor  was  it  within  their  province,  either  then  or  now,  to 
enter  into  examination  of  the  grounds  of  the  action  of  the  Bishop  and 
the  Standing  Committee. 
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Believing  then  these  views  to  be  correct,  though  we  regret  the 
loss  of  the  distinguished  ability  of  the  Memorialist  from  the  Commit- 
tee of  Canons,  and  from  other  offices  referred  to  in  his  paper,  we  can- 
not but  accept  this  state  of  things  as  the  necessary  result  of  his 
ceasing  to  be  "one  of  the  officiating  ministers  regularly  settled  in 
some  congregation  in  this  Diocese." 

We  desire  further  to  state  that  the  committee  deeming  it  just  to 
the  Memorialist  to  have  an  opportunity  to  make  such  statements  as 
he  might  think  proper,  addressed  him  in  a  note,  giving  him  an  op- 
portunity of  meeting  us  in  conference,  but  his  written  reply  imposed 
such  a  condition  in  advance  as  to  render  such  conference  impossible. 

Your  committee  are  of  one  mind  in  the  opinion  that  no  action 
is  required  to  be  ti.ken  by  the  Convention,  in  regard  to  this  Memorial, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: — 

Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  that  any  action  be  taken  by  this 
Convention,  with  respect  to  the  memorial  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Frost, 
D.  D.  LL.  D.,  and  that  the  special  committee  to  whom  the  matter 
was  referred  be  now  discharged.

signed  by  a  majority  ot  the  Vestry.  The  Vestry  may 
adjourn,  from  time  to  time,  at  their  pleasure." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 

Canons.

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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess  for  15  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a 
meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Temperance  Society. 

The  Convention  resumed  business. 

Mr.  Cooch  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
reported  that  they  had  examined  th*^  same  and  found 
them  correct.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrington,  the  memorial  of  the 
Rev  Dr.  Frost  was  directed  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal 
in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
same.

Resolved^  That  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  prayers,  the 
Convention  adjourn,  sine  die. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

After  the  singing  of  the  3iSthhymn,  the  Bishop 
offered  the  closing  prayers  and  pronounced  the  benedic-

St.  Peter's  Church,  Lewes,  June  6. 1883. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  St.  Peter'sChurch,  Le.wes. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  by  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  proceeded  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when  the  following  answered 
to  their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  S.  M. 
Curtis,  and  Mr.  Paynter,  a  committee  to  receive  and  ex- 
amine the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee, 
reported  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  elected, 
and,  upon  the  roll  being  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  fol- 
lowing answered  to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats,  viz ;

The  Bishop  announced  that  the  next  business  in 
order  was  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  and  appointed  Rev. 
Dr.  Spencer  and  Dr.  Fowler,  tellers,  to  conduct  the  elec- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis, 
and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous 
consent  a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Bishop  for  Mr.  Curtis ; 
and  no  other  votes  having  been  cast,  the  Bishop  announced 
as  the  result  of  the  ballot,  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  duly 
elected,  and  the  Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stone,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Bates. 


Mr.  Chandler  moved  that  the  xules  of  order  of  the 
last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of  the 
present  session,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  rules  of 
order  were  read,  as  follows,  viz : 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advaqc- 
ing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are 
parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across,  the  house,  or 
read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  inter- 
ested in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  determined 
on  before  anything  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjourn- 
ment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention. 
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14-  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats, 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  were  present  the  Rev,  Theodore 
A.  Waterman  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennyslvania,  officiating 
in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lewes,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Tullidge 
D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Churchman  the  election  of  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention  and  of  a  Standing  Committee 
was  made  a  special  order,  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  the  Bishop's  annual  address. 

The  Bishop  presented  a  petition  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  J. 
Frost,  D.  D.,  which  had  been  transmitted  to  him,  addressed 
to  the  Convention.  Mr.  Curtis  moved  that  the  .same  be 
referred  to  a  special  Committee  of  three,  which  motion 
prevailed,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gordon  and  Hanson,  and  Mr.  Holcomb. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  it  was 

Resolved^  that  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. 
to  transact  business,  and  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock,  and  from 
6  to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stone  presented  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  which  was  read,  as  follows,  viz  : — 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  brief 
abstract  of  their  proceedings.  During  the  past  year  they  have  held 
three  meetings,  viz :  The  first  at  New  Castle,  December  19th,  1882, 
at  which  the  Committee  signed  the  proper  testimonials,  giving  their 
ponsent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson, 
D.  D.,  as  assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 
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The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  April  i6thy  1883. 
At  this  meeting  a  portion  of  the  congregation  of  Old  Swedes'  Church, 
Wilmington,  sent  in  a  petition  desiring  to  be  set  off  to  organize  a  new 
Parish  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  After  a  careful  hearing  of  all 
parties  interested,  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  church,  offering  no  opposition, 
the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  give  his  consent 
to  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish,  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the 
church. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  May  29th,  1883. 

At  this  meeting  a  petition  was  presented  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Fell, 
signed  by  fourteen  other  persons,  for  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish 
at  Faulkland,  Del.,  near  Brandy  wine  Springs.  After  a  careful  hearing 
of  the  statements  of  Mr.  Fell  in  favor,  and  those  of  the  Rector  and  two 
members  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  James  church,  Stanton,  against  said 
petition,  the  committee  passed  the  following  Resolution. 

Riiolved^  That  while  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
would  be  gratified  to  know  of  the  erection  of  a  memorial  chapel  at 
Faulkland,  the  services  of  which  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  they  are  not  prepared,  at  present,  to  advise  the  Bishop  to  give 
his  consent  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish  at  that  place. 
Attest,  J.  A.  STONE, 

Secretary, 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  custody 
and  disbursement  of  the  income  of  the  fund  for  disabled  clergy  remain 
solely  with,  and  are  subject  to,  the  discretion  and  direction  of  the  Con- 
vention, as  it  may,  annually,  decide. 

After  spme  discussion,  without  objection,  the  resolu- 
tion was  withdrawn,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  offered  and 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  there  does 
not  exist  any  committee  which  has  control  of  the  income  of  the  fund 
for  the  relief  of  disabled  clergymen. 

Mr,  Ponder  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to 
a  special  committee  of  three,  which  motion  was  lost,  and 
the  question  being  taken  upon  the  motion  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Gordon,  the  resolution,  as  read,  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Chandler  presented  his  account  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  and  also  the  account  of  Mr.  Geo.  D. 
Armstrong,  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  and  moved 
that  the  same  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  for  audit, 
which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Messrs, 
Ponder  and  Cresson  a  Committee  to  audit  the  account  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  Messrs.  Churchman 
and  Moore  a  Committee  to  audit  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Trustees. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary, 
for  his  official  expenses  during  the  past  year,  and  on  his 
motion  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  presented  the  report  of  the 
Registrar,  which  was  read  as  follows  * 

The  Registrar  reports  that,  during  the  past  year,  he  has  received 
sixteen  documents  froii^  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  from  Regis- 
trars of  several  Dioceses. 

The  amount  expended  for  postage  during  the  last  three  years, 
has  been  $3  33.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  the  Treasurer 
was  directed  to  pay  to  the  Registrar  the  amount  of  his 
official  expenses. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler  the  House  then  took  a 
recess  for  Divine  Service. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Henry  B. 
Martin,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  and  the 
Litany  by  the  Rev.  Henry  TuUidge,  D.  D.  The  191st 
hymn  was  sung.  The  ante-communion  service  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Ellis,  Rector  of  St,  John's  Church, 
Greenville,  who  also  read  the  Epistle.  The  Bishop  read 
the  Gospel.  After  the  singing  of  the  202d  hymn,  the 
Convention  Sermon  was  preached   by  the  Rev.  Wm.  B. 
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Gordon,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  from  the 
I2th  verse  of  the  ist  chapter  of  II  Corinthians. 

In  the  Communion  service  the  Bishop  was  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis,  and  in  the  distribution  of  the 
elements,  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ellis,  Gordon,  and  Water- 
man. 

The  offertory  was  appropriated  to  the  fund  for  the 
Relief  of  Sick   and   Disabled  Clergy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  the  Convention  re- 
sumed business. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stone,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 


St.  Peter's  Church,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  delegates  who  were  present 
at  the  morning  session,  answered  to  their  names,  no 
others  having  arrived. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning 
session,  and  they  were  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address,  as  follows  : 


TO  THE  CLERICAL  AND  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  THE  NINETY- 
THIRD  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  DELAWARE. 

Brethren  beloved  in  Chfisi, 

Another  year  of  work  and  waiting,  of  mercies  rich  and  manifold 
from  our  gracious  Lord,  and  of  confessed  short  comings  on  our  part, 
is  added  to  the  record  above.  Assembled  again  in  Annual  Convention, 
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let  us  remember  in  whose  service  we  are  engaged,  and  how  soon  that 
service,  so  far  as  this  world  is  concerned,  will  come  to  an  end.  Not 
many  such  occasions  of  mutual  consultation  respecting  the  interests  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  are  allotted  to  us.  We  exchange  our  greetings, 
unite  in  our  sacred  worship,  spend  a  few  brief  hours  in  deliberation, 
and  then  separate,  not  all  to  meet  again,  until  the  great  final  gather- 
ing. During  the  year  just  finished,  two  of  our  brethren  of  the  Laity, 
frequent  and  well  known  members  of  this  body,  have  been  called 
away  from  earthly  scenes  and  labors.  The  Hon.  C.  S.  Layton  and  Dr. 
William  Cummins  had  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  action  of  former 
Conventions.  The  legal  knowledge,  readiness  in  debate,  and  experience 
of  Judge  Layton  were  highly  valued.  For  some  time  past  the  infirmities 
of  age  had  withdrawn  him  from  active  service.  His  long  and  useful 
life  terminated  peacefully  on  the  3rd  of  October,  1882.  Dr.  Cummins 
was  with  us  at  our  last  meeting,  apparently  in  full  enjoyment  of  health 
and  with  a  prospect  of  many  years  yet  in  store.  His  godliness,  zeal 
and  engagedness  in  good  works  were  conspicuous,  and  his  unexpected 
removal,  after  a  very  brief  illness,  has  left  a  void  not  easily  filled. 
Both  of  these  lamented  brethren  were  members  of  the  Convention  of 
1 84 1,  by  which  your  present  Diocesan  was  elected. 

Clerical  changes  have  been  more  numerous  than  usual. 

The  Rev.  R.  Heber  Murphy  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Ascen- 
sion Church,  Claymont,  and  his  missionary  charge  of  Calvary  Church, 
Brandy  wine  Hundred,  on  the  ist  of  December,  1882.  Mr.  Murphy 
had  won  the  affection  of  his  people,  and  the  respect  of  all  who  knew 
him.  He  has  been  succeeded  in  Ascension  Church  by  the  Rev.  P. 
B.  Lightner,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg,  who  entered  upon  his 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  JefTeris,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Brandy  wine 
Hundred,  resigned  his  change  and  Professorship  in  Delaware 
College,  at  the  close  of  November,  1882,  accepting  a  call  to  a  church 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  Having  had  occasion  repeatedly  to  make 
mention  of  the  success  which  attended  the  unwearied  labors  of  Mr. 
JefTeris,  I  need  not  say  how  much  I  lament  the  loss  of  so  energetic  and 
devoted  a  minister.  Mr.  JefTeris  had  greatly  attached  his  people  by  his 
cordial  manners  and  pastoral  fidelity,  as  well  as  by  his  public  ministra- 
tions, and  was  equally  at  home  in  the  laborer's  cottage  and  in  the 
professor's  chair.  I  am,  in  some  measure,  reconciled  to  his  removal,  by 
the  conviction  that  his  duties  here  were  too  onerous  and  exhausting  for 
his  strength,  and  the  assurance  that  he  enters  upon  a  field  of  much 
promise  and  usefulness.  During  a  part  of  the  time  since  his  resigna- 
tion, Grace  Church  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  S.  N.  Griffiths, 
residing  in  Pennsylvania. 
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The  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Fitzhugh,  from  the  Diocese  of  £aston«  accepted 
an  invitation  to  the  Rectorship  of  Chri&t  Church,  Broad  Creek,  in 
August,  1882.  In  February  last,  Mr.  Fitzhugh  became,  also,  Rector 
of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Seaford,  which  parish  had  remained  vacant  for 
more  than  two  years.  I  am  rejoiced  to  announce  that  it  has  now  a 
settled  Rector,  and  that  it  is  purposed  soon  to  replace  the  present 
churchy  which  "has  suffered  from  the  inroads  of  time,  by  a  new  and 
more  attractive  edifice.  Mr.  Fitzhugh,  in  addition  to  regular  services 
in  the  two  churches  at  Laurel  and  Seaford,  has  been  officiating  in  the 
old  church  at  Broad  Creek  with  encouraging  attendance. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  McClintock  resighed  the  charge  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  after  an  incumbency  of  only  six  months,  and  returned 
to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Waterman, 
Deacon,  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennyslvania,  has  been  holding  services  in 
the  church  since  February  last. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  G.  W.  Lewis  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St 
Anne's  Church,  Middletown,  April  ist,  1883,  and  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  Albany.  In  my  last  address,  I  announced  the  calamity 
which  had  overtaken  the  Parish  by  the  destruction  of  their  church  by 
fire.  The  work  of  reconstruction  was  soon  commenced,  and  prose- 
cuted with  so  much  energy  that  the  new  church  was  occupied  on 
Christmas  Day.  It  is  in  size  and  arrangement  the  same  with  the 
former  building,  and  the  congregation  may  be  congratulated  on  the 
speedy  and  complete  restoration  of  their  beautiful  house  of  prayer. 

The  Rev.  Angelo  A.  Benton,  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
was  offered,  by  the  Trustees  of  Delaware  College,  the  Professorship  in 
that  institution  resigned  by  Mr.  Jefferis,  and  accepted  the  same.  He 
became  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  May  nth,  1883, 
although  he  had  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  Professorship  some 
time  before.  For  some  months  past  he  has  been  rendering  ministerial 
services  at  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  the  Rector  of  which,  the 
Rev.  T.  G.  Littell,  was  prostrated  by  a  dangerous  illness  early  in  the 
Spring.  The  recovery  of  our  beloved  brother  from  this  severe  attack  is 
cause  for  sincere  thanksgiving  to  our  heavenly  Father,  and  it  is  our 
trust  that  his  health  will  be  fully  re-established,  so  that  he  may  resume 
his  pastoral  work,  and  long  continue  to  minister  to  the  Hock  by  whom 
he  is  esteemed  very  highly  in  love. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  A.  Stone  has  felt,  to  such  a  degree,  the  failure 
of  strength,  that  rest  has  become  indispensable,  and  he  proposes 
speedily  to  relinquish  the  active  duties  of  his  ministry.  The  severance 
of  the  bond  uniting  Mr.  Stone  and  the  Parish  which  he  has  served  with  so 
much  fidelity  for  thirteen  years,  is  a  sore  grief  and  trial.  Our  beloved 
brother  may  be  assured  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy  with  him  in  his 

afilictioni  of  our  sincere  respect, and  prayers  for  his  comfort,  and,  if  it 

please  God,  for  his  fuU  recovery.

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My  attention  has  been  called  to  an  inadvertence  in  my  statement 
of  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Henry  L.  Phillips,  made  to  the  Convention  of 
1881.  After  quoting  my  letter  of  December  8th,  1880,  to  Mr. 
Phillips,  I  stated  that  to  this  letter  I  received  no  answer.  I  have  since 
had  evidence  that  Mr.  Phillips  did  answer  that  letter,  his  reply  having 
been  mislaid,  so  that  I  did  not  meet  with  it  in  examining  the  papers. 
It  was  a  letter  of  mine  of  subsequent  date,  which  remained  unanswered. 
I  make  this  correction,  so  that  the  record  may  be  entirely  accurate, 
the  merits  of  the  question  being  in  no  way  affected.  I  shall  be  ready 
and  glad  to  remove  the  inhibition  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips, 
as  also  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Frost,  D.  D.,  as  soon  as  I  have 
assurance  of  their  acquiescence  in  the  decisions  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  in  their  respective  cases.

On  the  loth  of  June,  1882,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  alienation  by 
Grace  Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  of  the  land  on  which  the  former 
church  stood,  very  sufficient  reasons  being  presented. 

On  Sunday,  October  8th,  I  delivered  the  sermon  at  the  opening 
of  the  new  Trinity  Chapel,  Wilmington.  The  building,  inexpensive  but 
neat  and  commodious,  is  placed  on  the  rear  of  the  very  eligible  lot, 
purchased  by  the  Parish,  in  a  rapidly  improving  part  of  the  city  so 
that  when  the  Parish  shall  be  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a  larger,  and 
more  costly  church,  it  will  remain  for  the  use  of  the  Sunday  School 
and  other  purposes.  The  course  pursued  by  the  Vestry  in  thus  pro- 
viding for  the  present  accommodation  of  the  worshipers,  without 
incurring  the  harrassing  burden  of  debt,  commends  itself  as  eminently 
judicious  and  conducive  to  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Parish. 

A  petition  having  been  presented  to  me,  signed  by  a  number  of 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  most  of  whom  had 
been  worshipers  in  the  Old  Swedes'  Church,  for  permission  to  orga- 
nize and  establish  a  separate  and  independent  Parish  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  city  of  Wilmington,  I  laid  the  same  before  the  Standin  g 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  their  advice,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  April,  1883.  The  Standing  Committee,  as  will 
appear  by  their  minutes,  after  full  and  careful  consideration,  consented 
to  grant  the  prayer  ot  the  petitioners,  and  advised  me  to  give  the 
permission  desired,  which  I  accordingly  did,  on  the  2nd  day  of  June, 
1883,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2,  of  Canon  5,  of 
Title  2  of  the  Digest  of  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  of  America.     My  consent  was  given  after  assurance  that  a 
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suitable  lot  would  be  purchased,  not  in  too  close  proximity  with  the 
old  church,  and  that  a  building  would  be  erected  in  a  reasonable  tine. 
There  is  ample  field  in  that  thriving  portion  of  the  city  for  another 
congregation,  without,  as  I  trust,  causing  any  permament  injury  to 
that  worshiping  in  the  ancient  sanctuary,  so  highly  prized  and 
venerated  as  a  monument  of  the  piety  of  the  founders  of  the  city  of 
Wilmington.  I  was  gratified  to  learn  that  the  vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  who  have  shown  a  generous  spirit  in  this  matter,  intend  to 
maintain  regular  services  as  heretofore. 

The  church  at  Delaware  City,,  after  the  trial  times  through  which 
it  has  passed,  seems  to  be  prospering  greatly  under  the  ministry  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard. 

The  Rev.  L.  H.  Jackson  has  been  appointed  Missionary  at  Har- 
rington, and  feels  encouraged  by  the  attendance  and  interest  shown  in 
his  services. 

St.  John  Baptist,  Milton,  without  a  settled  pastor,  has  been 
supplied  with  frequent  services  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Douglass,  Jackson, 
and  Waterman. 

New  churches,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  will  be  soon  commenced 
at  Seaford,  as  before  mentioned,  and  in  place  of  the  present  St  John's 
Church,  Greenville. 

The  walls  of  St.  George's  Church,  Indian  River,  had  become  so 
weakened  by  time  as  to  cause  apprehensions  for  the  stability  of  the 
building.  Extensive  repairs  became  necessary,  which  have  been 
made  in  a  thorough  manner,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  venerable 
church  has  been  greatly  improved  in  its  interior.  The  successful 
completion  of  this  needed  improvement  is  mainly  owing  to  the  energy 
and  personal  superintendence  of  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rev. 
G.  W.  Johnson. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  assume  the  control  of  the  church 
lot  belonging  to  Prince  George's  Church,  Dagsboro. 

On  the  22nd  of  June  at  the  commencement  of  the  Philadelphia 
Divinity  School,  in  Holy  Trinity  Church,  at  the  request  of  the  Rt 
Rev.  W.  B  Stevens,  I  ordained  three  persons  to  the  Diaconate,  viz : 
John  Pallam  Williams,  John  Benj.  Williams,  and  Paulus  Moart — and 
admitted  three  Deacons  to  the  Order  of  Priests,  viz :  the  Reverends 
Mardon  Dewees  Wilson,  William  Marshall  Harrison,  and  Henry  M.  G. 
Huff.  At  the  same  time  and  place,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Jaggar 
of  Southern  Ohio,  I  ordained  J.  Milton  Boyd,  Deacon. 

At  the  request  of  Bishop  Stevens,  I  also  laid  the  corner  stone  of 
Calvary  Church,  (Bishop  White  Memorial,)  on  the  29th  of  June,  in 
West  Philadelphia. 
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On  the  17th  of  January,  1883,  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.  D.,  as 
assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

So  far  as  I  can  judge  from  the  general  aspect  of  things,  the  large 
congregations  gathered  at  my  visitation,  the  zeal  and  liberality  mani- 
fested in  church  improvements,  and  the  evident  devotion  of  my 
clerical  brethren  to  their  great  and  blessed  work,  the  condition  of  the 
Diocese  is  as  hopeful  and  cheering  as  I  have  ever  known  it.  We  need 
an  increase  of  missionary  contributions  to  do  justice  to  our  home- 
field,  and  to  enable  us  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  who  are 
struggling  to  sustain  the  worship  of  God,  in  comparative  weakness. 
For  the  quietness  and  peace  enjoyed  during  the  year,  andfor  tokens 
of  affectionate  regard  shown  to  myself,  my  thanks  are  rendered  to 
the  Giver  of  every  blessing.

The  tenor  of  our  report  is  very  much  the  same  as  for  years  pre- 
vioos.  For  good  accomplished,  and  evidence  that  our  labor  is  not  in 
vain,  we  thank  God  and  take  courage.  Our  limited  means  and  ina- 
bility to  enlarge  our  operations  we  deplore.  Contributions  from 
parishes  sum  up  in  the  aggregate,  about  the  same  as  last  year,  some 
churches  exceeding,  and  others  falling  below  the  amounts  then  given. 

Another  of  our  principal  individual  contributors,  Mr.  Samuel 
Hailan,  Jr.,  has  departed  this  life,  and  we  shall  miss  his  generous* 
assistance  so  long  enjoyed.  It  would  greatly  cheer  and  strengthen 
OS,  if  some  of  our  laymen,  to  whom  God  has  given  the  means,  would 
come  forward  and  fill  the  vacancies  made  by  death  in  the  ranks  of  our 
donors.  One  of  our  faithful  Missionaries,  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Murphey, 
has  removed  from  the  diocese.  The  Rev.  L.  H.  Jackson,  has  been 
appointed  Missionary  at  Harrington,  from  February  4th,  1883,  and 
speaks  quite  favorably  of  the  attendance  and  interest  in  his  services. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Fitzhugh  has  been  laboring  with  energy  and  apparent 
success  at  old  Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek,  and  has  been  specially 
encouraged  by  the  number  of  young  persons  coming  for  instruction. 
We  have  not  been  in  a  position  financially  to  give  our  help  to  this 
good  work  the  last  year,  but  hope  the  means  for  this  purpose  may  be 
provided  during  the  present.  The  extensive  field  occupied  by  our 
Missionary  at  large  shews  the  good  results  of  his  labors  in  increasing 
congregations  and  flourishing  Sunday  Schools. 
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An  interesting  class  was  confirined  at  St  Andrew's  Chapel,  Ellis 
Grove.  St.  George's  Church,  Indian  River,  the  walls  of  which  were 
in  an  unsafe  condition,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  at  an  expense  of 
about  eight  hundred  dollars.  It  stands  now  solid  and  firm,  likely  to 
last  another  hundred  years,  and  the  interior  has  been  greatly  improved^ 
the  Missionary  himself  giving  his  services  as  architect  and  super- 
intendent of  the  work.

Rev.  L.  W.  Gibson  for  two  years,  to  succeed  Rev.  W.  G.  W. 
Lewis,  (removed  from  the  Diocese.) 

A  ballot  was  ordered  upon  the  confirmation  of  the 
nomination,  and  Messrs.  Littell  and  Stockly  were  ap- 
pointed tellers.  The  tellers  reported  the  ballot,  and  the 
Bishop  announced  the  election  of

The  Convention  re-assembled.  The  annual  mis- 
sionary meeting  was  held.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by 
.the  Rev.  Messrs.  Littell  and  Johnson.  After  the  singing 
of  the  283d  hymn,  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Gibson,  Douglass,  Fitzhugh,  and  the  Bishop. 
The  usual  oflfering  for  missions  in  the  Diocese  was  made, 
and  after  the  singing  of  the  289th  hymn,  and  prayers,  the 
Bishop  pronounced  the  Benediction. 

The  Convention  resumed  business.  The  Secretary 
read  the  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session,  and  they  were 
approved.

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  remove  from 
our  midst  our  friends  and  brethren,  Judge  Layton,  of  Georgetown, 

and  Dr.  Wm.  Cummins,  of  Smyrna. 

Resoivedy  That,  in  their  decease,  we  have  lost  devoted  members 
of  the  Church,  who  have  served  her  faithfully  as  laymen,  in  their  own 
parishes,  and  as  delegates  to  the  Convention,  off  and  on,  for  nearly 
half  a  century.  Their  bearing  in  our  Conventions  was  always  indica- 
tive of  the  deep  interest  they  felt  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior,  Jesus  Christ. 

Rtsolvedy  That  we  shall  ever  cherish  a  lively  recollection  of  their 
kindness  and  cordial  hospitality,  so  often  extended  to  the  members  of 
the  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  their  families  in  their 
irreparable  loss,  but,  together  with  them,  we  rejoice,  and  are  not  a 
little  comforted  by  the  reflection  that  they  have  been  ''  gathered  unto 
their  fathers,  having  the  testimony  of  a  good  conscience,  in  the  com- 
munion of  the  Catholic  Church,  in  the  confidence  of  a  certain 
faith^  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  religious  and  holy  hope ;  in 
£avour  with  God,  and  in  perfect  charity  with  the  world."

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And,  on  his  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution :

3.  Resolved^  that  any  parish  which  has,  or  may  hereafter  con- 
tribute, either  of  itself  or  by  its  members,  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate,  the  full  amount  apportioned  to  it  under  the  aforenamed 
resolution  shall,  thereafter,  be  free  from  any  assessment  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  until  such  time  as,  by  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
$30,000  shall  have  been  declared  to  be  insufficient  as  an  Episcopal 
Endowment  Fund.  Any  parish  which  has  or  may  hereafter  contribute, 
in  the  manner  aforesaid,  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  sum  now  appor- 
tioned to  it,  such  excess  shall  remain  as  a  credit  to  it  on  account  of 
any  future  apportionment. 

4  Resolved f  that  the  committee  provided  for  in  Canon  X,  be 
instructed  to  assess  each  parish,  as  its  portion  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  for  the  coming  year,  a  sum  equal  to  four  per  cent,  on  the 
baU'.nce  of  its  apportionment  unpaid,  and  for  each  succeeding  year, 
increase  the  sum  so  assessed  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  re- 
maining balance  until  the  sum  assessed  upon  each  parish  for  the 
Episcopal  Fund  shall  be  equal  to  six  per  cent,  upon  the  balance  of  its 
apportionment  remaining  unpaid,  after  which  the  assessment  shall 
continue  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  upon  such  unpaid  balance. 
Parishes  that  have  paid  their  apportionment  in  full,  or  hereafter  when 
they  have  done  so,  shall  be  exempt  from  assessment  for  the  Episcopal 
fund  by  said  committee,  except  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  resolution. 

5.  Resolved,  that  in  the  future,  assessments  under  Canon  X  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  "Trustees 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,"  and 
shall  become  due,  one-half  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  Convention,  and  the  remainder,  six  months  thereafter. 

7  Resolved,  that  the  respective  parishes  are  earnestly  urged,  as  an 
act  of  duty,  and  in  consideration  of  the  terms  of  the  above  resolutions, 
to  contribute  to  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate, the  balances  remaining  unpaid  upon  the  apportionment  made 
upon  them,  respectively.

OF  THE 


IN  THE  STATE  OF  DELAWARE. 


ARTICLE  I. 


Of  occidinfT  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the   General  Con^ 

vention. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to,  recognizes  and 
adopts  the  general  Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its 
authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  the  meetim^  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June,  in  each  year ;  alternately  in  each  County  in  this 
State;  (Provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  a  prevailing  contagious 
disease  in  the  place  thus  designated ;  or  a  domestic  insurrection  in,  or 
of  an  invasion  of,  the  county  so  named  for  holding  the  Convention,  by 
a  public  enemy — that  the  Bishop,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  may 
appoint  such  other  place  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention 
as  they  may  deem  expedient;  of  which  change  of  the  place  of  hold- 
ing the  Convention,  due  public  notice  shall  be  given,  and  also  special 
notice  to  the  ministers  of  the  several  parishes  in  this  State,)  at  such 
place  as  a  previous  Convention  may  designate.  The  time  of  meeting 
may  be  altered,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Convention.  And  special 
Conventions  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  none,  by  the 
Standing  Committee ;  one  month's  previous  notice  being  given. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Of  fpiembers  of  the  Convention, 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers  reg- 
ularly settled  in  some  congregation  in  this  Diocese ;  and  of  Lay  Mem- 
bers, consisting  of  two  delegates  from  each  congregation,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Vestry  thereof;  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  by  the  congregation. 
And  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  this  diocese,  who  are  engaged 


68 

as  PgrofessorSy  or  Instructors  of  youth,  in  any  Diocesan  Institution,  or 
in  any  Academy  or  Seminary  of  learning,  officially  recommended  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing 
Committee  ;  and  also  Missionaries,  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  this  diocese,  and  Chaplains  in  the  Navy  or  Army  of  the  United 
States,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 

Provided,  that  all  such  Clergymen  shall  have  been  actually  and 
personally,  and  also  canonically,  resident  within  this  State  for  not  less 
than  six  csdendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
and  that  all  such  Clergymen,  engaged  in  the  work  of  instruction  only, 
and  Chaplains,  shall  have  been  actually  and  personally,  and  also 
canonically,  resident  in  this  State,  not  less  than  twelve  calendar 
months,  next  before  such  meeting. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  whether 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  having  charge  of  it  provisionally,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  one  of  them  shall  preside. 
If  there  be  none,  the  Convention  shall  elect  for  its  President  one  of  the 
Presbyters  attending. 

No  Clergyman  of  advanced  years  or  infirm  health,  who  has  been 
once  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall  lose  his  right  thereto 
by  reason  of  having  ceased  from  the  active  duties  of  his  caUing. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum, 

Six  members  of  the  clerical,  and  twelve  of  the  lay  Order,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjourn. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention. 

In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy 
and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  but  if,  upon  any  question,  it  be 
required  by  two  members,  the  two  Orders  shall  vote  separately ;  (the 
lay  delegation  from  each  parish  being  entitled  to  but  one  vote,  when  re- 
quired by  the  delegates  of  two  parishes  ;)  and  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any 
measure. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  immediately  upon  the  assembling  of 
the  Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  by  a  joint 
ballot,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Conven- 
tion. His  duty  shall  be  to  take  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to 
preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body, 
to  publish  the  annual  Journal  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  or  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  Convention,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands 
of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  m  his  possession.  He  shall  transmit,  annu- 
ally, to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to 
the  Secretary  of  each  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal.  He 
shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  a  certificate  signed  by 
himself,  containing  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the 
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amount  of  the  funds  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them) 
to  the  General  Theological  Seminar)* ;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the 
appointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
give  at  least  one  months  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published 
in  this  State,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  every  Convention, 
whether  stated  or  speciaL 

When  a  vacancy  occurs,  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  in 
the  office  of  Secretary,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  opining  of  the  Convention, 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  the  celebration  of  Divine 
service,  and  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop,  either  to  deliver  a  charge  or  sermon,  or  to  appoint  one  of  his 
Clerg^  to  preach,  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  If  there  be  no 
Bishop,  or  none  having  provisional  charge  of  the  Diocese,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  the  preacher. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee, 

Before  the  adjournment  of  each  Annual  Convention  a  Standing 
Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  a  concurrent  ballot  of  both  Orders, 
which  shall  consist  of  three  of  the  Clergy  and  two  of  the  laity.  This 
committee  shall  cortinue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  next  Annual 
Convention,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed.  In  case  of 
vacancy  occurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  committee  shall,  by  ballot,  supply  the  same.  The  Standing  Com- . 
mittee  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  appointment,  elect  from 
their  own  body  a  president  and  secretary  ;  and  if  either  of  these  offices 
become  vacant,  the  vacancy  shall,  without  delay,  be  filled  by  another 
election  The  president  shall  be  a  Presbyter.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  election  of  a  Bishop, 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  Conven- 
tion in  the  following  manner.  The  Order  of  the  clergy  shall  nominate 
and  appoint,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Presbyter  for  that  office ; 
and  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  that  Order  shall  be  requisite  to  constitute 
a  choice ;  and  thereupon,  such  appointment  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Order  of  the  lay  delegates,  and  considered  by  them ;  and  if,  on  a 
ballot,  it  should  appear  that  the  person  so  nominated  be  approved  of 
by  two-thirds  of  the  lay  Order,  he  shall  then  be  declared  to  be  duly 
elected.  And  upon  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopal  office  in 
this  church,  by  death  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied 
by  an  election  in  the  manner  before  prescribed.  No  election  for  a 
Bishop  shall  be  held,  unless  there  be  present  at  the  time,  three-fourths 
of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  and  delegates 
from  three-fourths  of  all  the  congregations  in  union  with  the  same, and 
contributing  to  the  Convention  Fund. 
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ARTICLE  X. 
Pf  the  trial  of  Clergymen, 

Section  i.  Any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  may  be 
presented  for  trial  for  any  crime  or  other  offense,  as  provided  in  Canon 
2,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention.  * 

Sec.  2.  Every  such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Bishop, 
to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  A  presentment  shall  specify  with  clearness  and  certainty 
the  offense  or  offenses  charged,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  persons 
making  it. 

Sec.  4..  A  presentment  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Vestry, 
in  a  vestry  meeting  duly  convened,  of  the  Parish  with  which  the  per- 
son accused  is  connected ;  or,  if  he  be  not  connected  with  any  parisli 
in  which  he  resides ;  or,  if  he  do  not  reside  within  the  limits  of  any 
parish,  of  the  parish  nearest  to  his  place  of  residence ;  or  by  four  or 
more  male  communicantJs  of  the  same;  or  by  two  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese ;  a  presentment  being  always  made  by  one  of  the  above  classes, 
exclusive  of  the  others ;  and  a  Deacon  not  being  permitted  to  unite  in 
a  presentment 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  any  such  presentment  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  deem  advisable  after  consultation  with 
the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  the  president  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, as  the  case  may  be,  after  such  advisement,  to  take  measures  for 
trial,  and  to  furnish  a  copy  of  said  presentment  to  the  accused,  giving^ 
him  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  shall, thereupon, summon  all  the  Presbyters  of 
this  Diocese,  except  such  as  may  have  presented,  to  meet  at  some 
convenient  place  within  the  same,  on  some  day  not  less  than  thirty  days 
after  the  date  of  said  summons ;  of  which  Presbyters,  any  three  or 
more  attending,  shall  be  the  court  for  the  trial  of  the  party  accused,  to 
decide  upon  his  guilt  or- innocence,  and,  if  found  guilty,  to  recommend 
a  sentence  by  a  majority  of  voices. 

Sec.  7.  A  copy  of  the  presentment  and  a  notice  of  the  summons 
of  the  said  Presbyters  shall  be  served  upon  the  party  accused,  at  least, 
twenty  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  trial,  by  delivering  the  same  to 
him  personally,  or  leaving  the  same  at  his  place  of  residence,  or  his 
last  place  of  residence  in  this  State,  if  he  have  left  the  same,  or  can- 
not be  found. 

Sec.  8  The  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  with  the  records  of  the  trial  and  the  sentence  recommended ; 
and  the  Bishop  may  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear

TITLE  II,  CANON  2. 
Ofofftnsisfor  which  MinisUrs  may  be  iritd  and punixhed 

Sbc.  1.  Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  for  the  fol- 
lowing oflenccs,  viz: 

I.  Crime  or  immorality. 

s.  Holding  or  teachin|:.  publicly  or  privately^  and  advisedly,  any  doctrine  contrary  to  that 
held  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

3.  Violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

4.  Violation  of  the  Constituti«n  or  Canons  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs. 

5.  Any  act  which  involves  a  breach  of  his  Ordination  Vows. 

And  on  being  found  guilty  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or  degraded,  according  to 
the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  trial  takes  place,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  ^ 
General  Convention,

to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity 
that  recommended  by  the  Court  of  trial ;  and  his  sentence  shall  be 
final ;  or,  if  the  Bishop  deem  it  necessary  to  justice,  he  may  order  a 
new  trial,  to  be  held  as  herein  before  directed. 

Sec.  9.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  sentence  of  the  Court  shall  be 
submitted  to  some  neighboring  Bishop,  who  may  either  order  a  new 
trial,  or  ratify  and  pronounce  the  said  sentence,  which  shall  then  be 
final. 

Sec  10.  Witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  and  for  the  defense,  at  the 
request  of  the  party  accused,  shall  be  summoned  by  t  e  said  Court, 
for  a  fill!  and  impartial  hearing  of  the  whole  matter. 

Sec  1 1  The  party  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  present  at  the 
trial  and  to  be  heard  in  his  defense ;  and  may  avail  himself  of  the  aid 
of  counsel. 

Sec.  13.  The  records  of  all  proceedings  on  the  presentment  of  a 
clergyman  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  to  be  preserved  with  their  papers. 

Sec.  13.  If  the  accused  be  acquitted,  the  Bishop,  or  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  require,  shall  give  him  a 
certificate  of  acquittal,  embracing  a  copy  of  the  presentment ;  and  he 
shall  not  be  subject  to  presentment  again  on  the  same  charge. 

ARTICLE  XL 
Of  a  Clergyman  accused  by  public  rumor. 

Section  i.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  clergyman  b  under  the  impu- 
tation of  having  been  guilty  of  any  ofiense  or  misconduct  for  which  he 
is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an 
investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  two  Presbyters,  as  a 
committee  of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  such  rumors  or 
allegations,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2,  of  Canon  2,  Title  II, 
of  the  General  Convention.     * 

Sec  2.  Should  the  crime,  ofiense,  misdemeanor,  of  which  said 
clergyman  is  accused,  be  found  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon 
such  inquiry,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  consulta- 
tation  with  the  Standing  Committee  he  shaJl  deem  such  finding 
insufficient,  to  proceed  to  take  measures  for  trial,  as  is  provided  in 
Article  X  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  admission  of  new  Parishes. 

Any  Protestant  Episcopal  congregation  within  this  State,  duly 
organized,  but  not  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  at  the 
time  of  ordaining  this  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire 
benefit  thereof  as  soon  as  they  shall  signify  their  ratification  of  it  either 


«  Sbc  9.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  accused  by  public  rumor^  of  discontinu- 
ing an  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office  without  lawful  cause,  or  of  liring  in  the  habitual  disuse 
of  public  worship  or  of  the  holv  Eucharist*  according  to  the  cffices  of  this  Church,  or  of  being 
puity  of  any  or  either  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  the  first  Section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Biftiiop,  or  it  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  see  that 
an  inquiry  be  instituted  as  to  tne  truth  of  such  public  nimor.  And  in  case  of  the  individual 
beia^  proceeded  against  and  convicted,  according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  Conventions  of  the  respective  Dioceses,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or  degraded, 
as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  in  conformity  with  their  respective  Constitutions  and 
Canons. 
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in  writing  or  by  sending  lay  delegates  as  members  of  the  Convention ; 
and  such  congregation  shall  thereafter  be  benefited  and  bound  by  every 
rule  or  canon  which  shall  be  framed  by  any  convention,  acting  under 
the  constitution,  for  the  government  of  this  Church  in  ecclesiastical 
concerns. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  Ministers^  members  of  Vestries. 

The  Presbyter  who  is  settled  as  the  minister  of  the  parish  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  vestry  thereof,  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its 
meetings. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  the  mode  in  which  the  Constitution  may  be  changed. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  except  in  the  following 
manner :  A  proposition  for  any  change  shall  be  introduced  in  writing 
and  considered  in  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  the  same  shall  be 
published  at  large  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and,  if  again 
approved  of,  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  two 
Orders  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the 
Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 


CANONS 


OF  THE 


IN  THE  STATE  OF  DELAWARE 


CANON  I. 
A  List  to  bi  made  of  the  Clergy, 

Sec.  I  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a 
list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures 
or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  colleges,  academies, 
or  general  seminaries  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged,  or  in  re- 
gard to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or  institutions 
of  learning  as  above  mentioned,  their  places  of  residence  only,  distin- 
guishing those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention  bhall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Sec.  3.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  having  provisional  charge 
of  this  Diocese,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  pre- 
pare the  said  list,  and  lay  it  before  the  Convention. 

CANON  II. 

Certificates  of  Lay  Delegates, 

The  appointment  of  a  lay  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  parish  of  which 
he  is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  or  by  the  clerk  or 
secretary  of  the  vestry  of  such  church ;  and  no  other  certificate  of  such 
appointment  shall  be  allowed  or  received.  And  no  lay  delegate  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  eligible  to  the  of- 
fice of  vestryman  of  the  Church  which  he  claims  to  represent. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  Convention  a  Treasurer  of 
the  Church  in  this  State,  who  shall  be  a  man  of  good  character  and 
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responsibility.  He  shall  be  removed  aft  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention; 
but,  unless  so  removed,  he  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor 
is  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  and  exact  account  of  all  moneys 
received  and  paid  by  him;  and  shall  lay  before  the  Convention, 
annually,  or  oftener  if  required,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  his  ac- 
counts. He  shall  pay  no  money  but  by  order  of  the  Convention,  and 
shall  in  all  things  relating  to  his  office,  conform  to  their  rules  and 
directions. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  during 
the  recess  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an  appointment 
to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointjnent  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  I.  Whereas,  by  Canon  XIV,  Skc.  5,  of  Title  I.  of  the 
General  Convention,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  every  minister  to  keep  a 
register  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants,  marriages,  and 
funerals,  within  his  cure,  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  where  his  cure  lies^it  is  hereby 
ordered,  that  the  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth 
of  the  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ; 
the  name  of  the  adult  baptized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed ; 
the  names  of  all  the  communicants  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  authority 
under  which  the  rite  was  celebrated;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried; 
and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed,  or  each  new  com- 
municant admitted.  Thege  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in 
a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  ve$itry  of  each  church ; 
which  book  shall  be  the  parish  register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church. 

Each  minister  shall  also  keep,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all 
the  families  and  adult  persons  within  hb  cure,  to  remain  for  the  use  of 
his  successor,  and  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by  the  future  ministers 
of  the  parish. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas,  by  Canon  XVII,  Sec.  i,  of  Title  i,  of  the 
General  Convention,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  each  minister  to  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual 
Convention,  to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  none,  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations, 
marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his 
cure,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  its  condition; 
it  is  hereby  further  ordered^  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  communi- 
cants, the  minister  shall  state,  besides  the  whole  number  at  the  time, 
the  number  of  additions,  removals  and  deaths  since  the  last  report. 

Sec.  3.  The  above  report  shall  also  mention  the  number  of 
teachers  and  scholars  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  other  catechumens 
connected  with  the  parish — and  the  amount  of  contributions  for 
religious  and  charitable  objects,  specifying  them. 

Sec.  4.  When  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  register 
contemplated  by  this  canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed 
by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose;  and  the  annual  parochial  report  shall 
be  presented  or  forwarded,  as  ordered  in  Sec.  2,  by  the  Wardens. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Report  to  the  General  Convention, 

A  coramitlee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  same  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of 
the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Skc.  I.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
concurrent  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  votes,  at  every  stated  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese ;  and  their  appointment  shall  continue  until  the 
next  stated  Convention,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places 

Sec.  2.  If  any  deputy  elected  should  discover  his  inability  to  attend 
the  General  Convention,  he  shall,  immediately,  notify  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  such  inability ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  Committee  to  fill  vacancies  from  this,  or  any  other  cause,  up 
to  the  times  of  meeting  of  General  Conventions. 

Sec.  3.  Any  vacancy  in  a  Deputation  to  any  General  Convention 
existing  at  the  time  of  its  meeting,  or  occurring  during  its  sessions,  or 
at  any  session  thereafter,  may  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  votes  of 
the  remaining  Deputies. 

Sec.  4.  Clerical  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  may  present 
an  account  of  their  expenses  in  their  travel  and  attendance  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the 
same,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  out  of  its  funds. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Lay  Discipline* 

Sec.  I.  If  a  layman,  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  according 
to  the  rubric,  shall  complain  thereof  to  the  Bishop,  according  to  Canon 
XII,  Sec.  2,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop,  [or  his 
assistant  Bishop,]  whether  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  having  pro- 
visional charge  thereof,  shall,  unless  he  restore  him  to  the  Communion 
according  to  said  canon,  appoint  two  disinterested  Clergymen,  and 
two  disinterested  laymen  who  are  communicants,  to  inquire  into  and 
try  the  case.  If  they  report  to  the  Bishop  that  the  repelled  person 
should  be  restored,  the  Bishop  shall  so  direct;  and  no  minister  of  this 
Diocese  shall  deny  him  the  Holy  Communion.  If  they  report  other- 
wise, or  make  no  report  within  three  months  from  their  appointment, 
the  repulsion  shall  continue  in  force. 

If  this  judicatory  for  the  trial  of  a  layman  shall  be  equally  divided 
concerning  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  or  the  propriety  of  restoring  him 
to  the  Communion,  they  may  elect  as  umpire  any  other  disinterested 
male  communicant  in  thb  diocese  whether  clerical  or  lay,  and  make 
their  report  within  three  months  as  aforesaid.  And,  at  any  time  after 
conviction,  if  the  judicatory  do  not  define  the  term  of  the  repulsion, 
the  Bishop,  [or  his  assistant  Bishop,]  or  the  minister  of  the  parish,  be- 
ing a  Presbyter,  may  restore  the  repelled  person  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  according  to  the  rubric. 

Sec.  2.  Communicants  neglecting  the  Holy  Communion  or  the 
public  worship  of  the  Church  for  the  space  of  six  months  without  a 
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reason  satisfactory  to  their  parochial  minister,  or  leading  inconsistent 
and  immoral  lives,  may,  after  admonition,  be  suspended  by  the  minis- 
ter from  the  Communion  ;  and  if,  within  a  reasonable  time,  there  is  no 
satisfactory  proof  given  of  reformation,  their  names  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Parochial  Register  of  Communicants  ;  and  they  shall  be 
considered  as  repelled,  and  notified  thereof.  Notice  is,  in  all  such 
cases,  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop  according  to  the  provision  of  the 
rubric  concerning  repulsion,  and  the  same  proceedings  may  be  had 
as  provided  in  Sec.  i. 

Sec.  3.  A  layman  under  repulsion  from  the  Holy  Communion,  if 
visited  with  extreme  or  mortal  sickness,  may  be  re-admitted  to  that 
ordinance  without  trial,  or,  after  conviction,  if  the  Presbyter  attend- 
ing him  deem  him  truly  penitent  and  in  charity  with  all  men. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  Trials  and  Penalties. 

Sec.  I.  All  trials,  whether  of  clergymen  or  laymen,  shall  be  in 
public  if  the  party  accused  so  require,  unless  the  judicatory  are  of 
opinion  that  such  publicity  will  occasion  unholy  scoffing,  and  be  con- 
trary to  edification.  When  a  public  trial  is  refused,  the  accused  may 
have  present  any  six  male  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  may  have  present  the 
same  number  of  other  such  communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Witnesses  at  any  trial  may,  if  demanded  by  either  party, 
be  put  on  oath.  Written  evidence  may  be  admitted  on  either  side, 
the  other  party  having  had  sufficient  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  the  same,  and  being  allowed  to  attend  when  it  is  taken  ;  and 
the  persons  examined  for  the  written  evidence  may  also  be  put  on 
oath. 

Sec.  3.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  the  accused,  if  he  require  it,  in 
which  case,  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed  the 
same  privilege.  And  every  judicatory  may  have  counsel  as  they  shall 
desire. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee, 

Sec.  I.  At  each  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 
committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officiOy  and  two 
clergymen  and  two  laymen  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Mis- 
sionary and  Education  Committee,  to  which  shall  be  entrusted  the 
charge  of  conducting  the  operations  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of 
Missions,  Education,  and  benevolent  objects  connected  therewith. 
This  committee  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  report  their 
doings  to  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  their  appointment  shall 
continue  until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  or  until  others  are  chosen 
in  their  places. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  raise  contributions 
for  the  purpose  designated  in  the  following  section,  by  collection,  or 
otherwise,  twice  in  each  year,  or  oftener,  which  shall  be  remitted  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  employ  the  funds  so  transmitted  to 
them,  in  support  of  Missionaries  laboring  within  this  diocese,  [such 
Missionaries  being  always  nominated  by  the  Bishop,]  or  transmit  the 
same,  or  a  portion  thereof,  to  the  Domestic  or  the  Foreign  Committee 
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of  the  General  Board  of  Missions ;  or  employ  a  portion  thereof  in  as- 
sisting deserving  and  indigent  candidates  for  the  sacred  ministry  in 
their  necessary  preparation  for  the  same! ;  or  in  the  erection  or  repair 
of  churches  in  feeble  Parishes,  at  their  discretion.  But  any  Parish  or 
donor  may  direct  the  application,  wholly  or  in  part,  of  their  contribu- 
tions, which  directions  shall  be  strictly  observed. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Apportionments  for  Convention  Expenses^  and  the  support  of  the 

Episcopate, 

At  each  Convention  a  Committee  shall  be  appointed  to  consist  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, unless  otherwise  ordered,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  apportion 
among  the  Parishes,  in  the  most  equitable  manner,  the  expenses  and 
charges  to  which  the  Convention  is  liable.  It  shall  be  their  further 
duty  to  assess  the  Parishes,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  apportionment  and  resolutions  adopted  at  the 
Convention  of  1882,  and  published  in  the  Journal  thereof,  on  pages 
sixteen  to  nineteen,  inclusive,  and  to  publish  the  above  assessment  in 
the  Journal.  The  said  Committees  shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty 
of  promoting  the  increase  of  said  Fund. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Vestry  of  a  Church, 

Sec.  I.  In  every  church  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election  on  Easter  Monday,  unless  some  other  day  be  specified  in  the 
Charter  or  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Parish,  of  a  Vestry,  consist- 
ing of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  nine  members,,  which  number, 
unless  specified  by  articles  of  association  or  by  charter,  shall  be 
designated  before  the  election  takes  place,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  be  judges  of  their 
own  election ;  and  in  such  elections  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  decide 
the  choice.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be  designated  at  the  elec- 
tion to  serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  Senior 
Warden  of  the  Parish — who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  the  absence  of  both,  the 
Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  ptoceed- 
ings — attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and 
papers  belonging  to  the  Parish — perform  such  other  duty  as  shall  be 
legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  documents  of  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his 
possession. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  who 
is  not  a  pew  or  seat  holder  or  renter,  or  annual  subscriber  to  the 
support  of  the  minister  of  the  church,  or  a  male  communicant  of  the 
same.    . 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a 
qualified  voter  in  the  Parish,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2,  and 
an  habitual  attendant  upon  the  services  of  the  church  for  which  he  is 
elected. 
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Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral 
conduct,  or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  or 
entirely  neglect  attendance  upon  public  worship,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  uiinister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  minister,  of  the  Senior 
Warden,  to  present  him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  be- 
ing satistied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel  him,  provided  always,  that  at  least  a 
majority  ol  the  whole  number  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that  the 
person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

-Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  ot  the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect 
and  call  a  minister,  to  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in 
the  church  during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general, 
to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being  understood  always  that  the 
spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of 
tne  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws 
of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duiy  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  provide  the  ele- 
ments for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  and  offerings  at  the 
administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case 
the  church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and  while  the  church  is  destitute 
of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship  by  oc- 
casional clerical  services,  or  by  lay-reading,  under  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  Senior  Warden,  and  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the 
request  of  two  Vestrymen.  The  Vestry  may  adjourn,  from  time  to 
time,  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  in  union  with  the  Convention  are  exempted  from 
any  parts  of  this  Canon  interfering  with  their  charters,  articles  of 
association,  or  by-laws.) 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Lay-Readers, 

No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  ofHciate  as  a  Lay- 
Reader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency, 
without  a  written  license  from  the  Bishop;  and,  lay-readers  shall,  in 
ail  cases,  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  IX,  of  Title  i,  of  the 
General  Convention. 

CANON  XIIL 

Of  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese 

of  Delaware, 

At  each  annual  Convention,  one  Trustee  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  shall  be  elected  by  concurrent 
ballot  of  both  orders,  to  continue  in  office  for  the  terin  of  six  years,  or 
until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  (if  the  Conven,tion  be  not  in  session,)  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  notify  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
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Diocese  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Committee  to 
supply  such  vacancy,  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  knowledge  of  the  same, 
by  such  notice  or  otherwise. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Committit  on  thi  ConsiituHon  and  Canons. 

SCE.  I.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  a  committee  of  five  persons, 
two  clerscymen  and  three  laymen  of  this  diocese,  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  who  shall  constitute  a  permanent  com- 
mittee, to  wnom  shall  be  referred  for  consideration  and  report  thereon 
all  matters  having  relation  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Diocese. 

Sec.  II.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall  be  elected  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop,  and  in  his  absence,  of  the  President  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

SEC.  III.  At  the  first  election  for  the  members  of  this  committee 
they  shall  be  designated  and  chosen  to  serve  for  one,  two,  three,  four 
and  five  years  respectively ;  and  at  each  annual  convention  thereafter  one 
member  shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  five  years. 

Sec.  IV.  This  committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  oc- 
curing  in  its  Body  between  the  meetings  of  Convention. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Elections, 

In  all  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  regulated  by  the 
constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members,  or,  if  voting  by  Orders,  of  a 
majority  of  all  present  of  the  respective  Orders,  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  Registrar  of  the  Convention. 

A  Registrar  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  Convention,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve  copies  of  its  Journals,  and  all  other  publi- 
lications  and  documents  relating  to  the  history  of  this  Diocese. 

He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  historical  donations,  when  and  by 
whom  presented,  and  within  one  month  after  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor, 
all  books,  papers  and  documents,  which  shall  have  been  intrusted  to 
him,  and  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Alterations  and  Additions  to  the  Canons, 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Convention  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  nor 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by 
a  committee.     Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during 
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the  same  Conventioiii  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not 
concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case,  the  same,  (unless  negatived  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes,)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Repealing  former  Canons* 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  not  included  in  these  Canons, 
are  hereby  repealed.

Proceedings  of  the  Convention. 


Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  June  4,  1884, 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  a  num- 
ber of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  assembled  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  in  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion, by  direction  of  the  chair,  proceeded  to  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats, 
when  the  following  answered  to  their  names  and  took 
their  seats,  viz :

The  chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ellis,  Mr.  S.  M. 
Curtis  and  Dr.  Fowler,  a  committee  to  recei\^  and  ex- 
amine the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates. 

Mr.  Curtis,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  reported  the 
names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  elected,  and,  upon  the 
roll  being  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following  answered 
to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats,  viz :

The  Chair  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order 
was  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  and  appointed  Rev.  Mr. 

Littell  and  Mr.  Culbreth,  tellers,  to  conduct  the  election. 


The  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis,  and 
there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous  consent 
a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  chair  for  Mr.  Curtis  ;  and  no  other 
votes  having  been  cast,  the  chair  announced  as  the  result 
of  the  ballot,  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  duly  elected,  and 
the  Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

Mr.  Chandler  moved  that  the  rules  of  order  of  the 
last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of  the 
present  session,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  rules  of 
order  were  read,  as  follows,  viz  : 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chairi  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advanc- 
ing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

• 

6.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are 
parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold 

private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across,  the  house,  or 
read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  inter- 
ested in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required.  - 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be  determined 
on  before  anything  new  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjourn- 
ment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  diocese. 
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Dn  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats, 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  were  present  the  Rev.  Thomas 
H.  Gordon,  the  Rev.  Henry TuUidge  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev. 
H.  Greenfield  Schorr,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the 
Rev.  V.  H.  Berghaus  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Mr.  Martin  B.  Dunlap,  Candidate  for  Holy  Or- 
ders, in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  it  was 

Resolved,  Tha^this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. , 
to  transact  business,  and  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock,  and  from  6 
to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  his  account  as  Treasurer  of 
the  convention,  and  his  account  as  Treasurer  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  and  also  the  account  of  Mr.  George  D.  Arm- 
strong, the  former  treasurer  of  the  same  corporation,  and 
moved  that  the  same  be  referred  to  a  special  committee 
for  audit,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  chair  appointed 
Dr.  Burr  and  Mr.  Cresson  a  committee  to  audit  the  said 
accounts. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secretary,  for  his 
official  expenses  during  the  past  year,  and,  on  his  motion,  the  Treasurer 
was  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  presented  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  which   was  read,  as  follows,  viz  : — 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  brief 
abstract  of  their  proceedings.     During  the  past  year  they  have  held 
seven  meetings,  viz : 

The  first  meeting  was  held  at  Lewes,  June  6th,  1883,  at  which 
time  the  committee  was  duly  organized,  and  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Spencer, 
D.  D.,  elected  President,  and  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Smith,  Secretary. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  Sept.  loth,  1883,  to 
assist  the  Bishop  in  making  up  the  triennial  report  of  the  Diocese,  to 
be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 
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The  third  meeting  was  held  in  New  Castle,  January  21st,  1884,  at 
which  the  Committee  signed  the  proper  testimonials  giving  their  con- 
sent to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Alfred  Augustin  Watson,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina. 

The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  February  25th,  1884, 
at  which  were  presented  testimonials  of  Rev,  Frederick  Thompson, 
preliminary  to  being  ordained  Presbyter.     No  action  was  taken. 

The  fifth  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  March  loth,  1884, 
when  testimonials  of  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson  were  considered  and 
signed^  recommending  him  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

At  this  meeting  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  grant  per- 
mission to  the  Parbh  at  Laurel  to  sell  their  old  church  buildins^. 

The  sixth  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington^  April  i6th,  1884,  at 
which  were  presented  testimonials  recommending  Rev.  H.  Greenfield 
Schorr  for  ordination  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests.  The  Committee 
considered  and  signed  said  testimonials. 

At  this  meeting  also  was  presented  a  memorial  from  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Wilmington,  asking  leave  to  dissolve  said  Parish,  and  return 
funds  collected  to  the  original  contributors-  Upon  motion,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  Bishop  be  advised,  in  accordance  with  said  petition, 
to  declare  the  Parish  dissolved,  and  advise  the  return  of  subscriptions 
to  the  donors ;  and  after  all  indebtedness  of  the  Parish  has  been  paid, 
whatever  balance  of  funds  be  remaining,  the  same  to  be  deposited  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware,  to  be  held  by  him,  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

The  seventh  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  May  19th,  1884, 

at  which  the  committee  signed  the  proper  testimonials,  giving  consent 

to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Ferguson,  as  Bishop  of  Cape 

Palmas,  Africa,  and  parts  adjacent,  and  of  Rev.   Wm.  Jones  Boone 

as  Bishop  of  Shanghai,  China. 

Testimonials  were  presented,  recommending  Mr.  Robert  H. 
Wright,  and  Mr.  Martin  D.  Dunlap  as  proper  persons  to  be  ordained 
Deacons.  The  Committee  duly  considered  and  signed  canonical  testi- 
monials, recommending  the  aforesaid  gentlemen  to  the  Bishop  for 
ordination.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  the  election  of 
the  Standing  Committee  was  made  the  special  order, 
immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Bishop's  Annual 
address. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  presented  the  report  of  the 
Registrar,  which  was  read  as  follows : — 

The  Registrar  reports  that,  during  the  past  year,  he  has  received 
twenty-four  publications  from  Bishop  Lee,  and  several  Registrars.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Murray,  the  Treasurer  was 
authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Con- 
vention which  was  read,  as  follows: 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  9  of  the 
Constitution,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  that  the  following  altera- 
tions of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to  wit :  those 
comprised  in  the  two  resolutions  subjoined,  said  resolutions  having 
been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  General  Convention  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  Octo* 
ber,  A.  D.  1883,  to  wit : 

L  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Conven- 
tion {^vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.-  240,  363,  379,  280), 

Resolved,  That  Articles  2  and  3  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  substituting  the  words  **House  of  Deputies"  for  the  word  •'Conven- 
tion" in  the  fourteenth  line  of  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  as  printed 
in  the  Digest  of  1880,  and  that  the  words  "House  of  Deputies"  be,  in 
like  manner,  substituted  for  the  word  "Convention"  in  the  twelfth  line 
of  Article  3,  as  printed  above : 

So  that  the  Articles  shall  read  as  follows : — 

ARTICLE  2. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representadon 
of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity.  Such  representation  shall  consist 
of  not  more  than  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  communicants  in 
this  Church,  residents  in  the  Diocese,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Convention  thereof;  and  in  all  questions  when  required 
by  the  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese,  each  Order 
shall  have  one  vote  ;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages  by  Dioceses  shall 
be  conclusive  in  each  Order,  provided  such  majority  comprehend  a 
majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  Order.     The  concurrence 
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of  both  Orders  shallbe  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House  of 
Deputies.  If  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline 
to  appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they  should  neglect  or  decline  to 
appoint  Lay  Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  Order  appointed 
should  neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other 
accident,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  repre- 
sented by  such  Deputy  or  Deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  Lay  or 
ClericaL  And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of 
the  Churches  which  shall  have  adopted  or  may  hereafter  adopt  this 
Constitution,  no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  at 
any  General  Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless 
be  bound  by  the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  3. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more, 
shall,  whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  House, 
with  a  right  to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity ;  and  when  any 
proposed  act  shall  have  passed  the  Honse  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  negative 
thereupon ;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  authenticated  by 
both  Houses.  And  in  all  cases  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  signify  to 
the  House  of  Deputies  their  approbation  or  disapprobation,  (the  latter 
with  their  reasons  in  writing,)  within  three  days  after  the  proposed 
act  shall  have  been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence ;  and,  in  failure 
thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operation  of  a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be 
three  or  more  Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop  attending  a  General 
Convention  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio^  and  shall  vote  with  the  Cleri- 
cal Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs;  and  a  Bishop  shall 
then  preside. 

II.  It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  Convention 
(vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  130,  273,  274,  300—303), — 

Resolved f  That  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  strik> 
ing  out  the  word  "and''  in  the  third  line  of  said  Article,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  following: — 

** Provided,  That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organ- 
ized as  a  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the 
Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese ;  and 

^^ Provided,  further,  That,  when  a  part  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion shall  be  organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdic- 
tion shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election, 
remain  the  Bishop  of  that  part  of  such  Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the 
new  Diocese ;"  and  leaving  the  residue  of  the  said  Article  to  stand  as 
an  independent  paragraph ; 

So  that  the  Article  shall  read  as  follows : — 
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ARTICLE  4. 
The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably 
o  such  rules* as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese; 
Provided y  That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as 
a  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of 
the  new  Diocese;  and  /ViiTZ'i^/^, further, That  when  a  part  of  a  Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such 
Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his 
election,  remain  the  Bishop  of  that  part  of  such  Jurisdiction  not 
included  in  the  new  Diocese. 

Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his 
Episcopal  Office  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain,  or 
confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  the  Episcopal  Office  in  another 
Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof.

The  Treasurer  announced  that  under  the  authority 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  convention  he  had  appointed 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Murray  as  his  assistant. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  the  House  then 
took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  B.  Martin, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Fitz- 
hugh,  Rectorof  St.  Luke's  Church, Seaford, Rev.  Dr.  Tul- 
lidge,  and  the  Litany  by  Rev.  Charles  E.  Murray,  assistant 
minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington.  The  191st 
Hymn  was  sung.  The  ante-communion  service  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.Clemson,whoalso  read  the  Epistle.  The  Bish- 
op read  the  Gospel.  After  the  singing  of  the  211th  Hymn, 
the  Convention  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.L.  W.Gib- 
son, Rector  of  Christ  Church  Dover  :  Qth  v.  2nd  Ch.  ist 
Ep.  of  St.  Peter.  The  Offertory  was  appropriated  to  the 
fund  for  the  Relief  of  sick  and  disabled  Clergy. 

In  the  Communion  Service  and  the  distribution  of 
the  elements,  the  Bishop  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
DuBois  and  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
services  the  Convention  resumed  business,  the  Bishop 
being  in  the  chair . 
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The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Bates  as  his  assistant. 

The  following  members  of  the  Convention  not  pres- 
ent at  the  opening  of  the  session  appeared  and  took  their 
seats,  viz  : —

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess,  until  3  o'clock 
P.M.

The  Convention  re-assembled.

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning 
session  and  they  were  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  address,  as 
follows  : — 


TO  THE  CLERICAL  AND  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  THE  NINETY- 
FOURTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  DELAWARE. 

Btlaved  Brethren  : 

In  presenting  to  you  my  43rd  annual  address,  I  feel  that  I  am 
settinfT  up  another  memorial  stone,  bearing  the  inscription,  "  Eben- 
EZER."  While,  through  the  unseen  hand  sustaining  and  strengthen- 
ing, I  have  been  enabled  to  perform  the  accustomed  amount  of 
Diocesan  duties,  eagagements  outside  of  the  Diocese  have  occupied 
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more  than  the  usual  share  of  time  and  attention.  Prominent  among 
these,  was  attendance  in  the  House  of  Bishops  and  at  the  Board  of 
Missions,  at  the  recent  General  Convention,  which  continued  in  session 
during  nearly  the  whole  of  the  month  of  October. 

The  General  Convention  of  1883  yields  in  interest  and  importance 
to  no  previous  assemblage  of  that  body,  since  that  by  which  the  Prayer 
Book  was  adopted  in  1789.  Chief  among  the  subjects  of  consideration 
was  a  series  of  proposed  emendations  and  additions  to  this  volume, 
reported  and  recommended  by  the  joint  committee  appointed  in  1880, 
upon  Liturgical  Enrichment.  The  report  of  this  Committee  was 
awaited  with  no  small  degree  of  eagerness,  not  to  say,  of  anxiety.  So 
strongly  established  in  the  affections  and  reverence  of  our  Church  was 
this  venerable  formulary  that  many  could  scarce  tolerate  the  suggestion 
of  any  changes  whatever,  while  many  more  were  full  of  apprehension 
as  to  the  kind  of  changes  that  might  be  proposed.  Few  indeed 
anticipated,  as  the  result,  a  work  that  should  meet  with  almost  universal 
approval.  The  difficult  and  delicate  task  entrusted  to  the  Committee 
was  performed  with  admirable  wisdom,  discretion  avd  good  taste. 

While,  of  course,  it  was  to  be  expected  that  individuals,  to  whom 
the  matter  was  submitted,  would  differ  in  some  points  from  the  report, 
the  work  as  a  whole  met  with  a  most  cordial  reception,  and  private 
wishes  and  preferences  were  yielded  in  order  to  procure  harmonious 
action  of  the  whole  body.  The  recommendations  were  substantially 
adopted,  and  with  remarkable  unanimity,  indicating  both  satisfaction 
with  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee,  and  a  strong  wish  for  some 
improvement,  enlargement  and  flexibility  in  our  public  devotional 
services.  The  Report  has  been  communicated  to  the  Church  at  large, 
although  no  formal  Diocesan  action  is  required,  and  the  question  of 
final  adoption  will  come  before  the  General  Convention  of  1886. 

The  Convention  was  also  memorable  as  being  almost  centennial, 
and  appropriately  assembled  in  the  ancient  historic  edifice  of  Christ 
Church,  Philadelphia.  The  character  of  its  members,  the  Christian 
courtesy ^of  its  discussions,- and  the  large  share  of  attention  given  to  the 
Missionary  operations  of  the  Church,  are  cause  for  congratulation  and 
thankfulness.  The  addresses  of  our  Missionary  Bishops  in  particular 
gave  encouraging  evidence  of  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  new 
fields,  and  greatly  strengthened  confidence  in  the  character  and  com- 
petency of  the  men  entrusted  with  pioneer  work.  To  this  noble  band 
another  was  added  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walker,  D. 
D  ,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Northern  Dakota. 

Not  very  long  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  an  un- 
looked  for  loss  was  sustained  by  the  removal  from  the  scene  of  his  earthly 
labors  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  R.  G.  Clarkson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska. 
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Tbe  senior  by  consecration  among  our  Missionary  Bishops,  he  stood 
forth  eminent  also  in  practical  wisdom,  energy  and  efficiency.  Under 
his  faithful  superintendence  the  Missionary  district  of  Nebraska  be- 
came a  self-sustaining  and  flourishing  Diocese.  In  the  fullness  of  his 
intellectual  and  physical  vigor,  his  wishes  for  the  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  church  under  his  oversight  crowned  with  desired  success,  with 
apparently  many  years  of  useful  ministration  still  before  him,  he  was 
suddenly  arrested  by  the  Master's  call,  ''Come  pp  higher,"  and  amid 
the  lamentations  of  the  whole  community  in  which  he  resided,  as  well 
as  of  his  brethren  in  the  faith,  his  remains  were  consigned  to  their 
resting  place. 

Another  of  our  most  exemplary  and  beloved  Bishops  has  also  been 
taken  away,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Pinkney.  When  about  a  year  since 
I  was  present,  upon  his  invitation,  at  the  Centennial  celebration  of  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland.,  it  was  little  thought  by  the  large  assemblage  then 
gathered,  that  the  Bishop,  then  to  all  appearance  so  well  and  strong, 
was  presiding  for  the  last  time  in  his  Convention,  and  was  just  at  the 
dose  of  an  honored  Episcopate.  On  the  6th  day  of  July,  1883, 1  took 
part  in  the  mournful  services  at  his  funeral  in  the  city  of  Washington. 

On  the  aist  of  October,  at  Immanuel  Church,  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  I  acted  as  consecrate r  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Magill  Randolph, 
D.  D.,  assistant  Bishop  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

From  22nd  to  the  24th  of  April,  I  attended  a  special  meeting  of 
the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  city  of  New  York,  convened  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  the  vacant  Foreign  Missionary  Episcopates  of  Cape 
Palmas  and  Shanghai,  when  the  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Ferguson,  of  the 
African  Mission,  was  elected  for  the  first,  and  the  Rev.  William  J. 
Boone,  of  the  Chinese  Mission,  for  the  second. 

The  decease  of  the  Rt.  Revi  B.  B.  Smith,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Kentucky,  was  an  event  for  which  his  years  and  infirmities  had  for 
some  time  given  premonition.  Indeed  the  continuance  of  his  life,  frail 
as  he  always  appeared,  for  so  long  a  period,  was  a  marvel  to  his 
friends.  Born  June  13,  1794,  in  two  weeks  more  he  would  have  com« 
pleted  his  ninetieth  year.  His  Episcopate  is  the  longest  on  the  records 
of  our  church.  Consecrated  by  Bishop  White  on  the  31st  October, 
1832,  together  with  Bishops  Hopkins,  Mcllvaine  and  Doane,  and 
departing  on  the  31st  day  of  May  1884,  he  held  this  office  for  51  years 
and  7  months.  Bishop  White  was  consecrated  Feb.  4,  1787,  and  died 
July  17,  1836,  lacking  about  9  months  of  a  half  century  of  official 
duty.  The  two  Episcopates  all  but  fill  up  the  first  century  of  our  exist- 
ence as  a  national  church.  For  the  last  sixteen  years  Bishop  Smith  had 
been  Presiding  Bishop.  He  was  favored  to  the  last  with  the  possession 
of  his  mental  £iculties,  and  while  the  outward  man  was  decaying,  the 
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inward  man  was  renewed  day  by  day.  His  last  appearance  in  the 
House  of  Bishops  was  on  the  24th  April  last,  when,  in  order  to  secure 
a  quorum  for  organization,  a  meeting  was  held  a^  the  house  of  Bishop 
Potter,  Senior,  of  New  York,  himself  an  invalid  and  unable  to  leave 
his  room.  It  was  an  affecting  scene  when  the  Bishops  exchanged 
farewells  with  'two  of  their  venerated  brethren,  no  longer  to  be  their 
associates  upon  earth  in  work  and  counsel. 

Bishop  Smith's  character  was  marked  with  simplicity  and  godly 
sincerity,  by  the  depth  and  purity  of  his  religious  feelings,  the  meek- 
ness and  gentleness  of  his  spirit,and  striking  amiability  and  kindliness^ 
and  to  his  brethren  in  the  Episcopate  he  was  greatly  endeared.  While 
bearing  with  much  patience  his  bodily  pains  and  weakness,  his  desire 
was  earnest  and  oft  expressed  to  depart  and  to  be  with  Christ. 
Yesterday,  June  3,  a  funeral  service  of  much  solemnity  was  held  at 
the  church  of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  which  I 
assisted. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Albany  I  confirmed  four  persons 
in  St.  Luke's  church,  Saranac  village,  of  which  the  Rev.  D.  M.  Bates, 
formerly  of  Delaware,  is  Rector,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Lewin,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Mary- 
land, I  confirmed  twenty-two  persons  at  St.  Peter's  church,  Baltimore. 

On  the  24th  of  May  I  was  present  at  the  Centenary  of  the  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  when  an  interesting 
historical  discourse  was  delivered  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

In  our  own  Diocese  there  have  been  the  following  Clerical 
changes. 

The  Rev.  H.  Allen  Griffith  of  Pennsylvania  accepted  a  call  to  the 
rectorship  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  in  November,  1883. 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Higgins,  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  became 
assistant  minister  of  Trinity  Parish,  Wilmington,  in  November  last, 
and  has  been  since  officiating  regularly  in  the  old  Swedes'  Church. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Greenfield  Schorr,  called  to  the  charge  of  Grace 
Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  was  received  into  the  Diocese,  April 
7th,  1884,  and  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  on  the  30th  of  the  same 
month.  The  Church,  which  had  suffered  from  the  absence  of  a  resi- 
dent Pastor  since  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jefferis,  is  now 
apparently  reviving,  and  a  comfortable  Rectory  has  been  recently 
completed. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson  was  ordained  Priest  on  the  17th 
of  March,  1884,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg,  April 
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3rdy  following.  He  has  been  succeeded  as  Principal  of  St.  John's 
School,  Faulkland,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Gordon,  from  the  Diocese 
of  Springfield. 

St.  Anne's  Church,  Middletown,  after  being  vacant  for  more  than 
a  year,  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  S.  H.  S.  Gallaudet,  who  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Rectorship  and  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  ist  Sunday 
in  May.  On  the  last  Sunday  of  the  same  month  I  confirmed  a  class  of 
nine  persons,  and  was  gratified  to  find  a  neat  and  convenient  Rectoi^ 
just  completed.  The  same  desirable  addition  has  been  also  made  to 
St,  Peters'  Parish,  Smyrna. 

The  Rev.  George  Hall  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Central  Pennyslvania. 

The  Rev.  John  Linn  McKim  accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  Peters'  Church,  Lewes,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in  January 
last.

The  Vestry,  elected  by  the  petitioners  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
Parish  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  City  of  Wilmington,  to  be  called  St. 
Mark's  Church,  of  which  mention  was  made  in  my  last  annual 
address,  represented  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  myself  that,  on 
account  of  the  failure  of  the  expectations  leading  to  their  petition, 
thev  were  now  desirous  of  the  dissolution  of  said  Parish.  With  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  22nd  of  May, 
1883,  I  declared  the  same  to  be  dissolved. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Diocese  I  believe  to  be  that   of 
improvement,  and  steady,  if  not  rapid  growth.  Four  Parishes  reported 
vacant  at  the  last  Convention,  have  been  since  supplied,  and  all  our 
churches  now  enjoy  regular  ministrations. 

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Hanson  was  confined  for  several  months  with  a 
dangerous  and  painful  illness,from  which,  in  God's  merciful  Providence, 
he  is,  in  a  measure,  recovered,  although  not  yet  able  fully  to  resume  his 
work.  His  churches  have  been  kept  open  on  the  Lord's  Day  by  the 
faithful  services  of  Lay  Readers. 

Three  new  Rectories  have  been  completed. 

Seldom  do  we  meet  in  Convention  without  being  called  to  note 
the  loss  of  one  or  more  of  our  brethren  in  Christ.  One  of  those  who 
was  present  with  us  last  year,  Mr.  Robert  Sarde,  a  delegate  from  Christ 
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Church,  Dover,  departed  this  life  a  very  short  time  after  our  adjourn- 
ment. 

St.  George's  Church,  Indian  River,  has  lost  one  of  its'  most  useful 
and  esteemed  members  in  the  death  of  Mf .  John  Bagwell  Burton,  and 
St.  John's,  Greenville,  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  removal  of  Capt. 
Wm.  Cannon.  Both  of  these  brethren  had  often  represented  their 
respective  churches  in  our  Convention,  and  have  left  voids  not  easily 
ailed. 

The  Hon.  E.  G.  Bradford,  Judge  of  the  U.  S.  District  Court,  and 
George  B.  Rodney,  Esq.,  of  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle,  have 
finished  each  a  long  and  honored  life.  Both  of  these  lamented  gentle- 
men were  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware.  The  highest  tributes  of 
affection  and  respect  were  paid  to  their  memories  by  the  church  to 
which  they  belonged,  by  the  learned  profession  of  which  they  were 
ornaments,  and  by  the  whole  community  in  which  they  resided. 
Sterling  principle,  integrity  and  purity  of  life,  challenge  the  confidence 
and  admiration  of  all,  and  it  is  cause  for  special  thankfulness  when 
these  qualities  are  found  in  unison  with  faith  in  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour,  and  a  manly,  consistent  confession  of  his  holy 
name.  ''  We  bless  thy  holy  name  for  all  thy  servants  departed 
this  life  in  thy  faith  and  fear ;  beseeching  thee  to  give  us  grace  so 
to  follow  their  good  examples,  that  with  them  we  may  be  partakers  of 
thy  heavenly  kingdom."

The  Bishop  announced  as  the  special  order  of  the  day, 
the  election  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass  nominated  as  the  Standing 
Committee,  Rev.  Messrs.  Spencer,  Gibson,  and  Smith,  and 
Mdssrs.  S.  M.  Curtis  and  Dr.  H.  Burr. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  to  hold  the  election 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Douglass  and  Howard,  and  Mr.  Cresson 
and  Dr.  Ridgely. 

Pending  the  ballot.  Dr.  Burr,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  reported  that  the  committee  had  examined 
the  same  and  found  them  correct. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sick  and  Disabled  Clergy 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  by  this  Convention,  to  pay  to  the 
Rev.  Joseph  A.  Stone,  $150  out  of  the  income  of  said  Fund. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  ballot,  and  the  Bishop  an- 
nounced as  the  result,  the  unanimous  election  as  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  following  gentlemen,  viz  ; 

Rev.  Messrs.  Spencer,  Gibson  and  Smith,  and  Mr.  S. 
M.  Curtis  and  Dr.  Horace  Burr. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon  it  was 

Resolved  that  a  committee  of  three  laymen  be  appointed  to  nom- 
inate proper  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  appointed,  Messrs.  Curtis,  Churchman 
and  Ponder  as  the  Committee. 

Rev.  Mr.  LitteU  presented  the  report  of  the  Mission- 
ary and  Education  Committee,  which  was  read,  as  fol- 
lows :

Your  Committee  have  been  engaged,  as  in  years  past,  in  aiding 
some  of  our  weaker  Parishes  to  supply  what  was  lacking,  and  in  pro- 
viding some  compensation,  however  inadequate,  for  services  willingly 
and  faithfully  rendered.  The  stations  heretofore  claiming  our  atten- 
tion have  been  supplied  with  regular  ministrations,  and  these  services 
have  met  with  encouraging  attendance  and  evident  appreciation.  In 
addition  to  those  named,  as  our  agents,  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the 
Rev.  P.  B.  Lightner  has  been  appointed  missionary  at  Calvary  church, 
Brandywine  hundred,  and  the  Rev.  George  S.  Fitzhugh  at  old  Christ 
Church,  Broad  Creek.     The  inclement  weather  and  bad  roads  have 
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been  adverse  to  the  assemblage  of  congregations  during  the  last  winter 
and  Spring,  but  very  seldom  have  the  missionaries  failed  to  meet  their 
appointments. 

Desirous  to  awaken  more  decided  and  intelligent  interest  and  to 
give  information  respecting  our  Diocesan  field,  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Committee  visited  and  addressed  a  number  of  our  congregations, 
with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  their  respective  Pastors,  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  with  good  results.  Our  appropriations  have  some- 
what exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year^and  our  income  has  been  above 
the  average  standard.  It  requires  no  heavv  tax,  if  equally  distributed, 
to  enable  the  Committee  adequately  to  sustain  the  present  work  and  to 
take  advantage  of  fresh  openings,  if  presented  in  God's  Providence. 
From  our  limited  area  cannot  be  expected  spirit-stirring  appeals  and 
thrilling  narratives  such  as  come  from  extensive  fields  and  distant 
regions.  But  the  call  is  a  near  and  strong  one.  This  is  a  work  at 
our  own  door,  intimately  connected  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
the  church  in  our  Diocese.  Without  detracting  in  the  slightest  degree 
from  general  operations,  in  which  the  whole  church  is  zealously 
engaged, home  evangelization  has  its  peculiar  and  urgent  claims.  You, 
dear  brethren, who  have  much,give  plenteou8ly,and  ye  that  have  little, 
do  your  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that  little.

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Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  extended  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  and  to  the  citizens 
of  Delaware  City,  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality,  and  that  the 
usual  compensation  be  paid  to  the  sexton  of  this  church. 

Mr.  Curtis,  from  and  in  behalf  of  the  committee  to 
nominate  Trustees, reported  the  name  of  Mr.  George  D. 
Armstrong,to  succeed  himself.and  Mr.  Walter  Cummins  to 
succeed  Hon.  £.  G.  Bradford. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers,  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Gibson  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs  Orr  and  Ward  of 
the  laity.

The  chair  appointed  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  Gov.  Stockley 
and  Dr.  Horace  Burr  as  the  committee  called  for  by  the 
resolution.

ROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  V^ONVENTION. 


St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  June  ^d,  1885. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
Bishop  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates 
assembled  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  the  Chapel 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  the  house  to  order, 

and  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  last   Convention  to 

call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 

.seats,  when  the  following  answered  to  their  names  and 

took  their  seats,  viz  : 

Rev.  Wm.  R.  Ellis,  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Gordon, 

Rev.  Lewis  W.  Gibson,  Rev.  W.  D.  Hanson, 

Rev.  Jesse  Higgins^  Kev.  David  Howard,

Rev.  T   Gardiner  Llttell,  Rev.  Chas.  £.  Murray, 
Rev.  Chas.  S.  Spencer,  D.  D. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson,  Messrs. 
G.  W.  Cummins,  and  W.  C.  Lodge,  a  committee  to 
receive  and  examine  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates. 

Rev.   Mr.   Gibson,   on    behalf  of  the    Committee, 

reported  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  elected,  and 

upon  the  roll  being  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following 
answered  to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats,  viz  :

The   Bishop  stated  that  a  quorum  of  both  orders 

were  present,  and  announced  that  the  next  business  in 

order  was  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  and  appointed 

Rev.   Mr.   Ellis  and  Dr.  Burr,   tellers,  to   conduct   the 
election. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  nominated  Mr.  S.  M.  Curtis, 
and  there  being  no  other  nomination,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent a  ballot  was  cast  by  the  chair,  for  Mr.  Curtis  ;  and 
no  other  votes  having  been  cast,  the  chair  announced  as 
the  result  of  the  ballot,  that  Mr.  Curtis  had  been  duly 
elected,  and  the  Convention  was  organized  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chandler,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  appointed  Mr- 
Geo.  H.  Bates  as  his  assistant. 

Rev.  Dr.  Spencer  moved  that  the  rules  of  order  of 
the  last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of 
the  present  session,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  the 
rules  of  order  were  read,  as  follows,  viz  : 


RULES   OF  ORDER 


1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  nor  shall  afterward  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  ad- 
vancing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

6..  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

7.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shal 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the 
house, or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing,  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  House,  it  shall  be 
determined  on  before  anything  neiw  is  introduced,  except  the  question 
for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

13.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the 
Secretary,  uhder  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before 
the  Convention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  Clergyman,  and  ten 
copies  to  each  Vestry  in  the  diocese. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  it  was 

Resolved f  That  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  not  entitled  to  seats, 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  present,  be 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution  were  present  the  Rev.  Dr. 
TuUidge,  Rev.  George  M.  Bond,  Rev.  B.  H.  Latrobe, 
Rev,  James  C- Kerr  and  the  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Jackson,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Delaware  ;  the  Rev.  I.  Leighton  McKim  and 
the  Rev.  F.  B.  Chetwood,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Howard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  will  meet  daily  at  9  o'clock  A. 
M.,  to  transact  business,  and  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock,  and 
from  6  to  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  the  account  of  the  Secre- 
tary, for  his  official  expenses  during  the  past  year,  and, 
on  his  motion,  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the 
same. 

Mr.  Chandler  presented  his  account  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  and  his  account  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Dio- 
ce.se  of  Pelaware,  and  moved  that  the  same  be  referred 
to  a  special  committee  for  audit,  which  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Littell  presented  the  report  of  the 
Registrar,  which  was  read,  as  follows  : — 

The  Registrar  reports  that  he  has  received,  during  the  past 
year,  seventeen  additions  to  the  archives,  from  the  Bishops  of  Dela- 
ware and  Colorado,  and  the  Registrars  of  Dioceses.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  presented  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  which  was  read,  as  follows,  viz  : — 

Report  of  Standing  Commii  tee. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
report: 


During  the  past  year  there  have  been  held  five  meetingSi  as  fol- 
lows: The  first,  at  Delaware  City,  June  4th,  1884,  at  which  time  the 
committee  was  duly  organized  and  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Spencer.  D.  D.y 
chosen  President,  and  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Smith,  Secretary. 

Another  meeting  was  held  in  New  Castle,  August  nth,  1884, 
at  which  time  the  committee  signed  the  proper  testimonials, 
^▼ing  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Nelson  S.  Rulison  D.  D. , 
as  assistant  Bishop-Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 

A  thirl  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington,  November  17th,  1884, 
at  which  were  presented  and  signed,  the  proper  testimonials  giving 
consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Wm.  Paret,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop- 
Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

The  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  New  Castle,  Dec.  8th,  1884. 
At  this  meeting  were  presented  the  proper  testimonials,  which  were 
signed,  giving:  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  George  Worthing- 
ton,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska. 

The  fifth  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Peter's  church,  Smyrna,  June 
3d,  1885,  at  which  time  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  Robert  H.  Wright 
were  presented,  and  upon  motion  the  Standing  Committee  proceeded 
to  sign  the  testimonials  recommending  him  for  admission  to  the 
priesthood.

The  Chair  announced  as  the  Committee  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  Convention,  and  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  Dr.  Horace  Burr  and  Dr.  Henry 
Ridgely. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, communicating  the  constitutional  notification 
to  this  Convention,  of  the  alterations  and  additions  in 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America,  proposed  in 
the  General  Convention  of  1883,  and  to  be  acted  upon  at 
the  General  Convention  of  1886,  and  also,  **The  Book 
annexed  to  the  report  of  the  joint  Committee  of  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  modified  by  the  action  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1883,"  the  latter  being  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  as  modified  by  the  amendments 
proposed  in  the  said  notification. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Curtis,  the  Treasurer  was  author- 
ized to  appoint  an  assistant. 

The  Treasurer  announced  that  under  the  authority 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  Convention,  he  had  appointed 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Murray  as  his  assistant. 

Dr.  Burr,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
reported  that  the  Committee  had  examined  the  same 
and  found  them  correct. 

(For  accounts,  see  appendix.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Littell,  the  House  then 
took  a  recess  for  Divine  service. 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howard, 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Ellis,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Millsboro  ;  the  Litany 
by  the  Rev.  P.  B.  Lightner,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Claymont.  The  202d  hymn  was  sung.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  Rector  of  Immanuel  Church,  New 
Castle,  read  the  Ante-Communion  service  and  the 
Epistle.  The  Bishop  read  the  Gospel.  After  the  sing- 
ing of  the  409th  hymn,  the  Convention  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  Rector  of  St.  James* 
Church,  Stanton,  from  the  first  epistle  of  Peter,  fifth 
chapter,  first,  second  and  third  verses.  The  Offertory 
was  appropriated  to  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  sick  and 
disabled  clergy.  In  the  Communion  service  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  elements,  the  Bishop  was  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  service,  the  Convention  resumed  busi- 
ness in  the  Chapel.

Resolved^  That  the  Bishop  be  asked  to  draw  up  such  a  form  for 
the  parochial  reports  as  experience  makes  most  expedient,  and  have 
printed  a  number  of  copies  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  that  the  form  be  also  printed  in  the  journal. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Fowler, 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  suggest  a 
piece  for  meeting  of  next  Convention. 

The  Bishop  nominated  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution  and  Canons  : — Rev.  Lewis  W.  Gib- 
son, for  five  years,  to  succeed  himself. 

A  ballot  was  ordered  upon  the  confirmation  of  the 
nomination,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer,  and  Dr.  Fowler  were 
appointed  tellers.  The  tellers  reported  the  ballot,  and 
the  Bishop  announced  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  had 
been  unanimously  elected  for  five  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bates,  it  was 

Resolved^  Tkat  a  committee  of  three  layman  be  appointed  to 
nominate  a  proper  person  to  be  voted  for  as  Trustee  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  named  as  the  committee,  Dr.  Horace

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess,  until  3  o'clock,

The    Bishop    then    read    his   annual    address,    as 
follows  : — 


TO  THE  CLERICAL  AND  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  THE  NINETY- 
FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  DELAWARE. 

Beloved  in  Christ : 

For  the  first  time  for  manv  years  I  am  called  to  chronicle  the  re- 
moval by  death  of  one  of  our  clerical  brethren. 

At  our  present  gathering  we  miss  the  form  of  a  beloved  and 
venerated  clergyman  who  had  been  our  associate  in  counsels  and  labours 
for  more  than  fourteen  years.  The  useful  and  blameless  life  of  the 
Reverend  Joseph  A.  Stone  terminated  on  the  24th  day  of  January, 
1885.  Mr.  Stone  was  bom  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  was  in  the  69th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Hartford, 
and  of  the  Alexandria  Theological  Seminary.  He  was  at  different 
times  Rector  of  churches  at  Carbondale,  West  Philadelphia,  and 
Marcus  Hook,  Penna.  In  Sept.  1870,  hr  became  Rector  of  St* 
Thomas'  church,  Newark,  where  he  continued  in  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  until  constrained  by  failure  of  health  to  retire  from  ac- 
tive ministrations  in  June  1881.  Of  the  sterling  excellencies  of  the 
character  of  Mr.  Stone  there  could  be  but  one  opinion.  While 
extremely  unobtrusive  and  unassuming,  the  stamp  of  irue  godliness 
and  devotedness  to  his  holy  calling  was  very  plainly  discernable.  His 
heart  was  in  his  work.  He  was  exemplary  in  private  life  as  well  as 
official  duties,  and  served  the  Diocese  for  a  number  of  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  other  trusts.  After  a  brief 
respite  from  active  and  exhausting  toil  he  rests  from  his  labours. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Convention,  on  Trinity 
Sunday,  June  8,  in  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  I  admit- 
ted to  the  Diaconate  Robert  Hughes  Wright,  Jr.  an  alumnus  of  the 
Philadelphia  Divinity  School.  On  this  occasion  the  rite  of  Confirmation 
was  administered  in  Ascension  Church,as  also  on  the  23rd  of  November 
following.     The  home  of  our  beloved  brother,  the  Rector  of  the 
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Churchy  has  been  since  darkened  by  the  removal  of  two  of  his 
children,  in  which  sore  bereavement  he  has  our  heartfelt  sympathy. 

On  the  24th  June,  1884,  in  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  I 
ordadned  Martin  Ball  Dunlap,  Alumnus  of  the  Gen.  Theological 
Seminary,  to  the  Diaconate.  Mr.  Dunlap  was  soon  after  transferred 
to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

The  Clerical  Changes  during  the  conventional  year  have  been  in 
excess  of  the  average  rite.  In  fact,  we  had  been  for  some  time  com- 
paratively favored  in  the  continuance  of  pastoral  relations,  and  might 
have  indulged  hopes  of  a  good  measure  of  stability,  in  this  respect, 
so  that  our  recent  experience  was  scarcely  looked  for. 

The  Rev.  H.  Greenfield  Schorr  resigned  Grace  Church,  Brandy- 
wine  Hundred,  on  the  thirtieth  September,  1884.  He  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  the  Rev.  Robert  H.  Wright,  who  took  charge  November 
1st,  following. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  J.  Douglass  resigned  St.  Paul's,  George- 
town, on  the  1st  of  October,  1884.  A  faithful  pastorate  of  nearly 
thirteen  years  had  greatly  endeared  Mr.  Douglass  to  the  people  of 
his  charge,  and  his  zeal  and  energy  as  a  missionary  were  extensively 
felt  in  other  parts  of  Sussex  County.  He  has  left  a  monument  of 
ministerial  efficiency  and  personal  liberality  in  the  beautiful  church 
which  he  was  the  instrument  of  re-building,  with  its  adjacent  chapeL 
Of  his  zealous  and  disinterested  labors,  I  take  this  occasion,  on  your 
behalf,  as  well  as  my  own,  to  testify  my  grateful  appreciation,  and  to 
express  at  the  same  time  the  hope  that  his  connection  with  this 
Diocese  may  continue,  and  his  services  be  given  in  some  other 
portion  of  our  field. 

A  call  to  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  has  been  recently  accepted 
by  the  Rev.  James  C.  Kerr,  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  who  has  just 
entered  upon  his  duties. 

The  Rev.  John  Linn  McKim  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  December  14th,  1884. 

The  Rev.  H.  Allen  Griffith  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St. 
Thomas'  churchy  Newark,  in  December  last.  He  has  been  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  George  M.  Bond,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey, 
who  took  charge,  January  18,  1885. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  DuBois,  D.  D.,  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
Calvary  church,  Wilmington,  January  ist,  1885.  Most  assiduous, 
pleasant  and  sympathizing  in  his  intercourse  with  his  people,  earnest 
and  impressive  in  his  public  teachings  and  services.  Dr.  DuBois 
enjoyed  in  an  eminent  degree  the  love  and  confidence  of  his  parish- 
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loners,  as  well  as  of  his  clerical  brethren  and  a  large  circle  of 
attached  friends.  While  greatly  regretting  to  lose  his  services,  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  his 
resignation  was  speedily  filled  by  the  Rev.  Benj.  H.  Latrobe,  a  former 
Rector  of  the  parish,  who  accepted  the  call  to  the  same,  and  entered 
upon  his  duties  on  the  ist  of  May,  1885.  Mr.  Latrobe  Is  cordially 
welcomed  back  by  many  old  friends. 

The  Rev.  George  S.  Fitzhugh  resigned  St.  Luke's  church, 
Seaford,  Christ  church,  Broad  Creek,  and  St.  Philip's  church,  Laurel, 
May  1st,  1885. 

The  Rev.  S.  H.  S.  Gallaudet  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Anne's 
church,  Middletown,  on  Easter  Monday  last,  to  take  effect  June 
1st,  1885. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Jackson  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Christ 
church,  Milford,  May  i8th,  1885,  to  take  efTect  after  Whitsunday 
following.

Through  the  exertions  of  members  of  Christ  Church,  Christiana 
Hundred,  and  especially  of  the  children  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  C. 
Brinckle,  first  rector  of  that  Parish,  a  beautiful  chapel  has  been 
erected  on  the  borders  of  the  city  of  Wilmington.  This  building  I 
consecrated  to  the  worship  of  God,  assisted  by  a  number  of  the  clergy, 
on  Sunday,  November  30th,  by  the  name  of  Immanuel  Chapel. 
It  is  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Smith,  and  affords 
spiritual  advantage  to  a  rapidly^  improving  neighborhood.  Upon 
this  offering  of  loving  hearts  may  the  divine  blessing  abundantly  rest 
and  many  souls  be  born  there. 

The  notice  of  an  appointment  for  Confirmation  is  always  a 
cause  of  much  anxiety  and  more  abundant  and  zealous  exertions  on 
the  part  of  those  holding  the  Pastoial  office.  He  who  watches  for 
souls  desires  then  to  present  to  the  Lord's  servant,  for  prayer  and 
benediction,  willing  disciples  of  Christ,  as  the  fruits  of  his  ministry, 
such  as  he  may  hereafter  present  to  the  Lord  himself  as  his  joy  and 
crown  of  rejoicing  in  the  great  day.  When  successful  his  heart  over- 
flows with  joy.  Often  he  is  saddened  by  disappointed  hopes  and  the 
apparent  failure  of  his  cares  and  efforts.  But  is  it  the  minister 
of  Christ  alone  who  ought  to  be  then  aroused  to  exertion  for 
the  winning  of  souls  ?  And  can  the  full  results  of  months  of 
faithful  labour  be  secured  by  the  solitary  unaided  efforts  of  the 
Pastor.^  Are  the  work  and  the  responsibility  exclusively  his?  Is 
there  not  an  urgent  call  to  christians  of    his  flock  to  cooperate 
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with  him  in  seeking  to  bring  wanderers  into  the  fold  of  the  good 
Shepherd?  And  is  not  this  call  urgently  addressed  to  parents, 
sponsors,  Sunday  School  teachers  and  near  friends  of  baptized  youth  ? 
I  believe  that  very  much  of  the  good  that  might  be  reaped  from 
such  reminders  of  duty  and  opportunities  of  choice  is  lost  by  the  lack 
of  earnest  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the  church  with  their 
ministers.  It  is  left  to  him  as  his  work,  which  no  doubt  it  is,  but  none 
the  less  the  work  of  all  who  belong  to  Christ.  To  the  appeals  and 
exhortations  of  the  Rector,  should  be  added  the  affectionate  counsels 
of  those  who  can  possibly  approach  nearer  to  some  hearts  than  he  can. 
Of  those  who  are  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  impressed  with  their  need 
of  a  Saviour's  grace,  there  are  few  who  do  not  require  some  help  and 
sympathy  from  christian  friends.  Some,  I  am  inclined  to  believe, 
suffer  the  favorable  opportunity  to  slip  away,  it  may  be  to  their  irrepa- 
rable loss,  because  no  one  was  ready  to  take  them  by  the  hand,  and 
fortify  their  half* formed  resolves  and  incipient  convictions.  While  I 
have  always  discountenanced  such  urgencies  as  would  lead  the 
insincere  and  unrepentin^  to  a  hasty  inconsiderate  profession,  I  do 
earnestly  desire  to  enlarge  and  deepen  the  sense  of  responsibility  in 
this  matter,  and  to  secure  the  united  efforts  of  people  as  well  as 
pastors  to  bring  those  who  are  still  living  only  for  this  world  to  choose 
the  good  part  and  confess  the  faith  of  Christ  crucified.  Let  it  not 
be  the  just  complaint  of  any  in  our  congregations  who  continue 
impenitent  and  die  in  their  sins,  ''  No  one  cared  for  my  soul." 

The  death  of  Mr.  J.  Poulson  Armstrong,  an  aged  and  highly 
esteemed  layman,  often  present  in  our  Conventions,  is  a  real  loss  to 
the  Diocese,  and  especially  to  St.  James'  Church,  Stanton,  of  which 
he  was  warden. 

On  the  27th  of  April  the  Delaware  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  was  organized  in  the  City  of  Wil- 
mington by  ladies  representing  a  number  of  Parishes  and  several 
of  the  clergy,  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery,  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  being  present.  This  Association  will,  it  is  hoped,  increase 
the  interest  and  enlarge  the  sphere  of  our  Missionary  activities.  It 
desires,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  form  Parish  branch  Societies.  I 
cordially  commend  this  good  work  to  the  sympathy  and  favor  of  the 
Rectors  and  the  female  members  of  the  Church. 

Some  zealous  laymen  of  Pennsylvania  have  started  a  plan  entit- 
led '*  Missionary  Enrolment  for  1886,"  which  proposes  to  raise  a  fund 
of  one  million  of  dollars  by  individual  subscriptions  of  five  dollars  for 
the  general  mission  work  of  the  Church,  before  the  next  General 
Convention.  This  is  intended  to  be  over  and  above  such  contributions 
as  would  be  otherwise  made.     Of  the  desirableness  of  a  magnificent 
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endowment  of  this  kind  there  can  be  no  question.  Whether  in  a 
Diocese  of  any  limited  resources,  which  finds  it  no  easy  thing  to 
support  its  own  missionary  operations  and  to  share  in  some  small 
degree  in  the  general  work  of  the  Church,  this  effort  can  be  pushed 
without  interfering  with  the  measures  and  agencies  already  at  work  I 
confess  myself  not  fully  satisfied,  but  I  shall  be  pleased  to  know  that 
churchmen  of  Delaware  appear  in  the  list  of  subscribers. 

The  office  of  Presiding  Bishop,  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God, 
devolved  upon  me  a  year  since,  has  of  course  made  its  demands 
upon  my  time  and  attention,  particularly  in  the  way  of  correspond- 
ence. In  the  performance  of  those  duties  I  have  taken  order  for 
the  consecration  of 

The  Rev.  William  Jones  Boone,  Missionary  Bishop  in  China ; 
The  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Ferguson,  Missionary  Bishop  in  Africa ; 
The  Rev.  Nelson  Somerville  Ruli^on,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop 

of  Central  Pennsylvania  ; 
The  Rev.  William  Paret,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maryland  ; 
The  Rev.  George  Worth ington,  D.  O.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska. 

I  took  part  personally  in  the  consecration  of  Bishop  Rulison,  in 
St.  Paul's  church,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  the  i8th  day  of  October,  1884, 
and  in  the  consecration  of  Bishop  Paret,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  Washington,  on  the  8th  day  of  January,  1885. 

For  very  sufficient  reasons,  the  Missionary  Bishop  for  China 
was  consecrated  in  the  city  of  Shanghai,  on  the  28th  day  of  October, 
1884,  by  the  Rt  Rev.  C  M.Williams,  Missionary  Bishop  of  our  Church 
in  Japan,  assisted  by  th?  Rt.  Rev.  George  Evans  Moule,  and  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Perry  Scott,  Missionary  Bishops  of  the  Church  of 
England,  in  China. 

The  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ferguson  is  expected  to  take 
place  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  St.  John  Baptist's  Day,  June  24 
next. 

At  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky,  I  delivered  a  memorial  discourse  on  the  life  and  labours 
of  their  late  venerated  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  before  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  convened  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the 
24th  of  September,  1884. 

I  close,  dear  brethren,  the  report  of  a  year  in  which  I  have 
been  enabled  to  perform  the  usual  amount  of  duty,  with  a  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  God's  sustaining  hand,  and  an  invocation  of 
his  blessing  upon  yourselves  and  your  work.

Rigrkt  Rtiferend  and  Dear  Sir  : — We  beg  to  hand  you  herewith 
a  copy  of  the  final  decree  of  the  Chancellor  dismissing  the  suit  com- 
menced by  Rev.  Dr.  Stewart  against  yourself,  a  committee  of 
Convention,  and  the  Treasurer  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese. 

As  we  were  requested  to  take  charge  of  this  matter  we  desire  to 
say  that  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  us  to  render  to  you  and  to  the 
Convention  even  so  trifling  a  service. 

The  Chancellor  acted  upon  the  matter  without  hesitation,  and 
would  have  decided  it  long  before  he  did  but  for  his  desire  ta  offer 
the  fullest  and  fairest  opportunity  for  the  complainant  to  be  heard. 

The  course  which  we  took  was,  after  filing  answers  from  yourself 
and  the  committee  to  put  the  facts  fully  on  record,  to  demur  on  behalf 
of  the  Trustees  and  move  to  dismiss  the  bill  on  behalf  of  those  who 
had  answered.  The  decree  was  made,  therefore, after  argument,  upon 
the  demurrers  and  motion  to  dismiss. 

We  would  have  moved  to  dismiss,  in  the  first  instance,  but  for 
your  desire  to  answer  the  bill  fully  and  avoid  the  slightest  appear- 
ance of  failing  to  meet  the  issue  tendered  by  the  suit 

If  you  deem  it  proper  you  can  have  the  Convention  advised  of 
the  termination  of  the  matter.

We  notice  the  gratifying  fact  that  one  Parish,  which  bad  been 
receiving  assistance  for  a  number  of  years  from  the  Committee,  has 
become  self-sustaining.  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  has  with- 
drawn from  our  list  of  beneficiaries. 

To  most  of  those  heretofore  aided  the  help  we  can  give  is  not 
less  important  and  needful.  Our  rural  parishes  and  stations  suffer 
frequent  losses  from  the  drift  continually  going  from  the  country  to- 
wards the  large  cities  and  towns.  The  tendency  is  becoming  more 
noticeable  from  year  to  year.  Population  is  increasing  in  the  centres 
of  business,  rapidly,  while  in  agricultural  districts  in  the  Atlantic 
States,  it  is  stationary  or  retrogressive. 

Young  men  of  enterprise  are  the  class  specially  subject  to  this 
influence,  and  in  a  feeble  Parish  such  removals  arc  greatly  felt  It 
requires  constant  and  faithful  effort  to  enable  the  Church,  under  such 
circumstances,  to  hold  herjown,  and  even  where  new  members  are 
added,  the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  Parish  may  be  diminishing.  We 
must  bear  in  mind  these  drawbacks  in  our  estimate  of  the  work,  ex- 
tend our  cordial  sympathy  to  earnest  laborers  who  are  tilling  hard 
fields,  and  recognize  with  thankfulness  God's  blessing,  although  the 
harvest  be  not  so  plenteous  as  the  reapers  hope  for. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Missionary  spirit  is  increasing 
among  us.  While  rejoicing^in  all  that  is  done  for  the  great  field  in 
which  the  Church  is  engaged,  and  "the  field  is  the  world,"  we  must 
not  forget  the  urgent  claims  of  ourjown  comparatively  narrow  por- 
tion, the  culture  of  which  is  specially  bound  upon  ourselves.
